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FORTY-FIFTII  ANNUAL  MEETING 


OF  THE 


The  forty-fifth  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  in  the 
Hall  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association,  Yew  York,  May  11, 
1810,  at  10  o’clock  a.  m.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  Rev.  Wil¬ 
liam  I.  Budington,  D.  D„  Vice-President,  in  the  chair;  supported  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Thomas  H.  Skinner,  Rev.  Dr.  M.  D.  Hutton  and  James  Suy- 
dam,  Esq. 

xYfter  prayer  by  Rev.  L.  II.  Gulick,  the  Treasurer’s  Report,  in 
the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  was  read  by  0.  R.  Kingsbury,  Assistant 
Treasurer ;  and  an  abstract  of  the  Annual  Report  was  presented  by 
Rev.  Drs.  Hallock  and  Stevenson,  Secretaries  ;  when,  on  motion  of 
General  Williams,  of  Norwich,  Conn.,  which  was  seconded,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Annual  Report,  an  abstract  of  which  has  now  been  present¬ 
ed,  be  adopted,  and  published  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

N  On  motion  of  0.  E.  Wood,  Esq.,  seconded  by  Samuel  Colgate, 
Esq.,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  the  Society  for  the  ensuing  year  be  the  same  as 
the  last  year,  except  that  Rev.  Professor  Wm.  H.  McGuffey,  D.  D.,  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Virginia,  Charlottesville,  and  Hon.  J.  Warren  Merrill  of  Cambridgeport, 
Mass.,  be  elected  Vice-Presidents,  in  the  place  of  Rev.  Dr.  Wilson  and  Hon.  Heman 
Lincoln,  deceased  ;  and  that  Richard  T.  Haines  and  Moses  Allen,  Esqs.,  who  have 
faithfully  labored  on  the  Society’s  Finance  Committee  through  its  whole  history, 
be  also  elected  Vice-Presidents  ; 

That  Oliver  R.  Kingsbury,  who  has  been  Assistant  Treasurer  and  Secretary 
thirty-five  years,  be  elected  Treasurer  of  the  Society  in  the  place  of  Moses  Allen, 
Esq.,  who  declines  a  reelection ;  and  that  the  Senior  Corresponding  Secretaries, 
Rev.  Dr.  William  A.  Hallock,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Society,  and  Rev.  0. 
Eastman,  whose  labors  for  the  Society  commenced  with  its  first  year,  be  elected 
Honorary  Secretaries ; 

And  that  Rev.  Dr.  Ebenezer  P.  Rogers,  of  New  York,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Alvah 
Hovey,  President  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  Newton,  Mass.,  be  elected  Directors 
in  the  place  of  Rev.  Dr.  Mathews  and  Rev.  Dr.  Baron  Stow,  deceased. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Budington,  in  the  chair,  made  an  inspiring  opening 
address,  and  animated  the  meeting  in  its  progress  by  appropriate 
and  cbeering  suggestions. 
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Rev.  W.  c.  Roberts  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Elizabeth,  N.  J.; 
M.  B.  Anderson,  LL.D.,  President  of  the  Rochester  University  of  the 
Baptist  Church;  Rev.  Wm.  J.  R.  Taylor,  D.  D.,  of  the  Reformed 
church,  Newark,  N.  J.;  Rev.  Henry  C.  Riley  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  church,  recently  from  Mexico  ;  and  Rev.  L.  H.  Gulick, 
Secretary  of  the  Hawaiian  Board  of  Evangelization,  then  delivered 
animated  and  cheering'  addresses,  enforcing  mainly  the  following 
points,  viz.: 

1  The  Importance  of  a  Union  Society  for  publishing  the  great 

central  truths  of  our  Christian  Faith. 

2.  The  Adaptation  of  Union  Missionary  Colportage,  to  reach  with 
the  gospel  the  destitute  in  the  South  and  West,  the  miners  in  the 
mountains,  and  the  Chinese  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

3.  The  Influence  of  the  gratuitous  circulation  during  the  year,  of 
ninety  million  pages  of  Saving  Truth,  by  ministers,  Colporteurs,  and 
active  Christians. 

4.  The  many  tongued  press  of  the  Tract  Society  as  an  indispensa 
hie  agency  in  giving  a  pure  printed  gospel  to  the  nations  breaking 
away  from  the  thraldrom  of  Rome,  and  to  the  multitudes  in  heathen 
lands. 

In  the  course  of  the  exercises  the  congregation  rose  and  sung  : 


1.  When  shall  the  voice  of  singing 
Flow  joyfully  along, 

When  hill  and  valley  ringing 
With  one  triumphant  song, 
Proclaim  the  contest  ended,

Benediction. 
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BRIEF  SKETCH  OF  THE  ADDRESSES. 

General  Williams  described  his  own  efforts  to  do  good  by  personal  distribu¬ 
tion  of  the  Society’s  books  and  tracts,  from  the  time  when  he  joined  the  church 
nearly  half  a  century  ago  to  this  very  morning.  It  was  the  work  he  loved  best, 
and  its  results  had  amply  repaid  him.  He  congratulated  the  ladies  on  the  sphere 
thus  opened  to  them,  and  on  the  many  doors  in  India  now  welcoming  them, 
which  no  man  could  enter. 

Rev.  Dr.  Budixgtox,  in  the  chair,  said:  It  is  becoming  to  call  special  attention 
to  the  fact  that  time  is  accomplishing  its  ravages,  if  not  by  death,  by  years  that  are 
falling  on  the  shoulders  of  the  honored  founders  and  representatives  of  this 
Society.  No  two  names  are  more  honored  in  the  organization  and  the  sustenta- 
tion  of  this  institution,  both  as  founders  and  as  contributors  of  their  means  and 
time,  than  the  names  of  Richard  T.  Haines  and  Moses  Allen.  We  now  accept 
their  resignations  as  members  of  the  committee  on  which  they  have  served  so  long 
and  so  faithfully  ;  and  place  them  in  the  list  of  Vice-presidents  with  thankfulness 
to  them  for  their  valued  services,  and  with  gratitude  to  God  who  has  spared  them 
so  long  to  labor  so  effectually  for  his  cause  through  this  Society. 

The  fact  should  also  be  stated  that  the  two  senior  Secretaries  of  the  Society 
on  Monday  last  declined  a  reelection  to  their  former  positions.  The  Executive 
Committee  thereupon  resolved  1  ‘  that  the  executive  duties  of  the  retiring  S  ecre- 
taries  be  performed  by  the  other  officers,  including  the  Assistant  Secretaries,  with 
the  counsel  and  aid  of  the  Honorary  Secretaries,  until  the  further  action  of  the 
Committee”;  making  this  change  in  their  relations  not  because  their  hearts 
have  grown  cold  in  the  work,  but  because  the  heavy  burden  ought  not  to  be  laid 
upon  their  shoulders  in  their  advancing  years.  The  Committee  still  desire  to 
continue  them  with  us  for  their  counsel  and  aid,  and  that  they  should  be  amply 
and  generously  remunerated. 

This  is  an  extraordinary  change,  particularly  on  the  part  of  the  senior  Secre¬ 
tary,  identified  with  the  Society  for  forty-five  years  from  its  inception,  and  of 
whose  history  he  could  truly  say,  “Magna  pars  fui.”  We  assent  with  profoundest 
feeling  to  all  that  he  has -said,  and  when  at  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  he  laid  down  his  office,  those  who  had  so  long  labored  with  him  flocked 
around  him  and  assured  him  of  their  personal  sympathy  and  their  glad  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  his  labors  through  the  years  that  had  gone.  Gone,  did  I  say  ?  Not  gone, 
but  ascended  before  him,  for  their  record  is  on  high. 

I  feel  like  calling  on  you  to  rejoice  at  the  vigor  of  this  Society  as  a  standard-bearer 
of  the  truth  of  Christ,  planted  on  the  foundation  truths  of  the  Bible  and  the  great 
Reformation,  and  that  has  faithfully  carried  forward  the  cardinal  doctrines  of  our 
common  Christianity  through  all  its  various  agencies.  The  past  year  has  been 
one  of  increasing  activity  and  enterprise  on  the  part  of  the  various  denominations 
in  the  way  of  publication.  We  are  glad  of  this.  We  would  do  nothing  to  hin¬ 
der  it,  while  at  the  same  time  we  seize  firmer  hold  of  those  things  in  which  we 
are  all  agreed,  verily  persuaded  that  the  principles  of  our  Christianity  in  which  all 
believers  are  agreed,  are  infinitely  more  important  than  those  in  which  we  differ. 

While  pressing  forward  the  work  of  our  distinctive  denominational  organiza¬ 
tions  with  all  zeal  and  energy,  we  love  to  come  to  this  platform  as  to  our  common 
household  home.  It  has  pleased  God  to  mark  off  the  nations  by  distinct  geograph- 
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ical  lines.  It  is  to  the  promotion  of  the  welfare  of  the  whole  that  there  be  distinct 
nationalities ;  hut  the  world  recognizes  the  tact  that  the  lines  of  the  nationalities 
end  with  the  shore,  or  do  not  extend  more  than  three  leagues  into  the  ocean.  The 
wide  ocean  is  free  to  he  parted  by  the  keels  of  all  nations.  And  that  ocean  is  the 
source  of  common  fertility  and  existence  ;  God  lifting  up  the  vapors  from  it  that 
come  down  in  showers  upon  the  land,  coursing  hack  again  to  the  ocean  in  rivers 
that  give  fertility  to  all  their  shores.  So  all  our  denominations  are  washed  by 
the  great  ocean  of  catholic  truth,  and  that  very  catholicity  ministers  to  the 
existence  of  all.  Blessed  he  God  that  we  are  surrounded  by  this  universal  ocean 
of  catholic  truth.  Christ’s  love  for  us,  and  our  love  to  Him,  keep  bright  the 
cords  of  love  that  hind  our  hearts  together  in  devotion  to  his  cause  and  to  the 
various  communions  we  represent. 

At  a  later  stage  in  the  proceedings  Dr.  Budington  remarked:  It  is  a  beautiful 
commentary  on  the  denominational  characteristics  of  the  day,  that  denominations 
are  coming  together,  and  their  leading  men  are  the  strongest  buttresses  of  this 
union  Society.  There  is  more  denominational  activity  now  than  ever  before,  and 
more  union  than  ever.  Preceding  the  denominational  Societies,  the  Tract  Society 
has  imparted  to  them  a  portion  of  its  own  catholicity.  We  are  in  the  twilight  of 
another  day.  The  venerable  men  who  laid  the  foundation  of  this  Society  had 
no  idea  of  transcending  a  union  broader  than  even  Protestantism. 

He  related  an  incident  that  occurred  as  he  was  returning  from  Europe  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  when  an  Episcopal,  a  Baptist,  a  Presbyterian,  and  a  Congrega¬ 
tional  minister,  who  were  on  board,  united  in  religious  services  among  the  passen¬ 
gers.  A  Roman-catholic  priest  from  Boston  who  was  also  on  board,  being  invited 
to  join  them,  commended  them  and  said,  “  Go  forward  and  do  it.  I  would  gladly 
go  with  you,  but  fear  that  the  authorities  of  my  church  would  not  approve.  ’  ’ 

This  and  other  facts  he  could  give,  furnished  him  the  evidence  that  even 
denominational  activity  was  now  instinct  with  the  spirit  of  Christian  unity. 

Rev.  Mb.  Roberts  said  :  I  come  to  bring  to  you  the  greeting  of  one  you  all 
love — one  connected  with  your  Society  Tom  its  organization,  who  is  prevented  by 
increasing  infirmities  from  giving  it,  as  he  has  so  long  done,  his  personal  labors, 
but  whose  prayers  go  up  to  God  for  its  continued  and  increasing  success — the 
chairman  of  your  Finance  Committee,  Richard  T.  Haines. 

As  his  pastor  he  has  requested  me  to  bring  you  this  message:  “  Push  on  the  work 
with  greater  vigor  and  efficiency.’  ’  This  is  his  motto  and  his  desire,  as  he  retires  from 
active  participation  in  your  labors. 

Mr.  Roberts  expressed  his  concurrence  with  the  large-hearted,  catholic-spirited 
views  of  the  Chairman,  Rev.  Dr.  Budington,  and  said  that  as  a  Director  of  a 
Denominational  Board  of  Publication,  he  could  endorse  them  fully.  The  province 
of  this  Society  does  not  infringe  on  that  of  these  Boards,  nor  ought  they  to  infringe 
on  it. 

In  his  personal  experience,  when  a  member  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  he 
first  undertook  tract  missionary  work  in  a  mining  community,  and  he  found  it  the 
best  pioneer  of  all  the  instrumentalities  of  the  church  of  God.  In  a  community 
where  ten  different  denominations  were  represented  he  had  access  to  every  house 
with  the  publications  of  this  Society,  which  would  have  been  impossible  if  he  had 
taken  denominational  publications. 

And  what  was  true  in  his  experience,  is  true  everywhere.  The  Tract  Society 
can  go  and  distribute  its  publications  broadcast,  as  they  exemplify  the  common 
principles  of  our  common  Christianity,  of  our  common  Saviour,  and  the  central 
ground  on  which  all  Christians  stand. 
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He  related  another  pleasant  experience  while  travelling  on  the  Nile  two  years 
ago,  with  a  party  composed  of  members  of  five  different  denominations,  when  they 
were  approached  by  a  Greek  from  Corfu,  who  asked  them  if  they  would  accept  of 
the  tracts  he  was  distributing,  the  publications  of  the  American  and  London  Tract 
Societies.  He  learned  that  this  Greek  had  been  a  student  in  Athens  of  Rev.  Dr. 
King,  who  had  taught  him  to  distribute  tracts,  which  he  had  since  continued  to 
do  in  all  parts  of  the  Turkish  Empire.  When  he  learned  that  Mr.  Roberts  had 
been  for  two  years  the  pastor  of  Dr.  King,  his  gratitude  seemed  unbounded,  and 
he  could  not  do  too  much  for  his  comfort  during  the  six  weeks  they  were  together 
on  the  Nile. 

The  Tract  Society  is  not  only  a  pioneer  in  laying  down  the  broad  principles  on 
which  we  all  stand,  hut  it  is  a  great  principle  of  unification  among  the  different 
denominations,  and  is  to  act  an  important  part  in  developing  the  Christian 
unity  for  which  we  labor  and  pray,  and  which  we  expect  to  see.  The  great  enter¬ 
prises  of  the  day  are  bringing  distant  parts  of  the  world  together.  Seas  are  united 
by  ship  canals.  Continents  are  united  by  telegraphic  cables.  Travel  is  going  on, 
and  members  of  different  nationalities  are  mingling. 

The  photographic  art  is  bringing  the  world  together  :  I  can  now  sit  in  mjr 
study,  and  the  world  passes  before  me.  So  too  the  Christian  churches  or  denomina¬ 
tions  are  being  brought  together  like  one.  The  American  Tract  Society  is  uniting 
the  great  oceans  of  literature  by  its  living  streams  of  pure  truth,  continents  are 
brought  together  in  the  common  truth  and  feeling  expressed  in  its  publications  ; 
and  we  find  there  is  little  really  to  separate  us  into  distinct  denominations.  Its 
issues  come  to  us  like  the  visits  of  Christian  men,  and  we  feel  that  we  can  claim 
them  as  our  own,  no  matter  by  what  name  they  are  called.  We  feel  that  they 
are  our  brethren  ;  if  we  have  had  any  thing  against  them  it  is  removed,  and  we 
feel  the  throbbings  of  their  piety  in  the  tracts  that  come  to  our  hands. 

As  leaders  therefore  in  this  cause  of  Christian  union,  go  on  and  prosper.  In 
the  words  and  spirit  of  the  message  I  bring  you,  “  Push  on  the  work  with  greater 
vigor  and  efficiency.”  I,  as  a  director  of  a  different  Publication  Board,  shall  hail 
the  day  when  we  can  all  shake  hands  as  co-workers  with  Christ.  If  the  Tract 
Society  accomplish  nothing  else,  I  can  say,  “  God  speed  you  in  your  work.” 

President  Anderson  expressed  his  sincere  pleasure  at  being  present  to  join  in 
recognizing  the  long  and  invaluable  services  of  the  two  senior  secretaries.  He  had 
observed  them  for  twenty  years,  and  was  sure  no  society  was  ever  more  faithfully 
administered.  He  had  known  them  when  their  souls  were  sorely  tried,  but  even 
those  who  disagreed  with  them  acknowledged  their  Christian  integrity,  their 
unflagging  zeal,  and  their  devotion  to  the  service  of  the  Master.  He  also  highly 
eulogized  the  member  of  the  Publishing  Committee  best  known  to.  him— Rev. 
William  It.  Williams,  D.  D. — as  by  common  consent  the  most  learned  parish  min¬ 
ister  on  the  continent,  uniting  to  his  encyclopaediac  learning  the  imagination  of  a 
Jeremy  Taylor,  the  piety  of  a  Leighton,  and  the  zeal  of  a  Luther. 

Dr.  Anderson  rejoiced  in  the  catholic  spirit  and  work  of  the  Society.  It  was 
probably  true  that  more,  good  work  for  Christ  was  done  in  the  world  through  the 
division  of  the  church  into  sects:  differences  of  opinion  were  inevitable  among 
men  where  there  was  free  thought  and  earnest  action.  Christ’s  prayer  just  before 
his  agony,  that  his  people  “all  may  be  one”  would  be  answered  by  just  what 
we  see  in  this  Society — the  union  of  heart,  aim,  desire  and  cooperation  in  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  one  Saviour.  Christians  of  diverse  sects  thus  draw  nearer  to  each  other, 
as,  like  the  radii  of  a  vast  circle,  they  centre  in  Christ  their  common  Head. 

We  are  continually  approaching  such  a  union  in  heart  and  in  fundamental 
principles,  and  it  is  Gf  the  first  importance  to  make  clear  and  emphatic  our  testi- 
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mony  to  the  common  faith  which  all  true  Christians  live  and  die  by.  This  is 
done  in  the  publications  of  this  Society,  wherein  the  truths  Paul  was  inspired  to 
preach,  and  which  were  taught  by  Augustine,  Luther,  Pascal,  Leighton,  and  Bun- 
yan,  are  more  fully  embodied  than  by  any  other  institution  on  earth,  and  then 
sent  flying  far  and  wide  wherever  there  are  men  to  read  them  and  souls  to  be 
saved.  Never  was  a  united  front  against  the  enemies  of  the  gospel  more  necessary 
than  now. 

But  the  Society  was  identified  with  another  principle  equally  dear — the  use  of 
lay-agency  in  gospel  labors.  In  this  great  movement  this  Society  has  been  fore¬ 
most  on  this  continent  and  probably  in  the  world,  and  has  received  the  grandest 
possible  endorsement  in  the  general  following  of  its  example  ;  and  the  growth  of 
this  idea  is  the  most  hopeful  feature  of  Christianity  at  this  day. 

He  alluded  to  the  help  given  year  after  year  to  missionary  labors  of  evangelical 
Christians  of  every  name,  and  thanked  the  Society  warmly  in  behalf  of  Judson 
and  Boardman  now  in  glory,  and  of  Wade,  Dean,  Oncken  and  others  still  at  work. 

Dr.  Taylor,  advocating  colportage  as  the  necessary  means  of  reaching  the 
destitute,  remarked  that  adaptation  was  every  thing.  The  Patent  Office  is  full  of 
models  showing  the  most  lavish  expenditure  of  talent,  toil,  wealth,  and  time  ;  but 
few  of  them  would  work.  And  so  in  the  moral  world  a  hundred  failures  must 
prepare  the  way  for  success,  under  the  guidance  of  Providence  who  furnishes  all 
that  is  best  in  a  man  or  an  institution.  Colportage,  though  not  of  divine  appoint¬ 
ment  like  the  church,  has  yet  been  divinely  drawn  out  by  the  experience  of  God’s 
servants.  He  knew  it  was  best  to  supplement  their  varied  gifts,  even  as  the  inspira¬ 
tion  of  Moses  was  supplemented  by  Hobab’s  familiarity  with  the  great  wilderness. 

Colportage  was  personal  labor  with  individual  souls,  whom  the  churches  do 
not  reach.  There  are  some  ten  millions  of  such  in  our  country,  and  in  aiming  to 
provide  for  these  it  was  designedly  a  missionary  work.  It  had  been  called  “  Chris¬ 
tianity  on  wheels,  on  foot,  and  on  horseback but  he  saw  in  it  the  angel  of  the 
apocalypse  flying  with  the  gospel  everywhere,  and  dropping  its  leaves,  radiant 
heavenly  truth  and  life,  in  regions  beyond  the  hearing  of  church-bells  and  Sab¬ 
bath-school  hymns. 

It  was  also  union  missionary  colportage,  and  he  would  add  his  amen  to  all 
that  had  been  said  in  its  praise  as  such.  It  had  been  the  great  educator  of  the 
churches,  and  they  had  already  caught  its  spirit.  Its  union  feature  was  of  the  first 
importance  to  success.  His  experience  for  nearly  eight  years  in  the  Bible  Society 
had  convinced  him  that  union  missionary  colportage  was  absolutely  essential,  and 
that  even  the  Bible  itself  could  reach  the  destitute  only  by  such  an  agency. 

Meanwhile  its  field  is  constantly  enlarging:  new  towns  and  villages  forming, 
new  regions  opened  by  a  shifting  population  which  must  be  followed  up  by  a 
flexible  agency  like  this.  He  alluded  to  the  freedmen,  and  the  miners,  and  the 
Chinese  coming,  7.000  a  year,  to  our  shores ;  and  exhibited  the  monthly  report, 
in  Chinese,  of  a  Chinese  colporteur  employed  by  the  Society  in  California.  And 
what  were  his  tools  !  Publications,  printed  at  Shanghai  by  funds  the  Society  had 
furnished  for  use  in  China — a  beautiful  testimony  to  the  fact  that  all  we  do  for 
foreign  lands  in  some  way  blesses  us  at  home.  Every  barbarous  nation,  to  be¬ 
come  evangelized,  must  not  only  receive  the  gospel  at  the  hands  of  Christians,  but 
develope  and  apply  it  through  native  laborers,  in  harmony  with  native  character¬ 
istics  ;  and  this  he  believed  Chinamen,  converted  and  trained  in  America,  would 
help  to  do  for  their  native  land,  as  Africans  civilized  here  would  carry  civilization 
back  to  Africa. 

Unbelievers  might  sneer  at  the  stillness  and  simplicity  of  this  work,  but  the 
great  beneficent  forces  of  nature  were  silent  and  slow,  yet  sure,  and  were  thus  an 
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earnest  of  the  success  of  this  snow  and  rain  of  God’s  word.  Our  moral  world,  like 
the  earth,  has  its  two-fold  motion:  one  which  we  all  observe,  on  its  axis,  with 
incessant  phases  of  sin  and  woe  ;  but  it  also  belongs  to  that  vast  moral  system  of 
which  the  cross  is  the  centre,  and  eternity  the  orbit,  and  which  God  controls. 
The  skeptic  may  sneer,  he  knows  not  what  he  does ;  but  give  us  the  men  who 
have  seen  the  majesty  of  God,  and  touched  the  hem  of  Christ’s  robe,  deriving 
inspiration  from  his  heart — men  like  your  colporteurs — and  like  these  venerable 
Elijahs  waiting  for  the  chariot  which  is  coming  so  soon — and  in  due  time  we  shall 
have  “  the  new  heavens  and  the  new  earth.” 

Rev.  Me.  Riley,  son  of  a  New  York  merchant,  but  born  in  Chili  when  his  father 
transacted  business  there,  and  who  had  just  returned  from  a  year  in  Mexico, 
presented  the  cause  of  Spain  and  Mexico,  as  part  of  the  foreign  field,  and  urged  the 
Society  to  devote  to  this  field  more  than  the  whole  $6,000  granted  for  foreign  lands 
the  past  year.  The  work  was  one  of  which  Mr.  Haines  might  well  say,  “  Press 
it  on  with  greater  vigor  and  efficiency.” 

Of  Spain,  he  said  that  Cabrera,  once  a  Romish  ecclesiastic,  now  twice  president 
of  the  evangelical  union  in  Spain,  and  the  finest  mind  among  them,  was  led  to 
embrace  the  Protestant  faith  by  reading  one  of  this  Society’s  books;  which  thus 
had  a  mighty  influence  on  the  whole  course  of  the  new  reformation.  Cabrera  is 
now  editor  of  the  leading  Spanish  evangelical  paper,  and  a  popular  preacher  at 
Madrid.  At  Granada,  Seville,  Malaga,  and  dozens  of  other  points  there  are  native 
Protestants  who  need  your  publications  to  use  in  every  direction. 

Mexico,  our  sister  republic,  must  not  be  passed  by  in  the  pressure  of  home 
labors;  Christ  never  turned  away  from  the  blind  who  begged  him  to  give  them 
sight. 

For  three  centuries  that  unhappy  land  had  suffered  the  ruinous  domination  of 
the  Romish  church,  which  had  fattened  on  its  mineral  wealth.  Rich  men  would 
purchase  absolution  for  the  worst  crimes  with  costly  gifts,  and  the  Inquisition 
often  extorted  fortunes  from  millionaires  by  threatening  them  with  secret  trials, 
death,  and  confiscation.  Its  rod  is  now  broken  for  ever. 

There  are  forty  evangelical  congregations  in  Mexico  to-day,  and  sixty  reformed 
priests ;  many  of  them  braving  great  dangers  and  enduring  great  deprivations, 
in  some  cases  death  itself,  for  the  gospel.  One  of  them  preaches  seven  times  in 
the  week,  to  some  two  thousand  hearers  in  all — holding  forth  Christ,  instead  of 
the  virgin  Mary.  A  new  gospel  paper  has  just  been  started  in  the  capital — “La 
Estrella  de  Belen,”  (The  Star  of  Bethlehem,)  violently  opposed  by  the  organ  of 
the  Romish  society,  which  teaches  “Mary  is  the  divinity  to  whom  the  sinful  and 
the  afflicted,  the  weak  and  the  unfortunate  resort.  She  is  all  compassion  and  all 
love,  and  ignores  the  holy  angers  of  Jesus  !” 

Tlie  wife  of  a  general,  Ponce  de  Leon,  obtained  a  Bible  to  test  by  it  the  teach¬ 
ings  of  the  priests.  She  found  the  Decalogue,  and  in  it  found  the  second  com¬ 
mandment,  which  the  Romish  catechisms  omit,  dividing  the  tenth  into  two.  She 
had  to  read  it  over  six  times  to  assure  herself  of  what  Rome  had  dared  to  do  with 
it.  She  them  at  once  took  down  a  fine  picture  of  the  virgin  she  had  often  adored, 
and  put  it  in  the  fire.  Her  husband  also  read  the  Bible  and  believed.  He  began 
to  proclaim  the  truth,  and  went  for  that  purpose  to  Puebla,  where  a  little  band  of 
Christians  were  beginning  a  public  service.  They  were  mobbed,  stoned,  and  shot 
at ;  but  he  escaped,  and  is  still  at  work  for  Christ.  A  converted  priest,  dying 
from  the  effect  of  privations,  induced  another  priest  to  join  him  in  the  Lord’s 
Supper  as  Christ  instituted  it,  and  died  with  his  beloved  Bible  in  his  hands.  A 
young  infidel  who  was  present  was  led  to  search  the  Scriptures,  and  found  Christ, 
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an,l  for  a  year  before  the  speaker  arrived  in  Mexico,  lie  had  been,  teaching  a  Rible 
class  in  his  own  house. 

There  are  Christian  men  in  Mexico  as  true  as  any  here  ;  and  they  urgently 
appeal  for  help,  generous  and  prompt,  from  the  churches  of  America. 

In  Havana  too,  on  his  return,  he  found  men  asking  for  the  gospel,  and  hegged 
the  Society  not  to  pass  Cuba  by,  while  he  expressed  the  deepest  gratitude  for 
what  it  had  done  for  both  Cuba  and  Mexico. 

Dr.  Gulick  stood  as  a  native  and  representative  of  the  Sandwich  Islands — of 
the  first  kingdom  turning  from  heathenism  to  Christianity  in  our  day,  the  pie- 
cursor  of  multitudes  no  man  can  number  who  shall  surround  the  great  white 
throne.  Being  born  on  missionary  ground,  he  never  could  tell  what  denomina¬ 
tion  he  belonged  to— none  of  them  could.  Their  churches  were  organized  on 
simple  apostolic  principles,  even  the  churches  of  foreigners  at  Honolulu,  Hilo,  etc. 
They  were  trying  the  experiment  of  such  a  church  in  Paris,  hut  in  Hawaii  it  had 
been  tried  and  approved. 

The  claims  of  the  home  field,  and  of  lands  ruled  by  a  corrupt  Christianity  had 
been  urged  to-day:  he  would  present  those  of  “the  regions  beyond”— the  island 
world  and  the  vast  continent.  He  suggested  that  the  future  work  of  the  Society 
might  be  in  foreign  lands,  rather  than  at  home ;  that  Christianized  America 
should  be  the  fulcrum  by  which  to  move  the  world. 

At  Hawaii  the  press  was  essential  both  to  counteract  the  corrupt  issues  from 
abroad,  and  to  evangelize  and  instruct  their  own  countrymen.  They  were  also 
doing  a  great  work  by  furnishing  good  books  and  tracts  to  the  shipping  liom  all 
quarters  that  thronged  their  ports.  Every  missionary  has  to  be  a  printer  to  do 
his  work  effectually ;  but  to  the  American  Tract  Society  they  owe  a  vast  debt  of 
gratitude — for  it  has  furnished  them  their  beautiful  Primer,  their  Sacred  Song- 
book,  their  Church  History,  etc.,  all  printed  in  New  York. 

He  came  to  make  a  large  request  in  addition:  namely,  that  it  would  prepare 
stereotype  plates  of  several  very  important  works  now  in  Hawaiian  manuscript, 
such  as  translations  of  the  Society’s  Bible  Dictionary  and  Bible  Text-book,  and 
sell  them  printed  copies — which  they  would  buy  and  pay  for.  they  did  not 
give  awav  their  books,  but  found  it  best  to  sell  them,  and  then  they  vveie  piizcd 
and  used. 
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The  coming  in  of  the  nineteenth  century  was  a  distinguished  era 
in  the  church  of  God.  Three  great  spiritual  reformations  have  mark¬ 
ed  the  history  of  Protestantism,  at  intervals  of  about  a  century — that 
of  Luther  and  the  other  great  reformers  about  1540  ;  that  of  Baxter, 
Bunyan,  Flavel,  and  others  about  1640  ;  that  of  Whitefield,  Wesley, 
Edwards,  Tennant,  and  others  about  1140,  in  the  last  of  which 
blessed  revivals  our  own  country  largely  shared. 

But  the  work  of  God  again  declined ;  formalism  entered  by 
stealth  ;  and  the  last  quarter  of  the  last  century,  embracing  the  seven 
years’  war  of  our  Revolution  and  the  outbreak  of  the  blasphemous 
infidelity  of  Voltaire  and  Paine,  was  dark  indeed.  French  infidelity 
was  rife  both  in  the  mother  country  and  in  our  own. 

Then  it  was,  about  1800,  that  the  Spirit  of  God  again  “lifted  up 
a  standard,”  in  the  revival  of  vital  religion  both  in  Great  Britain 
and  in  our  Eastern,  Middle,  and  Western  States  :  a  work  of  God, 
which,  thanks  to  his  g’lorious  name,  he  has  not  yet  suffered  to  die  out, 
hut  which  still  lives  and  spreads,  and  betokens  the  coming  of  a 
glorious  day. 

This  work  was  characterized  by  the  missionary  spirit ,  and  gave 
rise  to  all  our  principal  benevolent  institutions.  As  if  to  secure  the 
perpetuity  of  this  revived  work  of  God,  the  far-seeing  and  single- 
hearted  fathers  seized  the  power  of  the  press  and  subsidized  it  for 
Christ.  In  London,  in  1199,  “The  Religious  Tract  Society”  preach¬ 
ing  by  the  press,  and  in  1804,  “the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Socie¬ 
ty”  were  formed,  and  have  waxed  stronger  and  stronger  till  they 
are  seen  proclaiming  salvation  by  the  Crucified  Redeemer  in  almost 
every  language  of  the  globe.  Soon  also  this  great  missionary  and 
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Bible  work  was  organized  in  our  own  country,  out  of  which  have 
grown  all  our  principal  benevolent  missionary  movements,  both  by 
the  living  voice  and  the  press. 

It  was  in  1825,  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  of  this  century,  that 
all  the  principal  Tract  Societies  of  the  country  united  in  this  national 
American  Tract  Society,  which  lias  steadily  pushed  forward  its  work 
till  its  annual  receipts  are  now  about  half  a  million  dollars — steadily 
moving  onward,  with  4,000  volumes  and  Tracts  stereotyped  in  all 
the  principal  modern  languages,  and  aiding  in  diffusing  the  knowl¬ 
edge  of  Christ  and  his  salvation  in  140  of  the  languages  and  dialects 
of  the  earth. 

Commencing  with  1825,  the  series  of  its  Annual  Reports  consti¬ 
tutes  seven  large  permanent  volumes,  the  last  four  each  comprising 
the  period  of  five  years.  This  present  report  completes  the  record 
cf  forty-five  years,  1825-1810.  “Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us.” 
To  Him  alone  be  the  glory.  To  Him  this  work  is  prayerfully  com¬ 
mitted  for  all  the  future. 

Rev.  Samuel  B.  W ilson,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Theology  in  the 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  Hampden  Sydney,  Virginia,  has  been 
for  eighteen  years  a  Vice-president  of  the  American  Tract  Society, 
and  died  August  1,  1869,  aged  86.  Early  bereft  of  his  father,  under 
the  care  of  his  Christian  mother  he  pursued  a  course  of  study,  and 
at  the  age  of  23  entered  the  ministry  ;  and  after  some  months  of 
missionary  service,  labored  in  Fredericksburg,  Va.,  where  he  gather¬ 
ed  a  church,  into  which,  in  35  years,  he  received  about  400  members, 
and  which  became  a  fountain  of  light  and  influence  in  the  sur¬ 
rounding  country.  “A  polished  gentleman  in  manners,  his  preach¬ 
ing  sound,  solemn,  and  tender,  his  personal  intercourse  with  reli¬ 
gious  inquirers  judicious  and  impressive,  his  success  in  the  ministry 
was  marked,  decisive,  and  permanent  in  its  results.”  On  the  death 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Baxter,  in  1841,  he  was  elected  to  succeed  him  in 
the  chair  of  theology  at  Hampden  Sydney,  where  he  fulfilled  its 
responsibilities  with  the  same  sound  wisdom  and  fidelity  which  had 
distinguished  his  pastoral  career,  and  after  28  years  rested  from  his 
earthly  labors.  His  sound,  highly  evangelical  views  of  theology, 
his  kind,  gentlemanly  bearing,  and  his  godly  life,  exerted  a  power 
over  the  young  candidates  for  the  ministry  which  will  ever  be 
cherished  in  their  grateful  recollections,  and  felt  far  and  wide  in 
their  labors  and  influence  in  the  churches. 

Hon.  IIeman  Lincoln,  an  unassuming,  devout,  and  faithful  Chris¬ 
tian  in  Boston,  has  been,  since  1854,  a  Vice-president  and  cordial 
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supporter  of  the  American  Tract  Society.  He  was  born  in  Hingham, 
Mass.,  Jan.  7,  1779.  At  fourteen  he  was  apprenticed  as  a  carpenter 
in  Boston,  from  which  position  he  passed  into  a  well-known  mercan¬ 
tile  firm,  residing  in  Boston  until  his  death,  August  11,  1869,  at  the 
advanced  age  of  ninety.  In  May,  1799,  he  united  with  the  church 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Baldwin  ;  was  a  member  of  the  church  seventy 
years,  and  for  sixty  years  a  deacon — a  kind,  consistent,  exemplary 
servant  of  Christ,  and  honored  as  a  member  both  of  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Legislature  and  Senate.  As  early  as  1813,  he  became  interest¬ 
ed  in  foreign  missions  and  supporting  Dr.  Judson  in  Burmah.  In 
1824,  he  was  elected  Treasurer  of  the  Baptist  General  Convention, 
and  in  1832,  President  of  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Socie¬ 
ty  ;  taking  also  an  active  interest  in  the  cause  of  the  Bible,  of  tem¬ 
perance,  and  other  departments  of  Christian  benevolence.  He  was 
twenty-seven  years  a  Trustee  of  Brown  University ;  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Newton  Theological  Seminary;  and  from  1846  to 
1865,  was  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  American 
Baptist  Missionary  Union,  rendering  kind  and  faithful  service  to 
departing  missionaries,  and  corresponding  with  many  in  the  foreign 
field.  He  was  a  lover  of  truth  and  justice,  sound  in  faith,  without 
the  spirit  of  sect,  leaving  the  record  of  a  long,  beautiful,  unsullied 
Christian  life. 

Rev.  James  M.  Mathews,  D.  D.,  of  New  York  city,  was  an  elected 
director  of  this  Society,  from  its  formation  in  1825,  nearly  forty-five 
years.  Born  March  18,  1785,  in  Salem,  Washington  county,  New 
York,  he  graduated  at  Union  College  in  1803  ;  the  next  year  public¬ 
ly  professed  Christ  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  Dr.  Alexander  Proud- 
fit  ;  studied  theology  in  the  Associate  Reformed  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary  in  New  York  under  the  care  of  Rev.  Dr.  John  M.  Mason,  and  in 
1807  was  elected  Assistant  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History  and 
Biblical  Literature  in  that  seminary.  In  1812  he  became  pastor  of 
the  South  Dutch  Reformed  Church  in  New  York  city,  which  relation 
he  sustained  till  1840.  In  1817  he  resigned  the  professorship  in  the 
seminary  and  about  1820  undertook  the  establishment  of  the  New 
York  University  of  which  he  was  elected  chancellor,  which  office  he 
held  till  1839  fulfilling  the  double  duties  of  chancellor  and  pastor  of 
the  church,  until  failing-  health  compelled  him  in  1840  also  to  resign 
the  pastorate.  He  then  devoted  his  powers  to  writing,  delivering- 
lectures,  and  publishing  valuable  works  on  the  relations  of  the  Bible 
to  science  and  learning,  to  civil  government,  and  to  geology.  In 
his  80th  year  he  issued  an  able  volume  of  “  Recollections  of  Men  and 
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Events,”  and  after  more  than  sixty  years  of  laborious  public  life,  and 
a  brief  illness,  he  died  in  New  York,  January  28,  1810,  aged  nearly 
85. 

Rev.  Baron  Stow,  D.  D.,  a  devoted  pastor  of  the  Baptist  church, 
Boston,  has  been  for  28  years  an  elected  director,  friend  and  support¬ 
er  of  this  Society.  Born  in  Croydon,  N.  H.,  June  16,  1801,  his 
parents  soon  removed  to  Newport,  a  neighboring  town.  Having  an 
earnest  desire  to  be  a  minister,  he  entered  on  a  course  of  study  and 
graduated  at  Columbia  College,  Washington  City,  in  1825,  with  the 
highest  honors  of  his  class.  He  was  two  years  editor  of  the  “Colum¬ 
bian  Star,’’  in  1821  was  installed  pastor  in  Portsmouth,  N.  Id.,  and  in 
1832  was  settled  in  Boston  as  pastor  of  the  Baldwin  Place  Church, 
continuing  his  labors  in  Boston  till  his  death,  December  21,  1869. 
Rev.  Dr.  R.  H.  Neale  justly  says:  “He  was  one  of  the  best  and 
purest  of  men,  a  bright  ornament  of  the  Christian  ministry,  and  an 
honor  to  his  denomination,  who  have  always  appreciated  his  worth. 
A  rich  inheritance  has  he  left  to  his  family  and  friends  and  the  cause 
of  Christ,  in  that  good  name  which  is  more  precious  than  rubies. 
He  was  known  for  his  uniform  sweetness  of  spirit,  an  unusual  refine¬ 
ment  of  manner,  and  a  high  degree  of  Christian  courtesy  in  his  inter¬ 
course  with  society.  When  he  first  came  to  Boston,  and  for  years 
afterward,  no  man  stood  higher  as  a  pulpit  orator.  The  spacious 
house  in  Baldwin  place  was  thronged  with  admiring  listeners  year 
in  and  year  out.  His  eye  sparkled  with  animation.  His  clear,  sono¬ 
rous  voice  fell  delightfully  upon  the  ear.  There  was  a  resistless 
power  in  his  eloquence.  And  what  is  better  still,  the  secret  of  his 
power  was  that  ‘  he  walked  with  God.’  He  lived  near  the  cross. 
He  went  from  his  knees  into  the  pulpit,  and  spoke  under  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  an  unction  from  the  Holy  One.” 

Rev.  Dr.  Pranceway  Ranna  Cossitt,  from  1832  an  elected  director 
of  this  Society,  was  born  in  Claremont,  N.  H.,  April  24,  1190,  and 
graduated  at  Middlebury  College  in  1813.  Having  been  for  some 
years  an  instructor  of  youth,  he  studied  theology,  and  having  enter¬ 
ed  the  ministry  and  labored  at  the  West,  was,  in  1822,  ordained  in 
the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  church.  He  established  a  school  at 
Elkton,  Ky.,  and  was  then  transferred  to  a  manual  labor  college 
near  Princeton,  Ky.,  which  had  at  one  time  125  students.  Having 
aided  in  editing  valuable  periodicals,  he  established,  in  1840,  the 
“  Banner  of  Peace,”  and  in  1843  was  called  to  the  charge  of  Cumber¬ 
land  College,  at  Lebanon,  Tenn.,  where  he  labored  seventeen  years 
with  much  success,  attracting  many  young  men  around  him.  He 
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died  Feb.  3,  1863,  and  it  is  said  of  him,  “As  a  public  journalist,  he 
was  kind,  respectful,  and  dignified.  His  paper  was  truly  a  ‘Banner 
of  Peace.’  He  was  a  catholic  Christian,  and  his  life  an  illustration 
of  his  catholic  spirit.” 

Rev.  Jonas  King,  Th  D.,  who  long  cooperated  with  this  Society, 
as  an  able  scholar  and  devoted  laborer  in  the  dark  Papal,  Greek,  and 
Mohammedan  countries  on  the  Mediterranean,  died  at  Athens, 
Greece,  May  21,  1869,  aged  76.  His  “Farewell  Letter,”  written  in 
Arabic,  years  ago  to  the  Oriental  churches,  has  been  a  standard 
hand-book  on  the  subject  of  popery,  translated  and  printed  in  many 
languages,  and  is  published  by  this  Society,  as  is  also  his  “Prayers 
of  the  Saints,”  being  Prayers  of  the  Bible,  originally  issued  in  mod¬ 
ern  Greek  at  Athens.  He  was  born  in  Hawley,  on  the  borders  of 
Plainfield,  Mass.,  where  Rev.  Moses  Hallock  was  instructing  the 
afterwards  devoted  missionaries,  Richards  of  Ceylon,  and  Fisk  and 
Parsons  of  Western  Asia ;  and  there  was  fitted  for  college,  and 
graduated  at  Williams  1816,  and  at  Andover  1819  ;  was  then  elect¬ 
ed  Professor  at  Amherst,  and  while  studying  Arabic  with  De  Sacy  in 
Paris,  and  engaged  with  Mr.  S.  Y.  S.  Wilder  in  establishing  mission¬ 
ary  institutions  in  France,  Mr.  Parsons  died,  and  Dr.  King  was  induc¬ 
ed  to  join  Mr.  Fisk  in  missions  on  the  Mediterranean.  At  one  time  he 
labored  with  the  missionary  Wolff  in  Bible  and  tract  distributions  in 
Egypt.  He  spent  three  years  in  Palestine,  where  he  made  a  fine 
collection  of  Arabic  books  and  manuscripts,  which  were  destroyed  by 
Greek  pirates  on  the  Mediterranean.  At  length  he  settled  down  at 
Athens,  where  he  continued  thirty-five  years,  till  his  death,  and 
where  “his  bonds  and  imprisonments  with  felons,  only  because  he 
preached  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  entitle  him  to  a  place  among 
those  who  have  been  counted  worthy  to  suffer  for  Christ.”  The 
Records  of  the  life  of  S.  Y.  S.  Wilder  and  the  beautiful  tract  “The 
Only  Son”  give  many  pleasing  facts  of  the  life  of  Dr.  King.  When 
Mr.  Wilder  had  returned  from  Paris  to  the  United  States,  he  visited 
the  aged  father  and  mother  of  Dr.  King,  carrying  them  liberal  pres¬ 
ents  from  their  only  son.  Before  the  visit  closed  he  asked  them,  “Do 
you  never  regret  the  sacrifice  you  have  made  in  giving  up  your  only 
son  to  be  a  missionary  ?”  The  aged  father  replied  :  “  ‘  God  so  loved 
the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  be- 
lieveth  on  Him  should  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life  and 
shall  I  withhold  my  only  son  from  obeying  the  command  of  our  as¬ 
cended  Saviour,  ‘  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  creature  ’  ?”

The  Spencers.  A  story  of  home  influence.

The  hymns  will  be 
a  happy  and  durable  companion  in  many  a  chamber  and  closet. 

The  Bible  Thoughts  of  Lord  Bacon,  show  the  great  philosopher’s 
profound  reverence  for  the  Inspired  Word,  and  draw  from  it  many  a 
esson,  unobserved  by  the  less  erudite  and  attentive  reader. 

Beginning  Life,  by  Professor  Tulloch  of  St.  Andrew’s  University, 
Scotland,  embodies  wise  and  sagacious  hints  to  young  men,  espe¬ 
cially  in  reference  to  Religion,  Study,  Business,  and  Recreation.

The  other  works  named  above 
are  pictures  of  the  varied  scenes,  mistakes,  duties  and  events  of 
human  history,  with  warnings  of  danger  on  the  right  hand  and  the 
left,  while  in  all  of  them  the  beauty,  excellence  and  happiness  of  a 
right  performance  of  duties  to  God  and  man,  and  salvation  only  by 
trusting  and  serving  the  blessed  Redeemer,  are  impressed  on  the 
reader’s  mind  and  heart. 

The  Stories  for  the  Little  Ones  and  The  Old  Kitchen  Fire,  by 
Mrs.  C.  E.  R.  Parker,  have  special  fascinations,  the  former  for  chil¬ 
dren  ;  and  Rose  and  her  Pets  is  in  large  black  letter  type,  to  strike 
the  eye  of  young  children  learning  to  read. 

The  twenty-seven  small  books  with  tinted  covers,  are  perhaps 
the  best  selection  that  has  been  made  of  glowing,  pungent  revival 
discourses  by  the  spiritual,  able  pastors  who  have  preached  under 
the  reviving  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

And  like  to  these  in  power  and  interest,  are  the  twelve  select 
discourses  and  treatises  for  Young  Men.

and  79  Tracts  and  Cards  issued  within  the  year,  for  the  foreign 
population  among  us  and  in  Mexico  and  South  America,  in  the  four 
languages,  German,  Sivedish,  Spanish,  and  Portuguese. 

Of  the  Illustrated  Family  Christian  Almanac,  prepared  by  Mrs 
H.  C.  Knight  and  Rev.  Mr.  Band,  embodying  choice  family  reading, 
religious,  scientific,  and  domestic,  and  items  of  information  of  varied 
and  general  interest,  90,000  were  printed  for  1870.

Whole  number  of 
copies  printed  during  the  year  :  American  Messenger,  2,043,000  cop¬ 
ies  ;  Child’s  Paper,  4,179,000  copies  ;  Botschafter,  444,700  copies, 
total  for  the  year,  6,666,700  copies  ;  total  number  of  copies  of  the 
three  papers  printed,  from  the  beginning,  125,620,700  copies. 

The  expense  of  issuing  the  three  papers  for  the  year,  for  paper, 
for  printing  and  folding  as  estimated  by  the  printer  and  binder, 
salaries  and  expenses  in  the  office,  paid  to  assistant  editors  of  the 
Child’s  Paper  and  Botschafter,  and  to  writers,  (the  editorial  labors  in 
the  Society’s  house  not  being  accounted,)  is  $66,432  75.  Total  re¬ 
ceipts  for  the  year,  $63,398  68.  The  gratuitous  distribution  of  the 
three  papers  to  the  army,  navy,  freedmen,  and  to  meet  other 
claims,  amounts  to  $4,561  06. 

The  wide  circulation  of  these  papers,  while  manj  other  similar 
papers  have  sprung  up  in  various  parts  of  the  country,  is  cheering 
as  is  the  abundant  evidence  of  the  Divine  blessing  which  has  attend¬ 
ed  them,  especially  the  Messenger.  What  better  means  can  any 
child  of  God  adopt  to  gain  access  to  those  neglecting  the  means  of  grace, 
than  inducing  them  to  subscribe  for  this  monthly  sheet,  or  other¬ 
wise  providing  that  it  shall  be  statedly  supplied  to  them.

By  grants  of  its  publications  the  Society  cooperates  with  and 
aids  pastors,  chaplains,  home  and  foreign  missionaries,  Sabbath 
schools,  Young  Men’s  Christian  Associations,  and  other  organized  or 
individual  workers,  at  home  and  abroad.  The  report  shows  that 
this  gratuitous  distribution  for  the  year,  has  averaged  nearly  $1,000 
per  week,  of  which  about  five  thousand  dollars’  worth  were  circulated 
through  foreign  missionaries  ;  nearly  eleven  thousand  dollars’  worth 
have  been  distributed  through  seamen’s  chaplains  among  shipping' 
from  foreign  ports,  in  the  ships  and  gunboats  of  the  navy,  among 
the  military  posts,  hospitals,  and  asylums  of  the  army,  and  the  freed- 
men’s  schools  in  several  of  the  states  ;  nearly  five  thousand  dol¬ 
lars’  worth  have  been  supplied  to  literary  and  humane  institutions, 
and  to  mission  Sabbath-schools  ;  while  over  twenty-eight  thousand 
dollars’  worth  have  been  circulated  by  home  missionaries,  ministers, 
colporteurs,  private  Christians,  and  auxiliaries  in  nearly  every  state 
and  territory  of  the  nation.  May  this  extensive  seed-sowing  be 
abundantly  watered  [by  the  dews  of  divine  grace,  that  the  precious 
fruitage  may  glorify  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  and  widely  bless  the 
church  and  the  world  !

The  first  thoroughly  organized  system  of  union  missionary 
colportage  was  originated  by  the  American  Tract  Society  in  1841. 

From  small  beginnings  it  spread  over  all  the  states  of  the  Union, 
and  was  accompanied  with  blessed  results.  As  a  distinct  form  of 
evangelizing  work,  colportage  has  not  been  confined  to  the  United 
States.  About  thirteen  years  after  its  organization  here,  Rev.  R.  S. 
(look,  then  Secretary  of  the  American  Tract  Society,  visited  Scot¬ 
land,  and  conferred  fully  with  the  officers  of  the  Religious  Book  and 
Tract  Society  in  that  land,  who  were  just  at  that  time,  as  God  order¬ 
ed  it,  anxiously  inquiring  how  they  might  reach  with  saving  truth 
the  many  beyond  the  direct  influence  of  the  churches.  Union  col¬ 
portage  was  immediately  commenced  by  that  Society,  and  under  the 
able  and  indefatigable  supervision  of  Rev.  William  Boyd,  their 
General  Secretary,  it  has  been  prosecuted  with  ever-increasing  suc¬ 
cess.  At  the  last  reports,  every  county  in  Scotland  was  supplied 
with  at  least  one  man  threading  the  highways  and  byways,  seeking 
the  lost  and  wandering.  At  the  beginning  of  this  year,  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  sixty  colporteurs  were  in  commission  in  Scotland. 

The  example  of  Scotland  soon  reached  Ireland  ;  and  after  confer¬ 
ence,  the  system  was  introduced  there,  and  has  gradually  extended 
until  every  county  except  four  has  been  reached.  Fifty  colporteurs 
are  now  efficiently  diffusing  saving  truth  among’  the  mansions  and 
the  cabins  of  Ireland. 

Christians  in  England  were  less  prompt  in  adopting  colportage 
as  an  evangelizing  power  ;  but  by  degrees  it  has  grown  upon  them, 
until  now  there  are  sustained  by  various  associations  above  forty 
men  in  this  good  work  ;  fifteen  of  them  by  the  Society  in  Scotland. 
An  influential  society  in  London,  if  formed  for  this  purpose  on  a 
catholic  basis,  might  soon  fill  England  with  godly  laborers  going 
from  house  to  house. 

This  form  of  Christian  effort  seems  now  established  in  every 
important  centre  of  Protestant  Christianity,  as  an  essential  aid  in 
the  evangelization  of  the  world.  Its  prominent  features — the  press 
combined  with  personal  effort  for  the  salvation  of  individuals — are 
employed  by  every  mission  on  heathen  shores,  and  must  be  em¬ 
ployed  everywhere,  still  more  faithfully  before  the  multitudes  at 
home  and  abroad,  now  unconverted,  shall  be  brought  to  Christ.

COLPORTAGE. 


There  are,  we  think,  at  least  ten  millions  of  adult  men  and  women 
in  the  land  to-day,  out  of  Christ  and  as  regardless  of  his  claims 
practically  as  the  heathen.  They  are  most  numerous  proportionate¬ 
ly  in  the  newer  portions  of  the  country  South  and  "West,  especially 
among  the  western  mountains  and  on  the  Pacific  slope  ;  but  they 
are  found  everywhere  in  startling  numbers  even  within  the  sound  of 
church  bells,  yet  chiefly,  doubtless,  beyond  the  immediate  reach  of  the 
minister’s  voice,  aud  the  direct  influence  of  church  organizations.  If 
you  go  in  search  of  them  with  the  Bible  in  your  hand  and  the  love 
of  souls  burning  in  your  heart,  you  find  them  in  every  third  or  fourth 
house  of  city  and  country  ;  but  practically  from  their  carelessness, 
or  prejudice,  or  outbreaking  wickedness,  quite  beyond  the  reach  of 
the  ordinary  means  of  grace.  They  are  not  seeking  a  knowledge  of 
the  Bible,  they  wish  no  acquaintance  with  the  church.  Many  of 
them  are  hardened  in  sin,  many  unbelievers  in  revelation,  some 
bitter  opposers  of  all  that  is  good. 

And  yet  these  ten  millions  are  to  be  sought  out,  and  if  possible 
won  from  their  unbelief  and  opposition  to  Christ,  and  brought  into 
communion  with  his  people. 

A  vast  and  difficult  work  is  this :  many  of  them  in  addition  to 
the  inherent -opposition  of  the  natural  heart  to  holiness,  have  learned 
the  objections  to  Christianity  so  prevalent  in  this  day,  and  are  ever 
ready  to  adduce  the  faults  of  professors  and  the  divisions  of  the 
church  into  many  sects,  as  adequate  reasons  why  they  should  reject, 
or  at  least  neglect  the  great  salvation.  Many  of  the  unsaved  in 
thirst  for  wild  adventure,  or  in  the  more  absorbing  thirst  for  gold, 
have  sought  homes  in  the  boundless  plains  and  mountain  ranges 
near  the  Pacific,  where,  except  in  a  few  centres,  the  established 
churches  cannot -reach  them  for  many  years  to  come. 

What  means  will  speedily  and  effectually  bring  the  gospel  to 
bear  upon  these  ten  million  hearts,  is  perhaps  the  most  vital  ques¬ 
tion  Christians  can  ask  in  this  day.  No  pressure  of  other  duties  can 
relieve  Christ’s  blood-bought  children  in  this  land  from  laboring  to 
save  them.  This  is  our  first,  highest,  and  until  fully  attempted,  chief 
work. 

What  agencies  shall  we  employ  hopefully  in  this  great  and 
urgent  business. 

We  answer,  it  must  be  Christ-like  in  Spirit.  It  will  not  do  to  go 
to  these  careless,  or  callous,  or  openly  irreligious  ones,  with  half¬ 
hearted  zeal  or  a  narrow  sectarian  purpose,  and  attempt  to  win  them 
to  one’s  own  particular  party  in  religion.  Many  of  them  have  cut 
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themselves  off  from  all  intercourse  with  Christian  people,  because 
of  the  divisions  observed  among  good  men ;  and  they  are  keen-eyed 
to  detect  any  selfish  or  unworthy  motive  in  the  one  who  would  lead 
them  in  a  new  way.  Love  for  souls  for  the  soul’s  sake,  and  love  to 
the  Redeemer  of  souls,  must  be  the  impelling  motive  with  those  who 
would  evangelize  these  outside  and  hardened  sinners. 

Again,  the  agency  to  reach  and  save  the  unevangelized  in  our 
land  must  be  persistently  aggressive.  These  men  are  standing  outside 
of  the  ordinary  channels  of  religious  influence.  They  keep  away 
from  good  men  and  good  surroundings  as  much  as  possible.  Vast 
numbers  of  them  live  beyond  the  reach  of  sanctuary  privileges,  and 
if  reached  at  all  successfully,  it  must  be  by  an  aggressive  effort 
which  will  carry  the  missionary  into  many  a  dark  alley,  over  many 
a  rough  mountain,  through  many  a  gloomy  forest.  And  this  aggres¬ 
sion  must  be  persistent ;  for  not^one  visit  nor  two  will  avail  in  many 
cases  to  arrest  the  hardened  wanderer  and  turn  him  from  his  down¬ 
ward  course. 

And  the  agency  must  be  both  startling  and  permanent.  Startling, 
because  so  many  of  these  ten  millions  are  gospel  hardened,  so  many 
backsliders,  so  many  avowed  unbelievers.  They  must  be  awaked 
and  called  as  by  the  sound  of  a  trumpet,  or  they  will  sleep  on  till 
death  ends  their  probation.  And  permanence  of  effort  in  the  agency 
employed  is  no  less  vital,  because  large  numbers  reached  thus  will 
have  no  other  impulse  Godward  for  months,  perhaps  years  to  come, 
except  what  is  thus  sent  to  them. 

With  such  an  instrumentality,  Christ-like  in  Spirit,  aggressive  in 
form,  and  awakening  in  character,  great  numbers  of  the  unevangeliz¬ 
ed  can  be  saved.  Union  Missionary  Colportage  is  such  an  agency.  It 
is  eminently  broad-hearted  in  the  spirit  with  which  it  goes  to  the 
wanderers  from  Jesus.  It  has  no  selfish  ends  to  compass,  but  seeks 
to  win  souls  to  Christ  in  Christ’s  name  and  only  for  his  sake.  Under 
this  one  great  impulse,  it  is  ever  pressing  out  into  the  waste  places 
and  calling  upon  men  to  be  reconciled  to  God. 

And  this  colportage  is  persistent  in  its  aggressiveness,  because 
it  knows  that  not  else  will  the  unevangelized  be  brought  to  the 
Saviour.  If  it  fail  to  reach  and  save  them,  with  its  commission  to 
go  into  every  nook  and  corner  of  the  land,  into  every  hut  in  the 
forest,  every  tent  among  the  miners,  every  coalshaft  on  the  moun¬ 
tain-side,  every  cabin  on  the  wide  prairie — who  else  will  seek  them 
out  and  carry  to  them  the  words  of  salvation?  With  its  unsectarian 
character  it  is  able  to  gain  access  to  many  else  unapproachable : 
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and  as  it  is  not  only  “Christianity  on  wheels,”  but  Christianity  on 
horseback,  and  Christianity  on  foot,  it  can  go  anywhere  where  men 
with  souls  have  gone,  and  can  stay  and  press  upon  them  the  com- 
mands  of  God. 

And  herein  lies  its  awakening  power.  The  living  voice  is  the 
most  effective  instrument  for  arresting  attention,  calling  out 
thought,  and  waking  emotion ;  and  when  employed  by  deeply  devo¬ 
ted  colporteurs  to  plead  for  Christ  in  the  ears  of  the  impenitent,  one 
by  one  wherever  found,  not  simply  as  a  Sabbath-day  service,  but  as 
a  daily,  hourly  duty,  it  will  have,  does  have  amazing  influence  in 
startling  the  careless  from  their  indifference,  and  directing  their 
attention  upon  eternal  things. 

Nor  is  this  impression  ephemeral,  for  the  missionary  colporteur 
goes  into  every  house  accompanied  by  godly  preachers  in  the  form 
of  good  books,  some  of  whom  will  remain  to  enforce  his  living  words 
from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath  for  years  to  come  :  thus  rendering  abiding 
and  effective  upon  the  life,  what  else  might  have  passed  away  in  an 
hour.  Here  is  found  the  permanent  element  in  colportage,  which  has 
during  the  last  twenty-seven  years  placed  in  the  households  of  our 
land,  about  eleven  millions  of  evangelical  volumes,  most  of  which  are 
to  this  day  testifying  of  the  great  salvation. 

Such  is  Union  Missionary  Colportage.  in  spirit,  form,  and  character. 
That  it  has  had  an  effect  in  arousing,  stimulating,  and  directing  the 
personal  activity  of  the  lay  members  of  the  church  which  cannot  be 
overestimated  is  unquestioned.  As  we  cannot  always  trace  the 
whole  line  of  cause  and  effect,  we  cannot  say  that  the  new  develop 
ment  of  lay  agency  which  has  been  so  marked  during  the  last 
quarter  of  a  century,  is  entirely  due  to  this  system.  This  however 
is  certain,  that  when  colportage  was  introduced,  this  vast  power  of 
the  church  was,  to  a  great  extent,  dormant.  The  work  of  communi 
eating  the  riches  of  the  gospel  of  grace  was  intrusted  and  left  to  the 
ordained  ministry,  learned,  useful,  and  active,  the  great  body  of 
believers  receiving  truth  gladly  at  their  hands  but  not  realizing  the 
responsibility  of  communicating  it  to  others. 

When  colportage  was  introduced,  there  were  those  who  looked 
upon  it  with  fear  and  suspicion,  proposing,  as  it  did,  to  put  unor¬ 
dained  laymen  into  the  work  of  laboring  for  souls.  At  the  Delib¬ 
erative  Meeting,  held  in  the  Broadway  Tabernacle  in  1842,  when 
the  question  of  adopting  the  system  of  colportage  was  under  discus¬ 
sion,  a  preacher  who  was  present,  took  the  negative,  on  the  ground 
that  it  would  be  introducing  a  new,  untried,  and  irresponsible  class 
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of  laborers,  who,  with  a  zeal  not  according-  to  knowledge,  might  work 
great  mischief  among  the  people,  and  injure  the  cause  of  Christ.  An 
honored  pastor  of  the  city  was  passing  out  of  the  house  when  the 
suggestion  was  made.  Waiting  till  the  close  of  the  speech,  he  re¬ 
turned  to  the  pulpit,  opened  the  Bible,  read  the  reply  of  Moses  to 
the  demand  of  the  impetuous  and  envious  Joshua,  that  he  should 
forbid  the  unlicensed  Bldad  and  Medad  from  prophesying-  in  the 
camp,  “  Would  God  that  all  the  Lord’s  people  were  prophets,  and  that  the 
Lord  would  put  his  Spirit  upon  them  and  without  a  word  of  com¬ 
ment  closed  the  book.  That  apt  reply  silenced  opposing  arguments, 
and  gave  the  sanction  of  holy  Scripture  to  this  effort  to  bring  all  the 
followers  of  Christ  into  active  efforts  in  his  service. 

The  colporteurs  began  their  work.  Taken  from  among  the  most 
active,  intelligent,  discreet,  and  pious  men  in  our  churches — men 
filled  with  sympathies  for  the  great  mass  of  the  people,  able  to  reach 
their  hearts  and  affect  their  lives,  and  inspired  with  a  burning  love 
for  Christ  leading  them  to  labor  for  souls  he  died  to  save,  they  have 
traversed  the  wastes  of  the  land,  explored  its  destitutions,  and  from 
the  highways  and  hedges  have  brought  multitudes  to  the  gospel  feast. 
Their  practical,  personal  labors,  followed  by  the  Divine  blessing-, 
have  commended  themselves  to  Christian  hearts.  The  lay  members 
of  our  churches  recognized  the  opportunity  thus  presented  to  them, 
Christian  activity  was  aroused  by  their  precept  and  example.  Schemes 
for  personal  effort  within  the  bounds  of  our  churches  were  organized. 
The  power  of  the  people  in  supplementing  the  labors  of  the  pastor 
began  to  be  developed  ;  till  now,  through  the  impulse  given'  by 
Christian  conventions,  the  organized  efforts  of  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Associations,  and  other  forms  of  Christian  activity,  the  lay  element 
of  our  churches  is  developing  its  power  and  vast  efficiency  as  never 
before.  While  recognizing  this  youthful  and  blessed  instrumentality, 
the  direct  influence  of  colportage  in  calling  it  into  being,  should  not 
be  overlooked. 

Another  of  the  beneficent  results  largely  due  to  the  system  of 
colportage,  is  the  great  increase  of  religious  literature  in  our  country. 
The  religious  press  in  the  United  States,  now  so  great  and  growing 
a  power  for  good,  has  been  mainly  a  growth  of  the  last  fifty  or  sixty 
years.  In  1810  the  cost  of  paper  manufactured  for  book  printing  in 
the  United  States  was  two  hundred  and  forty-five  thousand  dollars. 
Last  year  the  cost  for  manufacturing  the  publications  of  this  Society 
alone,  exceeded  that  amount. 

In  1826,  the  new  religious  books  issued  by  the  trade  in  this 
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country,  as  noticed  in  the  New  York  Observer,  numbered  17.  In 
1835  they  had  increased  to  24,  and  in  1841,  the  year  that  colportage 
was  introduced,  they  amounted  to  125.  Since  then  their  increase  has 
been  rapid. 

The  systematic  visitations  of  the  colporteurs  of  this  Society  in 
every  state  and  territory  of  the  Union,  carrying  to  the  people  its 
valuable  publications,  exciting  their  interest  in  them,  and  circulating 
among  them  nearly  twelve  millions  of  volumes,  has  had  an  influence 
that  can  hardly  be  estimated.  Inquiry  has  been  aroused,  intelligence 
has  been  diffused,  an  army  of  readers  has  been  created — -the  market 
for  the  books  not  only  of  this  and  other  publishing  Societies,  but  of 
the  trade  at  large,  has  been  widely  extended,  and  to-day  the  demand 
for  the  issues  of  our  teeming  presses  is  coming  from  many  a  home, 
in  which  the  first  "desire  for  books  was  kindled  by  the  visit  of  the 
humble  colporteur  to  their  dwelling.  Not  only  do  our  religious  pub- 
•  lishing  societies  seek  to  meet  this  demand,  but  private  publishers  now 
issue  largely  most  valuable  and  attractive  books,  which,  g'oing’  to  the 
homes  of  the  people,  are  developing’  their  Christian  manhood,  fitting 
them  for  the  duties  of  life  and  the  joys  of  immortality. 

During  the  past  year  the  Society  has  extended  this  evangelizing 
agency  South  and  West  as  rapidly  as  means  permitted,  and  has 
now  an  Agency  and  Depository  in  San  Francisco,  and  a  corps  of 
missionary  colporteurs  on  the  Pacific  coast,  of  which  a  full  account 
is  given  elsewhere  in  this  report.  Such  blessing  has  crowned  the 
labors  of  colportage  in  former  years  and  in  this  last  year,  that  a  vast 
expansion  of  the  system  is  greatly  desired  and  greatly  needed,  if  the 
ten  millions  unevangelized  in  our  land  are  to  be  reached  savingly 
with  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

THREE  WEEKS  WITH  SOUTHERN  COLPORTEURS. 

It  is  one  thing  fo  get  an  impression  of  a  great  system  of  home 
evangelization  like  Missionary  Colportage,  from  the  considerations  of 
its  need  and  importance  derived  from  impressive  statistics,  cogent 
argument,  and  thrilling  appeal,  or  even  from  the  vivid  descriptions 
and  telling  facts  reported  by  those  engaged  in  the  work,  and  quite 
another  to  comprehend  its  value  from  personal  experience,  or  by 
listening  to  the  story  of  those  familiar  with  it  in  the  freedom  of  un¬ 
restrained  intercourse. 

Three  weeks  of  intimate  and  close  contact  with  a  large  number 
of  the  Society’s  colporteurs  in  some  of  the  most  destitute  fields  of  the 
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country,  during  the  past  year,  gave  new  views  of  the  usefulness  of 
their  work,  and  stronger  impressions  of  its  indispensable  importance 
as  a  pioneer  to  the  established  institutions  of  education  and  religion. 

The  desirability  of  gathering  the  colporteurs  laboring  at  the  South 
into  conferences  for  encouragement  and  instruction  having  been  felt 
for  some  time,  a  scries  of  meetings  was  arranged  to  be  held  during 
the  month  of  June  at  several  accessible  points.  The  District  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Superintendent  of  the  Richmond  Agency,  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Philadelphia  Agency,  and  the  District  Secretary  from  Cleve¬ 
land,  0.,  with  two  of  the  officers  from  New  York,  met  the  colporteurs 
gathered  at  these  points,  heard  their  experiences,  gained  valuable 
information  of  the  character  of  their  fields,  and  gave  them  counsel 
in  regard  to  the  practical  conduct  of  their  work. 

At  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  they  met  the  colporteurs  laboring 
in  the  eastern  and  central  part  of  that  state  ;  at  Trinity  College  they 
conferred  with  a  band  of  intelligent,  ardent,  and  enthusiastic  students# 
about  to  devote  their  vacation  to  the  work  of  reaching  the  needy  of 
that  state  ;  at  Charlotte  they  met  with  the  hardy,  faithful,  self-sacri¬ 
ficing  men  who  toil  among  the  poor  and  destitute  mountaineers  of 
Western  North  Carolina  ;  at  Staunton  they  were  joined  by  those 
laboring  in  the  desolations  of  Eastern  Virginia,  and  in  the  fertile  and 
smiling  valley  of  the  Shenandoah ;  and  at  Pennsboro’  they  had  pro¬ 
tracted  interviews  with  those  who  are  successfully  planting  the  in¬ 
stitutions  of  the  gospel  among  the  almost  inaccessible  mountains 
and  coves  of  the  rugged  and  deplorably  destitute  state  of  West 
Virginia. 

At  each  and  all  of  these  conferences,  which  were  held  not  for 
public  impressionf  but  for  private  instruction  and  improvement,  state¬ 
ments  were  freely  made  in  regard  to  the  personal  experience  of  those 
engaged  in  the  work,  the  providences  by  which  they  were  brought 
to  it,  the  character  of  their  fields,  and  the  methods  of  their  labors. 
While  the  fields  were  very  diverse  in  their  natural,  characteristics,  the 
importance  of  such  an  agency  as  colportage  was  universally  claimed 
and  clearly  recognized  not  only  by  those  who  had  so  earnestly  devoted 
life  and  labor  to  it,  but  by  the  intelligent  Christian  residents  who 
were  familiar  with  the  moral  wants  described,  and  with  the  methods 
and  results  of  this  unpretending  agency  for  their  removal. 

Personal  acquaintance  with  the  colporteurs  impressed  deeply  the 
conviction  that,  without  exception,  they  were  a  class  of  Christian 
workers  eminently  adapted  for  just  the  fields  in  which  they  were  en¬ 
gaged.  They  were  men  of  single-hearted  devotion  to  Christ  and  his 
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cause,  able  and  willing  to  endure  hardness,  brought  often  through 
sore  trial  to  realize  the  value  of  the  sustaining  faith  which  they  could 
earnestly  commend  to  others,  and  having  realized  from  their  own 
experience  the  preciousness  of  their  religious  books,  earnestly  intent 
upon  placing  them  in  the  families  who  but  for  them  would  never  en¬ 
joy  a  religious  visit.  Though  connected  with  various  branches  of 
the  church  of  Christ,  for  twelve  different  denominations  were  repre¬ 
sented  in  the  different  meetings,  the  absorbing  desire  that  evidently 
actuated  them  all  was  the  salvation  of  souls.  During  all  the  dis¬ 
cussions,  not  a  word  indicated  the  personal  religious  views  of  any 
brother.  Some  had  labored  for  denominational  institutions,  but  all 
felt  that  in  no  way  could  they  do  so.  much  for  the  cause  of  their  com¬ 
mon  Master,  as  by  laboring  for  a  Society  whose  only  object  and  aim 
was  to  extend  the  knowledge  of  the  common  salvation. 

A  fact  of  marked  and  peculiar  significance  appeared,  that  a  large 
proportion  of  the  colporteurs  had  received  their  earliest  religious  im¬ 
pressions  from  the  visits  and  personal  labors  of  other  colporteurs,  or 
from  the  religious  books  left  by  them  in  their  families.  At  one  of 
tho  conventions  every  one  ascribed  his  religious  experience  and  con¬ 
nection  with  the  work  to  these  influences  ;  giving  the  pleasing  and 
encouraging  fact,  that  this  blessed  agency  is  reproducing  itself,  and 
that  already  a  second  generation  of  these  faithful  and  efficient  laborers 
is  in  the  field.  May  many  such  harvests  in  coming  years,  in  all 
sections  of  the  land,  prove  the  vitality  and  energizing  power  of  this 
Heaven-blessed  agency  for  doing  good  ! 

The  self-sacrificing  spirit  of  the  colporteurs  was  most  apparent. 
Though  nearly  all  were  men  of  families,  fond  of  domestic  enjoyment, 
and  able  to  provide  for  their  comfortable  support,  yet  so  deeply  were 
they  impressed  with  the  importance  of  carrying  the  message  of  sal¬ 
vation  to  their  needy  neighbors,  that  they  cheerfully  forego  the 
attractions  of  home,  and  endure  the  exposures,  privations,  and  trials 
of  an  itinerating  life,  many  in  the  most  rugged  and  toilsome  moun¬ 
tain-ranges  of  the  country,  on  salaries  less  than  they  could  earn  in 
other  employments,  that  so  they  might  bring  dying  souls  to  the 
Saviour  of  their  love.  One  of  the  colporteurs  rode  135  miles  on 
horseback  over  the  mountains  of  Western  North  Carolina  to  attend 
the  meeting  at  Charlotte,  and  felt  abundantly  repaid  for  his  toilsome 
journey.  Nearly  all  in  West  Virginia  occupy  fields  without  roads, 
where  they  cannot  travel  with  wagons,  and  often  traverse  hills  so 
steep  that  they  have  to  lead  their  horses  and  carry  their  “saddle- 
pockets,”  which  otherwise  would  full  from  their  horses’  backs. 
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The  importance  of  the  work  in  all  the  sections  represented  was 
vividly  presented  in  the  simple  narratives  of  the  colporteurs  respect¬ 
ing  the  destitution  that  everywhere  prevails,  and  the  appalling  and 
widespread  poverty  of  the  people.  New  meaning  seemed  to  attach 
to  those  words  as  cases  of  actual  suffering  and  Avant,  and  general  de¬ 
privation  of  regular  gospel  privileges,  were  related.  In  the  sections 
that  had  been  ravaged  by  war,  and  where  there  have  been  repeated 
failures  of  the  crops,  the  desolation  and  general  dilapidation  are  evi¬ 
dent  even  to  the  passing  traveller.  But  the  facts  reported  by  those 
who  traverse  the  whole  country,  visiting  every  family,  white  and 
colored,  finding  amid  actual  suffering  an  anxious  longing  for  books 
in  which  the  children  can  learn  to  read,  and  a  craving  for  intellectual 
food  from  those  who  have  long  been  deprived,  and  have  now  no  means 
with  which  to  buy,  would  melt  the  stoutest  heart,  and  clearly  reveal 
a  field  where  the  benevolent  work  of  missionary  colportage  is  needed 
perhaps  more  than  in  any  section  of  the  country. 

In  West  Virginia  particularly,  the  facts  given  not  only  by  the  col¬ 
porteurs,  but  by  the  ministerial  brethren  present,  perfectly  familiar 
from  their  itinerating  duties  with  every  locality  of  the  state,  im¬ 
pressed  all  with  the  indispensable  need  of  this  agency  among  those 
mountain  desolations.  The  late  Presiding  Elder  of  the  United  Breth¬ 
ren,  who  was  an  interested  participant  in  all  the  session  at  Penns- 
boro’,  gave  the  most  particular  and  definite  information  in  reference 
to  the  prevailing  destitution,  from  his  actual  observation.  Taking 
county  by  county  upon  the  map,  he  showed  how  extensively  they 
were  deprived  of  regular  preaching,  many  counties  not  having  been 
supplied  even  with  circuit  preaching  since  the  war,  and  some  not 
having  a  single  church  edifice,  others  where  not  a  sermon  had  been 
preached  in  ten  years,  and  how  widespread  is  the  poverty  prevailing 
among  the  mountaineers,  many  of  whom  could  not  rent  their  farms 
for  the  amount  of  their  annual  taxes,  so  that  the  people  can  not 
purchase  books  if  they  would.  In  about  half  the  State  there  are 
scarcely  any  religious  books,  and  outside  of  the  two  largest  cities  no 
religious  bookstore.  Colportage,  in  his  opinion,  affords  the  only 
means  of  supplying  the  people  with  the  books  they  so  much  need. 
He  had  tracked  the  colporteurs  all  over  the  State  by  the  books  they 
had  circulated  ;  but  there  were  many  portions  where  they  had  never 
gone  and  where  the  books  were  greatly  needed,  though  no  sales 
could  be  made.  “If  you  had  ten  thousand  dollars’ worth  of  books 
here,”  said  he,  “  you  could  not  supply  the  destitution !”  . 

The  usefulness  of  the  work  on  all  the  fields  was  most  apparent. 
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Scarcely  a  colporteur  was  present  whose  work  the  Lord  had  not 
greatly  blessed.  All  reported  having  established  Sabbath-schools 
where  none  before  existed,  and  some  large  numbers,  and  thus  fur¬ 
nished  continued  opportunities  for  religious  instruction  to  multitudes 
of  the  youth.  Many  had  seen  precious  revivals  directly  following  their 
labors,  or  the  schools  they  had  established,  while  several  could  point 
to  flourishing  churches  formed  and  church  edifices  built,  the  direct 
fruit  of  seed  they  had  planted  and  watered  and  cherished.  The 
blessing  of  God  has  followed  their  work. 

The  impression  left  upon  the  minds  of  all  who  were  favored  in 
attending  these  several  conferences,  which  deepened  with  each  day’s 
recitals,  was  that  this  practical,  personal,  house-to-house  and  heart- 
to-heart  visitation  by  earnest  Christian  men,  carrying  with  them 
publications  vitalized  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  was  just  what  is  needed 
to  evangelize  the  desolations  of  the  land  ;  and  that  if  the  Christian 
philanthropy  and  the  enlarged  benevolence  of  the  North  were  famil¬ 
iarized  with  its  special  adaptation  for  the  work,  they  would  furnish 
abundant  means  for  extending  it  throughout  all  our  borders,  where 
destitution  and  spiritual  poverty  abound.

STATISTICS  FOR  THE  YEAR. 

The  following  tables  give  a  detailed  view  of  the  statistical 
results  of  the  labors  of  each  of  the  colporteurs  who  have  been  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  work  during  the  year  ending  March  1.  The  facts  thus 
exhibited  represent  an  important  part  of  their  daily  work,  and  give 
a  view  that  reflects  in  some  degree  the  moral  character  of  their 
fields,  as  well  as  a  portion  of  the  results  of  their  labors.  The  signifi¬ 
cance  and  value  of  these  tables  would  be  greatly  enhanced,  could  we 
as  easily  collect  and  embody  the  moral  results  of  their  visitation, 
results  which  though  beyond  the  range  of  statistics,  even  more  than 
those  classified  columns  demonstrate  the  character  of  their  work,  and 
the  far-reaching  influence  and  priceless  worth  of  personal  Christian 
effort  through  this  agency,  which  carries  the  gospel  truth  to  all  of 
every  class  and  condition  in  every  part  of  the  land.  But  while  these 
constituents  and  essential  elements  of  colportage  can  not  be  included 
in  our  record,  the  summary  of  the  work  for  the  year  will  repay  an 
analysis. 

During  the  year  two  hundred  and  eight.y-seven  colporteurs,  includ¬ 
ing’  fifty-six  students,  have  labored  in  thirty-four  of  the  United  States 
and  Territories,  and  Canada  West  and  Prince  Edward  Island.  The 
whole  time  in  which  they  were  engaged  was  equal  to  the  labor  of 
one  man  for  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifteen  years.  They  were  con¬ 
nected  with  eight  great  agencies  into  which  the  country  is  divided, 
and  their  labors  were  directed  by  the  superintendents  at  Boston, 
Rochester,  Philadelphia,  Richmond,  Cincinnati,  Chicago^  St.  Louis, 
and  San  Francisco,  this  last  centre  of  the  new  Pacific  Agency,  hav¬ 
ing  been  established  within  the  year.  By  this  system  ol  supei  vision, 
a  close  and  careful  control  is  exercised  over  the  colporteurs,  by  men 
of  experience  familiar  with  the  character  and  necessities  ot  then 
respective  agencies,  who  are  thus  able  wisely  and  efficiently  to 
select  and  direct  those  fitted  for  this  peculiar  work. 

In  prosecuting  their  work,  they  have  visited  on  their  errand  of 
love  nearly  two  hundred  and  fifty-seven  thousand  families,  in  neaily 
equal  proportion  between  the  Northern  and  Middle  states,  the  South¬ 
ern  states,  and  the  Western  states.  In  seventy-five  per  cent,  of 
these  families,  containing  nearly  a  million  of  souls,  they  made  a  dis¬ 
tinctively  religious  visit,  addressing  personal  religious  conversation 
to  the  inmates,  and,  where  circumstances  permitted,  uniting  with 
them  in  prayer.  These  household  visitations  of  earnest,  faithful 
men,  intent  upon  the  spiritual  welfare  of  all  the  accessible  families 
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upon  their  fields,  have  often  carried  the  savor  of  sweet  and  heavenly 
influences  into  circles  where  they  had  rarely  been  felt,  and  even  to 
those  who  before  these  visits  could  with  truth  raise  the  despairing 
exclamation,  “No  man  cares  for  my  soul !” 

In  traversing  their  fields,  they  have  sought  as  far  as  possible  to 
ascertain  the  actual  religious  condition  of  the  families,  their  facilities 
for  attending  religious  worship,  and  their  disposition  for  improving 
them,  together  with  their  interest  in  religious  literature,  and  the 
supply  of  books  provided  for  their  instruction  and  use.  It  is  often 
difficult  to  get  at  the  facts  without  the  appearance  of  an  intrusive 
curiosity,  or  interference  in  matters  beyond  their  province.  Still 
though  the  facts  represented  by  them  are  far  below  the  existing 
reality,  their  explorations  develop  an  amount  of  religious  destitution 
prevailing  in  all  sections  of  the  country,  that  warrant  the  continued 
prosecution  of  this  agency,  which  carries  the  living  truth  to  the 
homes  of  those  who  have  it  not,  and  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  seek 
it  for  themselves.  They  found  that  over  thirty-eight  thousand  Prot¬ 
estant  families,  or  more  than  one  in  seven  of  all  the  families  visited, 
were,  either  from  poverty,  indifference,  wickedness,  or  positive  in¬ 
ability,  habitual  neglectors  of  the  public  worship  of  God.  While 
this  is  true  of  families,  it  indicates  a  painful  and  fearful  disregard 
on  the  part  of  a  far  greater  number  of  individuals,  of  the  preaching- 
of  the  cross,  divinely  appointed*  “  to  save  them  that  believe.” 

While  carrying  with  them  the  large  and  varied  assortment  of 
the  attractive,  interesting,  and  valuable  publications  of  the  Society 
to  the  homes  of  the  people,  they  found  over  twenty-three  thousand 
families  who  were  entirely  unsupplied  with  religious  books.  Those 
whose  libraries  are  well  filled  can  hardly  appreciate  the  effect  of  the 
visit  of  the  colporteur  bringing  to  such  homes  the  printed  treasures 
which  parents  and  children  eagerly  welcome  ;  or  of  the  gratitude 
expressed  when  through  the  benevolence  of  the  Christian  patrons  of 
the  Society,  the  coveted  books  are  cheerfully  given  to  those  whose 
poverty  prevents  them  from  purchasing. 

Though  the  circulation  of  the  Bible  is  but  an  incidental  part  of 
the  colporteur’s  work,  they  found  that  nearly  fourteen  thousand  fam¬ 
ilies  were  entirely  destitute  of  the  word  of  God,  without  including 
over  ten  thousand  families  of  Roman-catholics  whom  they  visited, 
who  so  rarely  are  supplied  with  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

These  faithful  Christian  men  not  only  visit  from  house  to  house, 
but  seek  in  all  ways  to  promote  the  religious  interest  and  welfare 
of  the  communities  where  they  labor.  All  forms  of  Christian  effort 
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receive  their  sympathy  and  aid,  and  wherever  they  can  strengthen 
the  hands  or  cooperate  in  the  labors  of  pastors,  Sunday-school 
teachers,  and  active  Christian  men  they  are  ready  with  their  help. 
In  this  way  they  have  conducted  or  assisted  in  over  ten  thousand 
religious  meetings  during  the  year. 

The  main  object  of  their  labors,  however,  has  been  to  circulate 
the  publications  of  the  Society  among  the  people,  many  of  whom 
would  never  obtain  them  were  they  not  carried  to  their  homes,  and 
offered  to  them  by  this  personal  agency.  In  this  way  the  most  val¬ 
uable  truth  is  placed  where  it  is  needed  and  where  it  cannot  fail 
of  being  productive  of  continued  and  lasting  good.  Although  the 
financial  pressure  in  many  of  their  fields  was  very  severe,  they  left  in 
the  families  they  visited  over  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven  thousand 
volumes  by  sale,  according  to  the  usual  estimates,  while  over  seven¬ 
ty-eight  thousand  volumes  were  given  to  the  poor  and  destitute 
unable  to  buy,  but  ready  and  eager  to  read  the  truth.  Eternity  alone 
can  disclose  the  result  of  this  large  circulation  of  a  literature  vital¬ 
ized  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  and  which  has  been  largely  blessed  to  the 
salvation  of  many  precious  souls. 

This  system  of  Union  missionary  colportage  was  introduced  into 
this  country  by  the  American  Tract  Society,  and  has  been  success¬ 
fully  prosecuted  by  it  for  twenty-nine  years.  In  the  religious  culti¬ 
vation  of  the  newer  and  more  destitute  states,  its  necessity  has  been 
fully  tested,  while  it  has  rendered  essential  aid  to  all  the  established 
organizations  of  the  Church  in  every  part  of  the  land. 

Four  of  the  colporteurs  have  been  called  to  enter  upon  the  heav¬ 
enly  reward  of  their  labors  during  the  year  :  TIenry  Snyder,  who  for 
eleven  years  has  faithfully  cultivated  an  important  field  in  the  moun¬ 
tainous  region  of  Pennsylvania  ;  Thomas  ITolt,  who  had  recently  com¬ 
menced  his  work,  and  Rev.  W.  W.  Lazzell,  who  for  over  three  years 
had  with  uncommon  ardor  and  enthusiasm,  been  exploring  the  desti¬ 
tutions  of  Western  Virginia,  and  who  suddenly  dropped  at  his  post  on 
returning  to  his  field,  after  having  met  his  superintendent  and  asso¬ 
ciates  at  a  colporteur  convention,  which  he  enjoyed  with  peculiar 
relish  ;  and  D.  W.  Thompson,  who  had  just  resumed  his  labors  in 
North  Carolina,  where  he  had  been  engaged  as  a  colporteur  for 
seven  years  before  the  war.  Their  toils  and  trials  have  ended,  but 
they  have  prepared  for  them  a  “far  more  exceeding  and  eternal 
weight  of  glory.” 
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The  281  colporteurs,  including  56  students  from  28  colleges  and 
theological  seminaries  were  distributed  as  follows  :

RECEIPTS. 

There  has  been  received  into  the  treasury  of  this  Branch  during 
the  year,  by  donations  and  legacies,  $7,487  47  ;  by  sales  of  publica¬ 
tions,  including  periodicals,  $29,874  42  ;  total,  $37,361  89. 

The  business  in  sales  has  been  well  sustained. 

The  amount  received  into  the  treasury  of  the  Parent  Society  from 
the  New  England  States,  during  the  year  ending  April  1,  1870,  from 
donations  and  legacies,  has  been  as  follows :  Maine,  $427  43  ;  New 
Hampshire,  $1,185  87  ;  Vermont,  $906  06  ;  Massachusetts,  $5,571  86  ;

The  aggregate  amount  received  from  New  England  for  the  last 
eleven  years,  or  since  the  establishment  of  this  Branch,  has  been, 
from  sales  of  publications,  $302,219  20  ;  from  donations  and  legacies, 
$231,781  19:  total,  $534,000  39.

The  American  Messenger  and  Child’s  Paper  have  had  a  paid  cir¬ 
culation  of  45,000  copies  monthly:  viz.,  Messenger  in  English  and 
German,  21,000;  Child’s  Paper,  24,000:  total,  540,000  copies. 

These  papers  retain  their  deserved  popularity  as  distinctively 
religious  periodicals. 

A  gentleman  in  Boston  has  recently  given  one  hundred  dollars,  as 
a  fund  to  secure  the  permanent  circulation  of  the  Messenger  in 
prisons. 
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UNION  MISSIONARY  COLPORTAGE. 

Twelve  colporteurs  have  labored  in  connection  with  the  New 
England  Branch  ;  three  in  Alaine,  four  in  New  Hampshire,  two  in 
Vermont,  two  in  Massachusetts,  one  in  Prince  Edward  Island. 

Nineteen  thousand  seven  hundred  family  visits  have  been  made. 
In  most  of  these  families,  prayer  has  been  offered  or  religious  truth 
and  counsel  have  been  communicated.  Five  hundred  and  forty-six 
prayer-meetings  have  been  attended  ;  many  of  these  in  the  most  des¬ 
titute  neighborhoods.  Three  hundred  and  six  families  have  been 
found  destitute  of  the  Bible.  ^  Four  thousand  three  hundred  and 
sixty-three  dollars  worth  of  religious  reading  has  been  sold,  and  over 
five  hundred  thousand  pages  have  been  distributed  by  colporteurs, 
gratuitously. 

A  goodly  number  of  persons  are  reported  as  having  been  won 
to  the  fold  of  Christ ;  some  of  these  attributing  their  conversion, 
under  God,  to  the  books  which  have  been  read,  or  to  Christian  words 
kindly  spoken. 

These  men  have  generally  proved  faithful  laborers.  They  have 
to  a  large  extent  had  the  hearty  cooperation  of  pastors  and  Christian 
families,  and  have  been  welcomed  by  them  and  assisted  in  their 
work  of  family  visitation.  There  is  an  urgent  demand  for  colporteur 
work  in  New  England. 

VOLUNTARY  MISSIONARY  WORK  IN  BOSTON. 

The  following  is  from  a  Christian  man,  who  for  several  years  has 
spent  his  Sabbaths  in  distributing  tracts  on  the  Boston  Common, 
and  in  other  missionary  labors  in  that  vicinity  : 

“  I  am  able  to  look  back  with  much  satisfaction  upon  my  tract 
work  for  the  year  ending  April  1,  1810.  Through  your  kindness,  I 
have  been  able  to  distribute  more  largely  than  ever  before,  and  I 
think  with  happier  results.  I  have  endeavored  to  meet  the  wants  of 
that  class  of  persons  whose  occupations  on  the  Sabbath  keep  them 
away  from  the  house  of  God:  viz.,  firemen,  hostlers,  barbers,  car- 
drivers,  hotel  and  stable  keepers,  and  also  that  large  class  who  seem 
to  prefer  the  street  and  the  saloon  to  the  church. 

“As  people  havemet'me  week  after  week,  going  nearly  the  same 
rounds,  with  arms  and  pockets  full  of  fresh  reading  for  all  classes, 
they  have  wondered  how  such  benevolence  could  be  maintained 
‘Who  is  this?’  ‘What  is  this?’  The  one  answer  ‘ American  Tract 
Society’  has  brought  home  the  thought  that  it  must  be  a  very  good, 
very  great,  very  influential  corporation. 
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“And  yet  a  very  few  hundred  dollars,  largely  contributed  by  one 
individual,  for  this  specific  object,  has  done  the  whole  year’s  work. 
The  sum  that  has  furnished  the  preaching  at  one  of  our  fashionable 
churches,  for  four  or  five  Sabbaths,  has  fed  with  good  wholesome 
reading,  thousands  of  hard-working  men  and  women  a  whole  year. 
One  can  hardly  fail  to  have  his  heart  glow  with  pleasure  at  the  con¬ 
stant  succession  of  thanks  poured  into  his  ear.  We  often  wish  that 
your  good  patron  could  hear  them.  With  many  thanks  for  past 
kindnesses,  we  earnestly  solicit  your  continued  aid  in  enabling  us  to 
scatter  plentifully  their  healing  leaves.  p.” 

GRATUITOUS  DISTRIBUTION. 

Grants  of  publications  have  been  made  at  this  Depository  to  the 
amount  of  three  million  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  thousand  pages. 

This  distribution  has  been  made  through  almost  every  channel  of 
Christian  benevolence,  in  a  variety  of  languages,  and  for  almost 
every  part  of  the  world.  In  connection  with  revival  efforts  the  past 
winter,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  for  appropriate  religious 
reading. 

CO-OPERATION  THROUGH  SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

Among  the  several  donations  sent  by  Sunday-schools,  was  one  of 
special  interest  from  the  school  of  the  Centre  Church,  Hartford,  Conn. 
Through  the  kind  cooperation  of  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Fletcher,  United 
States  Consul  at  Oporto,  Portugal,  a  Christian  lady  whom  he  met 
there,  has  secured  the  services  of  an  excellent  man,  a  Portuguese,  to 
labor  as  a  colporteur  at  Oporto.  When  brought  to  a  knowledge  of 
the  truth  through  her  instrumentality,  he  was  a  laborer  in  an  iron 
foundry.  He  gives  promise  of  being  an  exceedingly  useful  man  to  his 
countrymen.  The  Sabbath-school  of  the  Centre  Church,  Hartford, 
has  given  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  the  amount  required  for  his 
support.  The  same  school  had,  the  year  previous,  given  one  hundred 
and  forty-five  dollars  to  translate  and  print  a  book  called  the  “  Shep¬ 
herd  of  the  Pyrenees,”  in  the  Portuguese  language  for  Brazil.  They 
have  assumed  the  work  with  great  promptness,  and  we  believe  that 
blessed  results  will  follow  to  those  who  give  as  well  as  to  those  who 
receive. 

We  hope  other  schools  will  as  cheerfully  undertake  a  similar 
work. 

THE  SOUTH  AND  THE  FREEDMEN. 

Great  interest  is  still  felt  here,  in  the  condition  of  the  poor  at  the 
South,  white  and  colored,  and  in  the  missionaries  of  the  Society  who 
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are  laboring  among  them.  Not  only  have  donations  been  appropri¬ 
ated  for  that  special  work,  and  books  sent,  but  in  repeated  instances, 
barrels  of  clothing  have  been  prepared  and  sent  to  us  to  be  forwarded 
to  localities  most  needed,  and  where  they  will  fall  into  safe  hands 
for  distribution. 

Sabbath-schools  and  others  aiding  in  the  support  of  colporteurs, 
receive  communications  from  them,  and  thus  a  reciprocal  influence  is 
exerted  on  those  who  give,  stimulating  them  to  increased  effort  in 
doing  good. 

The  colporteurs  with  whom  we  correspond  at  the  South,  report 
great  poverty  and  suffering  on  their  fields,  and  express  the  warmest 
gratitude  for  any  aid  rendered  them.  They  report  great  interest  in 
the  benevolent  work  they  are  doing  ;  many  Sunday-schools  estab¬ 
lished  and  souls  saved.  These  facts  all  very  much  help  to  awaken 
interest  in  New  England. 

YOUNG  MEN’S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATIONS, 

Received  largely  of  the  Society’s  publications,  at  reduced  rates,  and 
especially  the  smaller  style  of  tracts,  which  are  in  constant  demand, 
and  are  well  received  as  “just  what  is  wanted.” 

Through  these  organizations  of  Christian  young  men,  and  their 
work,  we  have  increasing  evidence  of  the  value  of  a  popular  Chris¬ 
tian  literature,  which  while  it  is  distinctively  evangelical,  yet  is  free 
from  denominational  peculiarities. 

BOOKS  IN  FOREIGN  LANGUAGES. 

These  are  in  constant  demand,  especially  on  the  part  of  those 
who  labor  in  cities  and  among  the  seamen.  We  receive  many  and 
hearty  thanks  for  grants  made,  and  are  often  assured  that  it  is 
only  through  the  publications  issued  by  this  Society,  in  so  great  a 
variety  of  languages,  that  the  spiritual  wants  of  our  foreign  popula¬ 
tion,  especially  the  seamen,  can  be  met.  The  special  agent  among 
the  seamen  in  Boston,  distributed  gratuitously  abolit  90,000  pages 
of  religious  reading  in  twelve  different  languages,  the  last  year,  and 
as  he  reports,  with  most  happy  results. 

A  benevolent  gentleman  in  Boston,  sent  a  check  of  $50,  with  the 
request  that  the  amount  be  expended  in  sending  the  Tract  Primer  in 
Spanish  to  Spain.  Other  examples  of  interest  in  the  foreign  litera¬ 
ture  of  this  Society  frequently  occur. 

ECONOMY  OF  THE  WORK. 

We  may  with  propriety  report  the  economy  with  which  the 
work  of  the  Society  is  prosecuted  on  the  New  England  field. 
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But  little  agency  has  been  employed  in  the  collection  of  funds  for 
the  benevolent  work,  the  expense  of  last  year  being  only  about 
eleven  per  cent,  of  the  amount  received  from  New  England  for  charitable 
work.  Dependence  must  be  largely  upon  voluntary  aid. 

Rev.  John  Wood  has  recently  been  appointed  District  Secretary 
for  Maine  and  New  Hampshire. 

The  visit  with  us,  of  Mr.  John  E.  Vassar,  for  a  few  weeks  in  the 
winter,  and  so  recently  after  his  return  from  the  Pacific  coast,  did 
much  e’ood.  The  sweet  savor  of  his  inlluence  will  not  soon  be  lost.

Many  hearts  will  follow  him  in  love  and  prayer  for  success  in  all  his 
labors  for  Christ. 

THE  FUTURE  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

It  is  admitted  that  the  American  Tract  Society,  national,  and 
thoroughly  undenominational  as  it  is  in  character,  and  world-wide 
in  its  work,  is  needed  :  needed  to  operate  in  this  and  in  other  lands, 
on  the  distinctively  union  principles  on  which  it  was  established  ;  and 
that  it  is  destined  to  be  a  mightier  power  for  good  in  years  to  come, 
than  in  any  that  are  passed. 

Let  all  its  laborers,  its  patrons,  and  its  friends,  gird  themselves 
anew  to  the  work  on  which  as  yet,  we  have  but  just  entered,  and 
harvests  from  this  humble  seed-sowing  shall  be  gathered  in  rich 
abundance. 


HOME  AGENCY-

In  reviewing  the  past  year,  I  “thank  God  and  take  courage.” 

As  I  become  more  familiar  with  pastors  and  churches,  I  am  able 
to  work  with  mo,re  satisfaction  to  myself,  and  show  larger  pecuniary 
returns  to  the  Society. 

Two  thousand  dollars  more  than  the  previous  year  have  passed 
through  my  hands  to  the  treasury.  Old  friends  have  been  retained, 
and  new  ones  secured.  Prejudices,  here  and  there,  have  been  over¬ 
come.  Old  issues  have  been  forgotten,  and  the  great  facilities  for 
the  disseminating  of  the  truth,  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  by  this  institution, 
have  been  acknowledged  and  gladly  improved. 

I  have  been  welcomed  to  the  churches,  by  pastors  and  others,  to 
plead  for  the  Society’s  work,  in  a  manner  which  I  shall  ever  remem¬ 
ber  with  gratitude. 
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The  American  Tract  Society  has  a  strong  hold  upon  the  affections 
of  our  churches,  and  is  augmenting'  its  power  every  year.  An  un¬ 
folding  of  its  power  at  home  and  abroad,  in  the  presence  of  God’s 
people,  never  fails  to  call  forth  a  cordial  response  from  many  hearts. 

Our  methods  of  work  are  becoming  better  understood  au^  more 
highly  appreciated. 

Our  system  of  Union  Missionary  colportage  commends  itself 
strongly  to  the  intelligent  laymen  in  our  churches.  Its  results  have 
been  highly  encouraging,  especially  in  the  more  destitute  portions  of 
our  widely  extended  country,  and  persons  of  ample  means  are  more 
than  ever  disposed  to  aid  in  this  line  of  Christian  work. 

But  while  a  pleasant,  not  to  say  an  unprecedented  advance  has  been 
made,  in  some  localities,  in  the  interest  of  the  Society,  what  has 
been  done,  after  all,  when  we  consider  the  needs  of  our  country  and 
the  world  ? 

When  will  the  friends  of  the  Redeemer  learn  that  they  are 
bought  with  a  price,  even  the  precious  blood  of  Jesus  ?  Will  the 
world  be  saved  without  sacrifice  ?  There  is  no  lack  of  means.  It 
only  needs  to  be  consecrated  to  the  cause  of  Christ.  Never  was 
there  a  time,  when  such  immense  wealth  had  been  gathered  in  the 
hands  of  Christian  men. 

If  railways  are  to  be  constructed,  or  new  avenues  of  commerce  to 
be  opened,  or  cities  improved,  or  new  storehouses  to  be  erected,  the 
means  are  at  hand.  But  when  souls  are  to  be  rescued  from  eternal 
death,  the  cry  is  echoed,  “  The  times  are  hard.” 

We  hope  the  spirit  of  consecration  is  growing  in  the  churches, 
and  look  for  the  day  when  there  will  be  no  lack  of  means  for  carrying 
forward  every  branch  of  the  Lord’s  work. 

MR.  JOHN  WEICKER’S  REPORT. 

Mr.  John  Weicker  has  continued  his  labors  among  his  German 
countrymen  in  New  York  city,  devoting  the  most  of  his  time  to  the 
immigrants  arriving  at  Castle  Garden,  and  to  the  sailors  on  the  ves¬ 
sels  arriving  at  this  port,  and  at  their  boarding-houses.  He  says : 

Altogether  I  visited  145  steam  and  sailing  vessels,  and  with  a  few  exceptions 
was  kindly  received.  I  learned  that  publications  circulated  among  seamen  at 
firmer  times,  had  produced  good  results.  Many  of  them  said  to  me  that  they  en¬ 
joyed  more  happiness  than  ever  before,  and  that  their  greatest  happiness  now  is, 
in  reading  religious  hooks,  religious  conversation,  and  prayer.  They  expressed 
their  gratitude  to  God  that  there  are  religious  societies  for  the  purpose  of  bringing 
souls  from  darkness  to  light. 
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I  sold  many  good  books  to  Danes,  Swedes,  French,  Italians,  Portuguese,  and 
Spaniards,  in  their  native  language,  on  their  own  ships.  The  sailors  also  received 
me  kindly  at  their  boarding-houses,  yet  many  had  no  money  to  buy  books  with. 
Some,  however,  contributed  their  mite  to  the  Society  in  recognition  of  its  impor¬ 
tant  mission. 

Thetoost  important  missionary  work  with  which  I  have  cooperated  during  the 
year,  was  the  colporteur  labor  among  the  immigrants  in  Castle  Garden.  There  has  been  a 
strong  influx  of  immigration,  and  the  publications  scattered  among  them  were 
eagerly  read.  I  distributed  among  them  2,600  copies  of  the  Family  Christian 
Almanac. 

My  visits  on  Ward’s  Island  'were  also  gratifying  to  the  sick  and  poor,  who 
thankfully  accept  the  publications  given  them.

REPORT  OF  0.  1).  GROSVENOR. 

The  present  closes  the  seventeenth  year  of  our  Agency,  during 
which  God  has  mercifully  spared  our  lives,  and  graciously  smiled 
upon  our  labors.  The  work  in  its  various  departments  has  been 
prosecuted  with  diligence  and  faithfulness.  The  avenues  of  trade 
have  been  employed  for  the  widest  circulation  of  the  Society’s  publi¬ 
cations.  The  dissemination  of  Sabbath-school  literature  has  called 
forth  increased  attention  and  effort,  and  our  brethren  in  the  colpor¬ 
teur  field  have  faithfully  continued  their  missionary  labors  with 
many  tokens  of  the  divine  approval. 

COLPORTAGE. 

Our  corps  of  colporteurs  for  the  year  consisted  of  nineteen — 
fifteen  in  the  state  of  New  York  and  four  in  Canada  West.  Six  of 
the  number  were  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry,  and  two 
were  Germans  laboring  among  their  countrymen.  The  aggregate  of 
their  labor  was  eight  years,  and  included  21,000  family  visits,  of 
which  nearly  12,500  were  accompanied  by  prayer  and  religious  con¬ 
versation.  Of  religious  meetings  they  attended  and  addressed  398. 
They  found  over  803  families  destitute  of  all  religious  books,  and 
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206  Protestant  families  destitute  of  the  Word  of  God.  More  than 
646  Catholic  families  were  visited,  and  the  number  of  Protestant 
families  neglecting-  all  regular  means  of  grace  exceeded  3,237,  more 
than  one-seventh  of  the  wflole  number  visited.  They  circulated  in  their 
various  fields  of  labor  publications  to  the  amount  of  $6,200,  of  which 
$536  was  gratuitous  among  the  needy  and  destitute. 

RESULTS  OF  CONTINUOUS  COLPORTAGE. 

Each  year  of  labor  added  to  the  summary  of  colportage  furnishes 
new  and  cumulative  evidence  of  its  permanent  benefits  in  those 
localities  where  continuously  employed.  In  many  households  we  see 
in  later  years,  the  value  of  those  volumes  of  priceless  truth  installed 
in  the  family  at  an  earlier  period. 

Twenty-five  years  ago,  when  in  the  earlier  history  of  this  work, 
so  many  of  the  choice  volumes  of  the  “Family  Library”  were  so 
widely  distributed  over  our  field,  the  beginnings  were  made  in  many 
families  in  forming  a  taste  for  religious  reading,  and  establishing  the 
character  and  usefulness  of  our  publications.  Many  of  those  volumes 
still  remain,  and  Bunyan,  Baxter,  Pike,  and  Payson  still  continue  to 
guide  and  instruct  the  inquiring  soul.  During  the  subsequent  years 
this  work  has  continued,  the  Society  adding  new  and  valuable  books 
and  tracts,  as  the  public  mind  demanded  truth  in  new  and  varied 
form,  and  now  as  the  result  we  find,  where  continuous  colporteur  labor 
has  been  expended,  entire  communities  with  religious  hooks  in  nearly  every 
house,  and  their  influence  apparent  in  a  higher  standard  of  morality  and 
virtue.  What  stronger  argument  could  be  offered  for  the  more 
general  prosecution  of  the  colporteur  work,  and  the  wide  dissemina¬ 
tion  of  such  a  literature  as  the  Society  furnish  ? 

MISSIONARY  GROUND. 

But  the  portions  just  described  are  the  “oases”  in  the  large 
territory  our  field  comprises.  Within  the  sixty  counties  of  this 
state,  there  ai-e  many  towns  which  are  still  “  missionary  ground,” 
on  which  with  our  small  corps  of  colporteurs,  only  occasional  labor 
can  be  bestowed.  Some  northern  sections  are  “border  land,”  lying 
contiguous  to  foreign  territory  and  on  the  confines  of  a  wilderness— 
their  population  sparse  and  neglected ;  along  our  southern  bounda¬ 
ries  are  large  lumber  districts  thinly  inhabited  and  uncared  for, 
requiring-  the  frequent  visits  of  the  colporteur  ;  while  in  the  broken 
and  hilly  regions  of  the  interior  there  still  exists  a  want  of  missionary 
labor  which  can  be  supplied  by  no  other  adequate  means.  As  some- 
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times  in  listening  to  the  affecting  recital  of  destitutions  in  foreign 
lands,  we  forget  for  the  moment  our  own  country,  some  may  have 
temporarily  overlooked,  in  sympathy  for  the  West  and  South,  the 
spiritual  destitutions  of  our  own  state. 

A  colporteur  laboring  for  a  few  months  in  such  a  district,  de¬ 
scribes  its  condition  and  wants  :  “  The  field  which  has  been  the  scene 
of  my  labors  is  one  of  the  most  needy  and  it  seems  to  me  promising 
fields  for  religious  effort.  I  wish  I  could  give  a  just  view  of  the 
moral  and  religious  condition  and  wants  of  this  region.  In  the  bor¬ 
der  towns  there  are  a  few  churches,  but  even  here,  owing  to  the 
general  apathy  of  professing  Christians,  but  feeble  efforts  are  put 
forth  to  reach  the  population  living  back  upon  the  hills  and  among 
the  mountains.  Farther  inland  there  is  but  here  and  there  a  minister 
of  the  gospel,  feebly  supported,  preaching  at  widely  separated  points, 
and  doing  of  necessity  but  little  pastoral  work,  so  that  the  masses 
are  unreached.  There  are  townships  as  large  as  some  counties  in 
the  state  without  a  resident  pastor.  Multitudes  are  hastening  to 
temporal  and  spiritual  death,  and  I  fear  many  of  them  may  say  at 
last,  ‘No  man  cares  for  my  soul.7  I  have  generally  found  the  people 
ready  to  welcome  a  herald  of  the  cross — many  have  told  me  with 
tears  that  it  has  been  years  since  any  one  has  spoken  to  them  on  the 
subject  of  their  soul’s  salvation.  I  have  thought  much  about  the 
people  in  this  region,  and  I  do  not  see  how  their  spiritual  wants  ai'e 
to  be  supplied  unless  by  the  colporteur  who  not  only  holds  meetings 
on  the  Sabbath,  but  goes  from  house  to  house  dispensing,  by  printed 
page  and  word  of  mouth,  the  truth  that  tends  to  life.  I  fear  Chris¬ 
tians  do  not  know  that  there  is,  even  in  the  Empire  state,  a  field  that 
so  urgently  calls  for  the  agencies  of  the  American  Tract  Society. 
This  must  long  remain  missionary  ground.  I  cannot  conceive  where 
there  is  a  more  inviting  field  for  missionary  effort,  or  one  that  prom¬ 
ises  a  richer  return  for  faithful  cultivation.” 

This  is  a  picture  for  which  a  parallel  may  be  found  in  many 
other  portions  of  the  state.  It  presents  the  strongest  appeal  which 
can  be  made  to  the  churches  for  increased  liberality  to  aid  the 
Society  in  providing  for  such  destitutions. 

A  SUMMARY. 

In  the  fact  that  God  often  blesses  the  smallest  service  rendered 
in  his  name,  what  encouragement  we  have  to  hope  for  large  returns 
from  the  labors  of  the  past  year. 

By  grouping  together  the  $28,000  worth  of  publications  cir- 
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culated,  and  tlie  21,000  visits  of  the  colporteur  we  have  a  summary, 
of  wliat,  so  far  as  figures  can  show,  has  been  accomplished.  But 
how  impossible  to  estimate  the  future  results  of  such  a  work.  If 
one  little  tract,  as  our  reports  show,  has  been  instrumental  in  promo¬ 
ting  a  revival  and  leading  several  precious  souls  to  Christ,  what  may 
we  not  hope  will  be  accomplished  by  millions  of  pages  of  similar 
truth  scattered  like  the  leaves  of  the  forest  over  our  extensive  field  ? 
If  many  evidences  of  immediate  good  are  gathered  by  the  colporteur 
as  fruits  of  his  vj^its  and  labors,  we  may  rejoice  in  the  belief  that, 
among  the  more  than  twenty  thousand  households  visited  during  the 
year,  much  of  this  precious  seed  shall  remain  and  be  blessed  to  the 
good  of  many. 

COLPORTAGE  BY  STUDENTS. 

A  number  of  young  men  from  theological  seminaries  have  labored 
for  brief  terms  during  the  year  in  the  interior  portion  o’f  the  state. 
In  the  central  and  accessible  districts  some  of  them  report  much 
neglect  of  the  means  of  grace  and  great  destitution  of  Sunday-school 
instruction,  many  people  laboring  on  the  Sabbath  and  those  profess¬ 
ing  to  be  Christians  doing  little  for  the  cause  of  Christ.  They 
endeavored  by  their  labors  to  counteract  these  evil  influences,  and 
express  the  hope  that  much  of  the  precious  seed  sown  wfill  be  pro¬ 
ductive  of  fruit.  They  speak  with  much  gratitude  of  the  privilege 
of  engaging  in  such  a  work  and  the  spiritual  blessing  from  it. 

SUNDAY-SCHOOL  LITERATURE. 

The  extraordinary  demand  for  Sunday-school  literature  has  led  us 
to  give  increasing  attention  to  this  branch  of  circulation.  No  one 
society  or  publishing  board  is  now  able  to  meet  this  want  solely  by 
its  own  issues,  yet  as  we  have  an  extensive  series  of  such  works  as 
are  most  needed,  a  large  amount  of  our  own  books  have  been  circu¬ 
lated  through  this  channel.  Many  schools  are  attracted  here,  some 
even  from  other  states,  by  the  large  and  complete  assortment  kept, 
who  would  otherwise  go  elsewhere,  and  often  fail  to  obtain  any  of 
our  publications.  Here  side  by  side  with  others,  but  equally  attrac¬ 
tive  with  the  best,  and  lower  in  price,  our  libraries  (where  not  before 
purchased)  and  all  our  new  issues  command  ready  sale.  Our  efforts 
in  this  department  at  this  important  centre  of  Sunday-school  influ¬ 
ence  seem  to  be  highly  appreciated,  and  have  often  received  the 
unqualified  approval  of  pastors  and  superintendents  and  many  ex¬ 
pressions  of  satisfaction  from  those  at  a  distance,  for  the  excellent 
books  sent  to  them.  We  are  much  encouraged  by  the  increase  each 
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year  in  this  department,  and  consider  it  one  of  the  most  important 
branches  of  our  work. 

SUMMARY  OF  COLPORTAGE  IN  SIXTY  COUNTIES  OF  NEW 

YORK  STATE  SINCE  THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  AGEN¬ 
CY-SEVENTEEN  YEARS. 

During*  the  past  seventeen  years  671  colporteurs  have  been  em¬ 
ployed  for  a  term  of  service  equal  to  479}  years  ;  1,011,694  family 
Christian  visits  have  been  made  ;  608,193  of  these  families  have  been 
conversed  and  prayed  with  ;  publications  to  the  amount  of  $253,073  53 
have  been  sold,  and  to  the  amount  of  $30,705  99  gratuitously 
bestowed.  The  whole  amount  distributed  by  sale  and  grants  is 
$283,779  52. 

CANADA. 

The  colporteur  work  has  been  continued  in  the  province  of 
Ontario  the  past  year,  though  not  enlarged.  The  reports  from  this 
part  of  our  field  contain  much  of  interest,  and  show  that  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  labor  bestowed,  no  part  of  our  own  country  furnishes 
more  encouragement  to  labor  or  better  evidences  of  appreciation  of 
the  work.  The  colporteurs  made  more  than  two  thousand  family  visits, 
and  circulated  about  thirteen  hundred  dollars’  worth  of  publications. 
They  speak  of  their  continued  kind  reception  by  the  people,  and 
state  that  regard  for  the  work  of  our  Society  increases  from  year  to 
year.  Their  reports  furnish  many  interesting  incidents  of  their 
labors  and  evidences  of  good  accomplished.  One  states  that  upon 
1  lis  field  where  he  has  labored  for  some  years,  nearly  every  one  of 
the  different  volumes  he  has  circulated  has  at  one  time  or  another 
been  blessed  to  the  good  of  some  individual  reader.  Another  says : 
“During  the  present  year  I  have  supplied  half  the  Sunday-schools  on 
my  large  field,  and  at  least  half  the  families  at  the  present  time  have 
more  or  less  of  the  Society’s  publications.”  Thus  our  labors  on 
foreign  territory,  though  not  increasing  as  we  could  wish,  are  faith¬ 
fully  and  earnestly  prosecuted,  and  are  accompanied  with  undoubted 
evidences  of  the  blessing  of  the  Lord. 

In  concluding  this  review  of  the  tract  work  on  our  field,  it  is 
gratifying  to  be  able  to  class  this,  in  its  aggregate  of  all  depart¬ 
ments,  as  among  our  most  prosperous  years.  In  addition  to  the 
$28,000  in  value  of  publications  circulated,  there  has  been  paid  into 
our  treasury  from  generous  donations  of  churches  and  individuals, 
$22,500,  making  the  business  upon  the  whole  field  considerably 
exceed  $50,000 
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For  the  favor  of  God  which  we  have  so  largely  shared  the  past 
year  we  would  be  truly  grateful,  and  seeking  the  wisdom  that  com- 
eth  from  above  for  our  future  guidance,  and  iu  hope  of  continued  and 
increasing  usefulness,  we  enter  upon  the  duties  and  responsibilities 
of  another  year. 

REPORT  OF  W .  Y.  COUCH,  District  Secretary. 

The  contributions  to  the  treasury  of  the  Society  from  the  Roch¬ 
ester  Agency,  during  the  last  year,  were  $22,516  97  in  donations 
and  legacies. 

But  one  or  two  points  of  interest  occur  to  me  which  have  not 
been  noticed  fully  in  my  previous  reports.  The  realization  of  so 
large  an  amount  from  this  field,  in  a  single  year,  from  the  personal 
gifts  of  the  living-,  and  the  testamentary  offerings  of  the  pious  dead, 
is  matter  for  encouragement  and  congratulation.  What  do  these 
figures  indicate  ?  Do  they  not  show  that,  while  currents  of  religious 
life,  at  the  present  day,  are  flowing  through  denominational  channels, 
there  is  a  still,  but  powerful  under-current  setting  towards  Christian 
Union  with  all  those  who  love  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  ? 

And  this  is  what  might  be  expected  from  what  we  know  of  the 
expansive  spirit  of  Christianity.  As  Christianity  is  greater  than  any 
denomination,  so  its  outflowing  sympathies  and  charities  will  break 
over  denominational  lines.  To  try  to  confine  them  within  these 
limits  would  be  futile,  or  if  successful,  would  be  disastrous  to  the 
cause  of  Christ.  There  is  a  yearning  in  the  great  Christian  heart  for 
mutual  recognition  and  fellowship,  which  like  that  mysterious  in- 
fluence  which  heaves  the  tides  of  the  ocean,  cannot  be  controlled  by 
artificial  or  accidental  barriers.  Make  the  attempt,  and  it  will 
quietly  or  tumultuously  break  down  the  barrier,  and  assert  its  supe¬ 
riority  to  the  narrowness  or  short-sightedness  of  human  counsels. 

The  noble  words  of  Rev.  Dr.  Herrick  Johnson,  at  a  recent  meet¬ 
ing  in  Philadelphia,  give  expression  to  this  universal  Christian  senti¬ 
ment.  He  “  rejoiced  that  the  Christian  Church  was  brought  face  to 
face  with  this  unsectarian  and  efficient  missionary  organization  [the 
Tract  Society].  We  are  too  much  accustomed  to  run  in  the  grooves 
of  our  own  denomination,  and  to  think  that  men  can  go  to  heaven  in 
no  other  way.  These  Societies  lift  us  out  of  these  grooves,  and  up 
to  the  thought  that  others  are  efficiently  serving  the  Master.”  As 
long  as  this  beautiful  spirit  of  Christian  charity  prevails,  so  long 
will  the  hearts  of  Christians  flow  together,  and  seek  to  manifest  their 
essential  unity  by  some  suitable  forms  of  common  action. 


FORTY-FIFTII  ANNUAL  REPORT.

There  are  external  circumstances  of  the  Church,  also,  which  power¬ 
fully  tend  towards  the  same  result.  There  are  times  when  the 
threatening  aspect  of  the  world,  and  the  urgent  necessities  of  the 
Church,  constrain  the  people  of  God  to  act  together.  Such  a  state 
of  things  is  imminent  in  this  country  at  the  present  time. 

The  great  issues,  whose  shadows  already  falling  athwart  the 
Church  of  God,  enable  us  to  forecast  their  portentous  shape  and 
magnitude,  are  issues  which  strike  at  the  very  life  of  the  Church,  at 
the  very  root  of  Christianity.  They  are  fundamental  questions, 
touching  the  Bible,  the  Sabbath,  the  Existence  of  God,  Man’s  Per¬ 
sonal  Immortality. 

In  this  conflict,  it  seems  to  me  the  undenominational  press  of  this 
country  has  a  peculiar  responsibility.  Its  voice  will  go  forth  to  the 
country,  divested  of  the  antipathies  and  prejudices  which  more  or  less 
accompany  denominational  utterances.  And  more,  by  its  very  position, 
it  would  concentrate  in  its  appeals  the  sentiments  and  the  authority  of 
the  whole  Church  of  God.  I  hope  that  God  will  honor  the  Tract 
Society  by  employing  it  in  this  coming  struggle.  I  hope  that  its 
presses  will  speak  out  with  emphasis  upon  all  the  great  living  ques¬ 
tions  of  the  hour.  Doing  this,  I  believe  this  Society  will  rally  round 
it  the  Christian  sentiment  of  the  country,  and  demonstrate  that  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church  has  still  a  noble  work  for  this  great  union 
versatile,  many-tongued,  many-handed  organization  to  do. 

REPORT  OF  E.  F.  OWEN. 

Four  months  of  the  past  year  I  spent  in  superintending  the 
Mission  work  of  the  Tract  Society,  in  the  Southern  Atlantic  states. 
I  traversed  six  states  quite  thoroughly,  visiting  most  of  the  cities 
and  larger  villages,  from  Richmond  to  New  Orleans.  In  each  of 
these  states  the  society  has  a  corps  of  devoted  colporteurs,  minister¬ 
ing-  to  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  people.  While  they  visit  all  classes 
for  religious  conversation  and  prayer,  and  the  distribution  of  books 
and  tracts,  they  give  special  attention  to  establishing  Sabbath- 
schools  and  prayer-meetings  among  the  colored  and  poor  white  people. 
Their  labors  I  found  to  be  highly  prized.  With  all  the  demonstrative¬ 
ness  of  these  freedmen  they  could  hardly  give  expression  to  their 
joy  when  receiving  books  and  instruction. 

I  found  a  growing  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  Southern  people 
to  engage  in  this  Mission  work,  but  want  of  means  to  perform  it.  If 
all  the  colored  people  are  to  receive  religious  instruction,  much  re¬ 
mains  to  be  done  by  Northern  Christians  for  several  years  to  come.

PENNSYLVANIA  BRANCH. 


There  is  great  need  of  carrying  forward  the  work  as  rapidly  as 
possible,  for  intemperance  and  kindred  vices  are  working  their  rav¬ 
ages  among  these  poor,  ignorant  people  ;  but  when  enlightened  and 
religiously  instructed,  they  are  easily  led  in  the  paths  of  virtue  and 
Christian  rectitude. 

Impressed  more  deeply  than  ever  before  with  the  importance  of 
Union  Missionary  colportage  in  the  destitute  parts  of  our  country,  I 
returned  North  to  lay  the  subject  before  the  people,  and  plead  for  aid 
in  its  behalf.  Two  thirds  of  the  year  have  thus  been  spent  with  a 
tolerable  degree  of  success,  and  I  have  been  enabled  to  raise  nearly 
as  much  money  as  during  the  corresponding  months  of  last  year. 
My  prayer  is  that  the  Society  may  receive  sufficient  aid  to  carry  for¬ 
ward  the  great  pioneer  work  that  G-od  is  calling  it  to  perform  in  our 
country.

The  evangelizing  work  of  the  Society  during  the  past  year  on 
his  field,  is  briefly  summed  up  as  follows  : 

CIRCULATION  OF  PUBLICATIONS. 

This  has  exceeded  the  previous  year  by  about  $1,000,  being 
$77,155  81,  of  which  amount  the  colporteurs  circulated  by  sale  and 
grants,  $20,972  55. 

The  total  gratuitous  circulation  by  the  colporteurs  and  from  the 
depository,  being  $6,272  37,  has  gone,  as  in  former  years,  to  all  parts 
of  the  field,  and  by  a  larger  number  of  distributors. 

Many  of  these  faithful  workers  in  the  Master’s  vineyard  greatly 
appreciate  the  aid  they  have  from  the  supplies  thus  gratuitously 
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furnished,  believing  their  power  of  good  more  than  doubled  by  the 
use  of  the  printed  truth.  Many  thanks  also  come  from  the  destitute 
valleys  and  mountains  for  the  aid  given  to 

SABBAT  II -SCHOOLS. 

Many  of  these  have  been  organized  by  the  colporteurs  in  the 
remote  and  needy  parts  of  their  fields,  and  though  small,  because  the 
people  are  few  and  widely  separated,  yet  they  add  not  a  little  to  the 
volume  of  religious  influences  in  those  regions. 

The  colporteurs  have  endeavored  to  arouse  the  minds  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  to  the  great  value  of  books  and  Sabbath-schools  as  means  of 
religious  instruction,  making  their  organization  however  subordinate 
to  the  evei'y  day  work  of  family  visitation,  this  being  distinctively 

COLPORTAGE. 

In  this  special  labor,  which  has  been  so  greatly  blessed  of  God 
as  an  instrumentality  for  good,  there  have  been  engaged  during  a 
whole  or  part  of  the  year,  sixty-four  colporteurs  ;  fourteen  of  whom 
were  students  laboring  only  during  vacation  ;  thirty-six  labored  in 
Pennsylvania,  nineteen  in  West  Virginia,  five  in  Ohio,  two  in  New 
Jersey,  two  in  Delaware. 

The  aggregate  time  employed  has  been  twenty  years  and  three 
months. 

They  circulated  by  sale  $18,047  43;  giving  away  $2,925  12; 
visiting  53,577  families,  and  speaking  to  or  praying  with  37,707 
families.  They  found  4,895  families  who  seldom  or  never  attended 
any  place  of  woi’ship,  2,360  families  with  few  or  no  religious  books, 
2,218  families  were  destitute  of  the  Bible,  and  4,875  families  of 
Romanists  were  visited,  many  of  whom  had  neither  a  Bible  nor  any 
religious  book  in  their  houses.  They  also  held  or  assisted  in  2,290 
public  or  social  meetings,  preaching,  exhorting,  praying. 

The  past  year  has  been  fruitful  in  special  revivals  in  many  parts 
of  the  country  where  these  colporteurs  have  labored,  in  a  number  of 
cases,  traceable  directly  to  their  labors.  Many  of  them  being  minis¬ 
ters,  they  conducted  or  assisted  at  the  meetings,  in  some  cases  spend¬ 
ing  weeks  in  a  given  field,  holding  meetings  every  night,  and  visit¬ 
ing  during  the  day  ;  thus  the  gospel  has  been  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  people,  and  many  hopefully  led  to  Christ.  Of  the 
labors  of  some  of  these  colporteurs,  the  ministry  on  the  field  speak 
in  high  commendation,  regarding  their  evangelizing  from  house  to 
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house,  and  the  boobs  circulated  as  a  most  effectual  means  of  g’ood  to 
all  the  inhabitants. 

That  this  work  is  greatly  needed  all  admit,  but  none  see  it  so 
clearly  as  those  who  labor  in  the  regions  occupied,  or  in  a  similar 
country. 

This  is  the  statement  of  one  who  has  a  familiar  knowledge  of  the 
locality  to  which  he  refers: 

“  The  face  of  the  country  is  exceedingly  rough  and  mountainous  ; 
in  the  winter  the  snow  falling  to  the  depth  of  two  or  three  feet,  often 
cutting  off  all  communication  from  other  parts  for  weeks  together. 
The  people  are  rude  and  very  ignorant,  spending  much  of  their  time 
in  hunting  and  fishing.  In  many  places  they  have  no  preaching; 
in  others  but  once  a  month  by  itinerant  ministers.  The  people  are 
destitute  of  all  religious  literature.  I  have  visited  families  in  those 
regions  where  they  never  had  a  religious  book  in  their  houses. 

“  In  three  other  counties  lying  contiguous,  are  the  same  rough 
features  of  the  country,  and  many  of  the  inhabitants  are  in  every 
respect  destitute.  Half  of  the  people  never  attend  any  place  of 
worship,  they  have  few  or  no  churches,  the  school-houses  affording 
the  only  place  for  holding  meetings.  Many  of  the  adult  population 
cannot  read,  and  the  young  are  growing  up  without  adequate  reli¬ 
gious  instruction.  They  have,  however,  now  the  new  system  of 
public  schools,  under  which  they  are  learning  to  read,  and  there  is 
hope  for  them  if  your  Society  can  reach  and  supply  them  with  reli¬ 
gious  books.  If  I  could  correctly  and  adequately  describe  that 
whole  country,  which  I  cannot  do,  your  Society  would  see  what  a 
great  and  wide  field  is  open  for  their  effort  and  for  the  labors  of  God¬ 
fearing  colporteurs.” 

On  the  field  alluded  to  we  have  now  four  colporteurs,  laboring 
faithfully  though  of  course  selling  but  very  few  books,  and  making- 
large  grants,  but  as  many  more  are  needed,  that  those  particular 
regions  may  have  a  colporteur  to  visit  all  of  these  scattered  families. 

There  are  also  many  other  counties  in  the  mountains,  nearly,  if 
not  equally  as  much  in  need  of  this  work. 

COLPORTEUR  MEETING. 

Thirteen  of  the  brethren  in  West  Virginia  were  called  tog-ether 
last  season  that  they  might  have  the  benefit  of  a  personal  confer¬ 
ence  with  the  officers  of  the  Society.  The  facts  gathered  from 
them  respecting  their  fields  of  labor,  and  the  information  respecting 
the  Society’s  work  imparted  to  them,  made  the  gathering  one  of 
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great  mutual  benefit.  An  intelligent,  vigorous  enterprise,  and  a 
higher  appreciation  of  the  Society’s  work,  have  since  been  manifested 
in  their  labors. 

LABORERS  FALLEN. 

Three  good  men  and  true  have  fallen  at  their  posts.  Henry  Sny¬ 
der,  in  Pennsylvania ;  W.  W.  Lazzell,  aaid  Thomas  Holt,  in  West 
Virginia ;  each  was  called  suddenly  away  while  engaged  in  his 
work  many  miles  from  home.  Long  will  their  prayers  and  exhorta¬ 
tions  be  remembered  by  those  who  have  had  the  benefit  of  their 
visits,  and  the  books  brought  to  their  homes.  They  have  gone  and 
their  works  follow  them. 

PERIODICALS. 

The  Messenger  and  Child’s  Paper  are  still  increasing  their  lists  of 
readers,  being  regarded  as  among  the  choicest  religious  literature  of 
the  land. 

In  many  parts,  local  societies  are  vigorously  at  work,  some  with 
great  success.  A  large  number  of  Young  Men’s  Christian  Associa¬ 
tions  have  been  organized  and  are  giving  the  printed  truth  a  wider 
circulation. 

Could  the  means  be  procured,  the  colporteur  work  might  be 
indefinitely  expanded,  till  all  the  most  needy  parts  of  the  country 
should  be  supplied. 

To  look  for  the  means  from  the  fields  occupied  would  be  unavail¬ 
ing,  as  they  are  poor  and  destitute.  Those  in  prosperous  and 
wealthy  parts  of  our  land  to  whom  the  Lord  has  given  the  means, 
must  not  forget  these  waste  places. 

The  receipts  from  contributions  at  this  Depository  have  ’  been 
$1,666  80,  the  total  from  the  whole  field  occupied,  $6,645  69.  The 
expenses  of  this  missionary  work  have  been  large,  and  nearly  $3,000 
worth  of  books  and  tracts  have  been  given  away  to  the  destitute. 
The  ministry  on  the  field  where  colportage  has  been  faithfully  prose¬ 
cuted,  generally  give  it  their  influence,  greatly  encouraging  the 
laborers,  and’ adding  efficiency  to  the  work.  They  have  our  thanks 
in  the  name  of  the  Master. 

COLPORTAGE  IN  WEST  VIRGINIA. 

During  June,  1869,  four  conventions  of  officers  and  colporteurs  of  the  Society 
were  held  at  different  points  :  two  in  North  Carolina,  one  in  Virginia,  and  one  in 
West  Virginia.  At  the  close  of  the  last,  one  of  the  Assistant  Secretaries  of  the 
Society  prepared  the  following  sketch  of  his  views  of  the  importance  of  colportage 
in  that  portion  of  our  field. 
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One  of  the  most  distinct  and  vivid  impressions  made  by  the 
recent  colporteur  conventions  at  the  South  was  the  peculiar  adapta¬ 
tion  of  the  evangelizing  labors  of  colportage  to  the  new  state  of 
West  Virginia.  It  is  not  merely  a  mount  linous  state,  but  a  state  of 
mountains.  Its  entire  territory  is  a  continued  succession  of  lofty 
hills  and  mountains.  “Hills  rise  o’er  hills.”  The  only  level  spots 
are  the  bottom-lands  along  the  rivers  and  mountain-streams,  which 
are  rich  and  fertile.  Of  course  travelling  over  such  a  country  is 
difficult  and  tedious.  Public  conveyances,  and  even  public  roads  in 
some  sections,  are  rare.  As  was  graphically  described  by  one  who 
had  often  traversed  the  whole  state,  “first  we  ascend  up  one  hill,  and 
then  we  ascend  down  another.”  The  traveller  over  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad,  which  crosses  the  state,  is  not  only  impressed  with 
delight  mingled  with  awe  as  he  gazes  upon  the  constant  scenes  of 
picturesque  beauty  and  sublime  grandeur  along  the  line  of  the  road, 
but  with  wonder  at  the  energy  and  enterprise  by  which  modern 
engineering  could  find  a  way  for  traffic  and  travel  over  these  seem¬ 
ingly  insurmountable  barriers. 

A  conference  of  nearly  four  days  with  men  from  all  portions  of 
the  state — men  of  intelligence,  discrimination,  and  Christian  candor, 
familiar  from  personal  observation  and  exploration  with  its  condi¬ 
tion,  furnished  an  opportunity  for  acquiring  reliable  information  as 
to  its  physical  and  moral  characteristics.  Particularly  valuable  was 
their  concurrent  testimony  to  the  peculiar  appropriateness  of  colpor¬ 
tage  to  relieve  the  abounding  and  deplorable  spiritual  wants — testi¬ 
mony  acquired  in  the  experience  of  men  who  have  at  heart  the 
interest  and  welfare  of  their  native  state. 

Outside  of  the  few  large  towns  and  villages  the  population  is 
very  sparse.  Scattered  over  the  mountain-sides,  or  in  the  coves  up 
the  ravines  and  water-courses,  they  are  so  separated  as  to  debar 
them  from  the  social  privileges  of  other  portions  of  the  country. 
Many  are  now  developing  the  mineral  wealth  that  abounds  in  the 
state  ;  others  are  engaged  in  lumbering  ;  but  a  large  portion  earn  a 
scanty  subsistence  in  tilling  their  little  farms,  in  herding  cattle,  or 
in  hunting.  The  majority  of  the  people  are  poor,  and  must  continue 
to  be. 

From  the  nature  of  the  country  and  from  their  poverty,  this  scat¬ 
tered  population  cannot  enjoy  the  advantages  of  schools  and  gospel 
privileges.  There  are  few  places,  excepting  the  larger  towns,  where 
there  is  regular  weekly  preaching.  In  large  portions  there  is  seldom 
preaching  oftener  than  once  or  twice  a  month  ;  and  then  many  of 
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the  congregation  travel  from  three  to  seven  and  ten  miles  over  the 
monntain-roads  to  enjoy  the  privilege.  In  many  places  the  people 
meet  in  the  groves  or  in  uncomfortable  log  school-houses,  there 
being  no  church-buildings.  In  some  of  the  counties  there  are  no 
church-edifices,  or  but  one  or  two.  There  are  large  sections  where 
there  has  been  no  evangelical  preaching  since  the  war,  and  many 
young  people  have  grown  up  who  have  never  heard  a  gospel  sermon. 
Some  large  sections  have  not  been  supplied  with  the  usual  circuit 
preaching  of  once  or  twice  a  month  since  the  war,  but  have  only 
the  occasional  service  of  a  local  preacher  who,  though  earnest  and 
zealous,  has  to  devote  himself  to  some  secular  employment  for  sup¬ 
port. 

Some  of  the  wild  and  rugged  counties  can  enjoy  these  scanty 
privileges  but  a  portion  of  the  year.  So  severe  are  the  winters  in 
the  great  mountain-chain,  and  so  impassable  are  the  foot-paths  when 
blocked  up  by  the  heavy  snows,  that  they  are  almost  cut  off  from 
communication  with  the  outside  world. 

How  can  a  people  so  situated  be  furnished  with  the  words  of 
life  which  can  alone  make  them  “wise  unto  salvation?”  With  an 
irregular  and  an  inadequate  itinerant  ministry — earnest  and  devoted 
indeed,  but  prevented  by  their  multiform  labors  from  following  up 
their  pulpit  instructions — how  are  these  wandering  sheep  upon  the 
mountains  to  be  folded  and  fed?  Scattered  and  isolated  in  their 
almost  inaccessible  homes,  they  must  be  sought  out  and  visited  and 
supplied  with  a  printed  gospel  by  Christian  men  making  this  their 
sole  business  and  errand.  As  there  are  often  no  wagon-roads,  the 
colporteurs  must  go  on  foot  or  on  horseback  ;  and  often,  where  the 
hills  are  too  steep  for  their  horses  safely  to  climb,  they  must  shoulder 
their  saddle-bags  and  go  from  cabin  to  cabin.  In  this  way,  and  in 
this  alone,  can  the  glad  tidings  be  carried  to  every  home,  and  the 
poor  and  the  destitute  be  supplied  with  the  Bible  and  gospel  truth. 

This  is  no  idle  theory.  Results  have  proved  the  feasibility  and 
the  usefulness  of  this  system  among  these  hills  and  valleys.  We 
were  continually  hearing  of  the  good  accomplished  by  the  labors  of 
the  faithful  colporteurs  who  explored  them  before  the  war.  In  many 
sections  the  only  books  in  the  houses  of  the  people  were  left  by 
those  colporteurs.  Some  of  the  colporteurs  present  had  been  brought 
to  Christ  by  their  labors.  Revivals  promoted  by  their  efforts  had 
blessed  many  communities.  Large  numbers  of  Sabbath-schools  had 
been  gathered,  and  churches  had  been  formed  into  which  many  souls 
have  been  brought  who  but  for  this  agency  might  have  perished  in 
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ignorance  and  sin.  The  colporteur  leaves  no  log-cabin  without  some 
printed  gospel  truth. 

Thinking  and  observing  men  in  the  state  recognize  the  adapta¬ 
tion  of  this  agency  to  the  religious  wants  of  their  people,  and  desire 
its  continuance  and  extension.  The  faithful  and  devoted  ministers 
who  toil  in  this  difficult  field,  and  who  know  and  deeply  feel  its 
needs,  are  the  most  anxious  for  the  prosecution  of  the  system,  which 
a  mountain  colporteur  aptly  described  as  the  “John  the  Baptist  to 
blaze  the  way  for  the  churches.”  Many  of  these  ministers  are  them¬ 
selves  the  fruits  of  the  faithfulness  of  colporteur  labors  and  the 
books  they  circulated.  The  moderator  of  an  ecclesiastical  body  com¬ 
posed  of  some  of  the  most  laborious  and  earnest  preachers  in  the 
State,  held  soon  after  the  Convention,  stated  that  the  first  thing  he 
ever  read  in  the  school  where  he  learned  his  letters,  was  a  copy  of 
the  Child’s  Paper,  which  was  used  in  the  place  of  a  reading-book,  as 
they  had  none  of  them.  The  late  presiding  elder  of  this  body  of 
Christians,  who  gave  many  valuable  facts  from  his  intimate  acquaint¬ 
ance  with  the  state,  testified  that  he  had  been  in  hundreds  of  houses 
where  the  people  could  read,  but  where  they  had  no  books,  no 
Bibles,  and  no  papers.  He  had  seen  thousands  turn  to  Christ,  and  if 
he  could  have  had  the  colporteurs  of  the  Society  with  him,  his  use¬ 
fulness  would  have  been  largely  increased. 

With  all  the  destitution,  poverty,  and  ignorance  that  prevail, 
there  are  encouraging  features.  A  new  impulse  has  been  given  to 
the  cause  of  education.  Common  and  Sabbath  schools  have  greatly 
increased,  particularly  since  the  introduction  of  colportag-e.  Dr. 
Sears,  the  General  Agent  of  the  Peabody  Fund,  gives  high  praise  to 
the  liberality  and  vigorous  exertions  made  by  West  Virginia  in 
behalf  of  general  education.  Two  years  ago  there  were  no  school- 
houses  in  the  state  except  a  few  academy  building's,  but  during  the 
last  year  three  thousand  were  erected. 

The  cause  of  temperance,  too,  is  advancing.  Probably  in  no 
state  in  the  Union  is  the  sentiment  against  intemperance  more 
decided  than  in  West  Virginia.  In  some  counties  no  licenses  have 
been  granted  for  eighteen  years,  and  in  many,  ardent  spirits  are  not 
sold.  In  some,  drunken  men  can  rarely  be  seen,  and  over  the  hills 
of  others  traders  cannot  afford  to  haul  whiskey.  Would  that  these 
statements  could  be  made  of  other  states  where  intemperance  so 
widely  prevails. 

West  Virginia  thus  affords  to  the  Tract  Society  an  open,  inviting, 
and  most  needy  field  for  the  rapid  extension  of  colportage  The  col- 
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porteurs  are  everywhere  welcomed.  The  books  they  circulate  are 
needed  and  prized.  Earnest,  self-sacrificing  men,  able  to  endure 
hardness,  are  ready,  from  love  to  Christ  and  souls,  to  search  out  the 
poor  and  secluded  dwellers  in  the  hills  whom  no  one  else  will  reach, 
and  point  them  to  the  Saviour  of  dying-  men.  Will  not  Christian 
men  and  women  who  enjoy  the  abundant  blessing  of  the  gospel 
share  in  the  self-denial  required  of  these  colporteurs,  and  thus  g-ive 
the  gospel  to  thousands  who  will  never  receive  it  in  any  other  form  ? 

REPORT  OF  REY.  JOHN  A.  SEYMOUR. 

The  Lord  has  prospered  me,  and  given  the  Society  favor  among 
the  people.  For  the  most  part,  I  have  enjoyed  a  continual  social 
feast,  and  my  collections  have  been  $4,340  21.  The  grants  of  tracts 
to  pastors  have  much  to  do  with  my  success.  I  have  heard  of  sev¬ 
eral  conversions  as  the  result  of  personal  effort,  and  the  valuable 
instruction  imparted. 

It  has  been  my  aim,  to  quicken  the  spirit  of  missions,  to  encour¬ 
age  to  personal  effort,  and  strengthen  faith  in  the  ultimate  triumph 
of  the  gospel  in  all  lands  ;  and  to  show  that  the  American  Tract 
Society  is  auxiliary  to  almost  every  Christian  enterprise,  foreign  as 
well  as  domestic.  It  has  been  very  pleasant  to  see  with  how  much 
satisfaction  large-hearted  Christians  have  contemplated  the  varied, 
extensive,  and  successful  work  the  Society  is  carrying  forward. 

Turning  aside  from  other  points  of  interest,  let  me  give  impres¬ 
sions  of  Western  Virginia,  as  a  field  for  colportage,  which  were 
created  in  my  mind  by  a  missionary  tour  in  that  state. 

The  country  is  peculiarly  wild  and  interesting.  In  going  to  a 
colporteur  convention,  forty-two  miles  by  railroad,  we  jjassed  through 
sixteen  tunnels,  many  of  which  were  so  long  we  gasped  for  fresh  air, 
and  longed  for  daylight. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  war,  many  of  the  roads  have  become 
unsafe,  if  not  impassable  for  carriages.  The  way  is  often  so  steep, 
that  our  colporteurs  have  to  dismount,  shoulder  their  “saddle  pockets” 
of  books  and  tracts,  and  thus  make  headway.  There  are  places 
where  the  snow  during  the  winter  loads  down  the  laurel  bushes  till 
they  interlock  each  other  across  the  path,  and  render  the  way  im¬ 
passable  for  man  or  beast.  There  the  people  must  be  sick  without 
physicians,  and  die  without  funeral  services. 

The  people  are  often  very  poor,  especially  amid  these  mountains, 
but  give  them  education  and  the  gospel,  and  those  rich  valleys  and 
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the  hills,  covered  with  timber,  filled  with  iron,  coal,  and  petroleum, 
will  reward  enterprise  and  furnish  capital  to  aid  in  Christianizing  the 
world.  Education  has  been  in  times  past  sadly  neglected.  Five  years 
ago,  few  over  thirty  years  of  age  could  read  ;  that  shows  what  the 
past  has  beem  Now  few  between  ten  and  twenty  are  unable  to 
read ;  that  speaks  of  a  delightful  change.  Three  years  ago  they 
had  no  system  of  common  schools ;  the  consequence  was  there  were 
almost  no  schools  outside  of  a  few  towns.  But  now  they  have  more 
than  1,100  common  school-houses,  of  which  366  were  built  last  year. 
They  have  more  than  2,000  schools  in  progress,  of  which  nearly  400 
came  into  existence  last  year.  Last  year  there  were  18,000  children 
in  attendance  at  the  schools,  an  increase  of  24,000  on  the  previous 
year.  Nearly  one-half  of  all  the  children  enrolled  attended  school 
last  year.  Good  teachers  are  greatly  in  demand.  These  figures  are 
inspiring,  for  God  helps  those  who  help  themselves. 

The  religious  interests  of  the  people  have  been  neglected  most  of 
all.  This  might  be  inferred  from  the  facts  that  the  people  are  poor, 
uneducated,  greatly  scattered  and  shut  in  by  almost  impassable  hills. 
Churches  are  very  few,  Sabbath-schools  have  been  like  day-schools, 
waiting  for  the  progress  of  time.  The  standard  of  piety  has  been 
low ;  professing  Christians  have  often  fallen  into  blighting  sins, 
yet  there  have  been  a  few  whom  grace  has  kept  “unspotted  from  the 
world.”  They  are  the  foundation  stones  for  future  churches.  They 
are  the  class  from  which  we  obtain  our  colporteurs.  Church  build¬ 
ings  are  few,  but  the  people  do  not  object  to  open-air  meetings  at 
favorable  seasons  of  the  year.  Of  this  we  had  a  delightful  illustra¬ 
tion.  At  Pennsboro,  yiiere  there  was  no  church  edifice  at  that  time, 
word  had  been  circulated  that  strangers  would  be  present  there  on 
the  Sabbath.  At  an  early  hour  in  the  day,  the  people  assembled  in 
an  orchard.  There  upon  boards,  rails,  or  the  grass,  a  fine  audience 
was  seated.  Simple  living-,  an  abundance  of  fresh  air  and  vigorous 
exercise,  gave  them  the  glow  of  health  and  the  appearance  of  mus¬ 
cular  power.  It  fell  to  my  lot  to  address  the  assembly.  At  first,  I 
was  in  doubt  how  to  adjust  myself,  but  circumstances  g-uided  me. 
They  “turned  the  tune”  with  no  faltering,  feeble  voice.  It  was  very 
remarkable  singing.  It  was  animated  and  animating.  I  have  rarely 
if  ever  addressed  an  assembly  that  called  for  more  solid  sense  and 
earnestness  than  that.  It  did  my  soul  good  to  be  there. 

Such  assemblages  could  be  gathered  all  over  the  state.  The 
people  love  to  meet.  It  is  a  very  needy  and  a  very  hopeful  field  for 
Christian  labor. 
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To  a  few  things  occurring  at  the  Colporteurs'  Convention  I  may 
allude. 

The  colporteurs,  as  a  whole,  were  a  fine  selection  of  men,  in  the 
prime  of  life,  healthy  and  strong.  I  was  interested  in  them  all. 
They  seemed  to  love  the  Saviour  and  his  service.  One  of  their 
number,  a  shrewd,  wideawake,  whole-souled  fellow,  said  he  had  been 
engaged  in  times  past  in  selling  sewing  machines,  the  profits  of 
which  far  exceeded  his  present  income,  but  the  widespread  religious 
desolation  with  which  he  met,  stirred  the  spirit  within  him,  till  he 
felt  he  must  be  a  colporteur  to  scatter  the  ripest  thoughts  of  the 
gifted  servants  of  God,  in  the  form  of  books  and  tracts,  and  to 
preach  the  gospel  from  house  to  house,  along  the  highways  and  the 
hedges.  He  told  his  wife  his  feelings  and  his  opinion,  that  if  she 
and  the  children  would  live  on  corn-bread  and  potatoes,  a  colpor¬ 
teur’s  salary  would  support  them.  She  doubted  whether  it  could  be 
done,  but  consented  to  try  it  for  one  year.  He  was  dressed  in  very 
plain  homespun  cloth.  “  I  know  it  is  not  broadcloth,”  said  he,  “but 
it  is  stout  and  warm,  and  while  I  wear  this,  and  my  wife  and  children 
live  on  corn-bread  and  potatoes,  I  can  be  a  colporteur.”  And  with 
evident  emotion  he  added;  “and  I  believe  I  have  been  successful 
in  doing  some  good.” 

Such  was  the  spirit  of  the  men.  The  grace  of  Christ,  the  preach¬ 
ing  of  the  gospel  as  their  daily  employment,  and, The  knowledge  that 
they  sustained  an  important  ''elation  to  a  grand  and  far-reaching 
Christian  enterprise,  gave  them  a  moral  elevation  which  they  used 
for  the  people.  That  convention,  that  coming  together  seeing  and 
hearing  each  other,  gathering  up  facts,  comparing  of  experiences 
methods,  successes  and  failures,  deepened  impressions,  and  incited 
to  more  faith,  consecration,  and  courage. 

Religious  hooks  are  very  scarce  in  West  Virginia.  It  was  the 
common  testimony  that  in  the  interior  of  the  state,  it  was  seldom 
that  any  religious  books,  except  Bibles  and  hymn-books,  could  be 
found  which  had  not  been  obtained  of  our  colporteurs.  They  could 
be  traced  everywhere  by  the  books  or  tracts  sold  or  given.  The 
Moderator  of  an  Ecclesiastical  Association  said  that  from  the  lack  of 
books,  he  had  been  taught  to  read  out  of  a  Child’s  Paper  left  by  a 
colporteur.  There  is  need  for  col  portage  to  carry  the  books  to  the 
families,  and  create  a  demand  for  a  Christian  literature,  and  this 
they  are  doing  in  various  ways,  partly  by  forming 
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SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 

These  are  springing  up  amid  the  hills  and  valleys  at  a  delightful 
rate.  A  minister  in  West  Virginia  said  to  me,  he  could  form  imme¬ 
diately  seven  Sabbath-schools  if  he  had  a  few  books.  I  said  :  “  It  is 
a  good  deal  of  an  undertaking  to  furnish  a  whole  state  with  books  ; 
can’t  you  do  something  without  them  ?”  His  countenance  fell,  and 
with  his  eyes  on  the  floor,  he  replied:  “No,  I  can’t  find  a  man  who 
will  be  responsible  for  a  Sabbath-school  without  books  or  papers.” 
‘  Well,  can’t  you  collect  money  enough  in  each  locality  to  buy  the 
books?”  “No,  the  people  are  very  poor  and  indifferent.  I  can  find 
only  two  or  three  in  a  place,  who  care  enough  to  give  or  do  any 
thing-  for  a  Sabbath-school.”  “  How  much  would  you  need  to  begin 
those  schools  successfully  ?”  He  thought  a  moment  and  then  replied  : 
“  Eight  dollars’  worth  of  books,  on  an  average  to  each  school,  would 
be  sufficient.”  The  money  for  the  schools  was  raised  by  a  Sabbath- 
school  in  Ohio,  and  the  books  were  forwarded. 

That  is  the  work  our  colporteurs  are  doing  amid  the  valleys 
and  on  the  hills  of  West  Virginia.  They  not  only  feed  the  sheep,  but 
gather  the  lambs  and  leave  them  to  the  care  of  Christian  shepherds. 
It  is  a  noble  service,  and  the  Lord  adds  his  blessing. 

A  GRATIFYING  RETROSPECT. 

Mr.  John  Potter,  who  for  twenty-three  years  has  been  engaged  in 
the  work  of  the  Tract  Society  in  Western  Pennsylvania,  laboring 
faithfully  in  the  circulation  of  its  publications,  and  in  the  extension 
of  its  usefulness,  has  recently  entered  upon  the  duties  of  a  City  Mis¬ 
sionary  in  Philadelphia.  In  closing  up  his  work  and  referring  to 
some  of  its  useful  and  cheering  results,  he  says  : 

“I  bless  God  that  he  ever  put  me  into  the  American  Tract  Soci¬ 
ety,  and  think  I  shall  bless  him  to  all  eternity  for  it.  If  I  had 
kept  a  record  since  the  first  day  I  entered  its  service,  and  could  now 
state  the  number  of  volumes  I  have  sold  and  granted,  and  all  the 
tracts  I  have  distributed,  all  the  addresses  I  have  made  to  congrega¬ 
tions  and  Sabbath-schools  and  prayer-meetings,  all  the  families  I 
have  talked  and  prayed  with,  and  all  the  revivals  I  have  labored  in, 
what  a  volume  it  would  make  !  When  the  books  are  opened,  1  think 
it  will  appear  that  God  has  wonderfully  blest  his  own  truth  during 
these  twenty-three  years  of  labor  in  his  service.  I  shall  always 
love  the  Society,  and  while  I  live  contribute  for  its  support.”

In  presenting  the  fifth  annual  report  of  the  Richmond  Agency,  we 
find  much  to  excite  our  gratitude  to  God  for  enlarged  success. 
Although  a  considerable  portion  of  this  field  was  visited  by  a  long 
and  distressing  drought  during  the  past  summer,  which  caused  a  total 
failure  of  the  crops,  yet  the  results  of  the  year  show  an  increase  of 
labor,  a  large  advance  in  the  business  receipts  of  the  agency,  and 
that  the  spirit  has  sealed  the  truth  to  the  salvation  of  many  souls. 


BUSINESS. 

The  cash  receipts  for  the  year  have  been  from  sales,  $29,485  15  ; 
donations,  $214  21  ;  making  total  cash  received,  $29,699  42  ;  an 
increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  $6,030  11.  Amount  gratuitously 
distributed  to  the  destitute,  $6,324  81  :  making  the  entire  business 
of  the  Agency  for  the  year,  $36,024  29. 

Over  $35,000  worth  of  publications  have  been  circulated  by  sale 
and  grants,  including  over  10,000  copies  of  the  Messenger  and  Child’s 
Paper. 

RELIEF  TO  THE  DESTITUTE. 

The  Society,  through  the  efficient  aid  of  its  eighty  colporteurs, 
voluntary  distributors,  ministers,  Christian  workers  in  the  various 
branches  of  the  church,  and  officers  of  public  institutions,  has  distrib¬ 
uted  to  those  who  wanted  this  spiritual  food  for  the  mind  and  heart, 
but  were  unable  to  buy,  $6,324  81  worth  of  its  valuable  publica¬ 
tions.  Many  cases  of  individuals  convicted  and  converted  through 
the  influence  of  the  truth  thus  distributed,  have  been  reported  to  us, 
and  thousands  have  learned  to  read  God’s  word  by  the  use  of  the 
primers  and  elementary  instruction  books  of  the  Society. 

In  order  to  carry  on  this  work  we  must  still  appeal  to  the  church 
to  furnish  the  means.  Appeals  for  aid  continue  to  come  from  every 
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part  of  this  large  and  impoverished  field.  Much  has  been  done  for 
this  people,  but  the  field  is  a  vast  one,  and  thousands  must  perish 
without  the  gospel,  unless  it  is  sent  them.  The  churches  in  the 
South  are  not  able  to  accomplish  this  work  alone.  We  confidently 
hope  that  those  who  have  enabled  the  Society  to  keep  up  this  good 
work  for  the  past  five  years,  will  not  be  weary  in  well-doing,  but 
will  continue  to  lend  us  a  helping  hand. 

MISSIONARY  COLPORTAGE. 

Many  districts  have  been  destitute  of  all  public  religious  privi¬ 
leges,  the  churches  being  forsaken,  and  the  ministry  compelled  to 
forsake  their  flocks  to  look  for  means  to  provide  themselves  and  fam¬ 
ilies  with  the  necessaries  of  life  ;  in  other  districts,  the  people  live  so 
far  apart  that  they  cannot  come  together  in  sufficient  numbers  to 
make  a  congregation,  and  in  others  they  have  lost  their  relish  for 
such  things.  Some  also  have  not  the  clothing  necessary  to  appear 
decent  at  church. 

The  colporteur  goes  into  these  destitute  places,  visits  the  houses 
of  the  people,  and  the  hovels  of  the  most  degraded,  talks  to  them  of 
their  soul  and  its  eternal  interests,  and  leaves  them  a  small  book,  a 
primer,  or  tract,  to  preach  to  them  after  he  has  gone.  Prayer  is 
offered  in  houses  where  it  never  was  heard  before,  and  good  seed 
is  sown,  yielding  thirty,  sixty,  or  a  hundred  fold.  In  a  number  of 
efforts  begun  under  the  most  discouraging  circumstances,  before  the 
end  of  the  year,  souls  have  been  converted,  and  churches  formed  in 
neighborhoods  where  prayer  and  praise  were  seldom,  if  ever  heard  ; 
prejudice  has  been  overcome,  and  the  most  violent  opposers  of  the 
work  have  become  devoted  friends. 

THE  COLPORTEURS  AND  THE  SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

The  interest  in  the  Sunday-school  work  is  still  on  the  increase. 
More  schools  have  been  organized  and  aided  by  the  Society,  through 
this  Agency  this  year,  than  in  any  year  before  ;  the  number  reported, 
1,001,  is  largely  short  of  the  number  aided,  some  of  the  colporteurs 
having  failed  to  report  upon  this  point. 

Several  colporteurs  in  North  Carolina,  referring  to  the  numerous 
revivals  that  were  enjoyed  in  that  state  last  summer,  say  that  they 
were  largely  in  the  localities  where  the  Society  had  performed  most 
colportage,  and  they  were  generally  attributed  to  the  awakened 
interest  in  Sabbath-schools  that  had  been  encouraged  and  fostered 
by  the  colporteurs. 
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CONVERSIONS  REPORTED  AND  CHURCHES  ORGANIZED. 

We  do  not  claim  for  our  work,  that  it  lias  been  instrumental  in 
the  conversion  of  all  that  are  here  reported  ;  but  we  rejoice  to  know 
that  in  those  communities  where  our  colporteurs  have  labored,  the 
spirit  of  revival  has  almost  invariably  prevailed.  The  number  of 
conversions  reported  is  four  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-eight, 
and  the  number  of  new  churches  reported  to  have  been  organized,  on 
the  various  fields  occupied  by  our  colporteurs,  is  fifty-five  ;  we  be¬ 
lieve  these  figures  are  far  short  of  giving  the  whole  number,  but 
they  are  sufficient  to  give  some  idea  of  the  advance  which  the  church 
has  been  making  under  thecmany  hinderances  with  which  she  has 
had  to  contend,  and  of  the  efficiency  of  the  means  used  for  the  accom¬ 
plishment  of  good.  We  would  praise  the  great  Head  of  the  church 
for  this  success,  and  to  his  great  name  alone  give  all  the  honor  and 
glory. 

SUMMARY  OF  LABOR  AND  RESULTS. 

Eighty  colporteurs  have  labored  on  this  field  during  the  year, 
eighteen  of  them  were  students,  representing  seven  institutions  of 
learning,  and  six  different  branches  of  the  church.  The  aggregate 
time  devoted  to  this  work  was  thirty-six  years,  three  months,  and 
twenty-four  days.  They  held  3,978  religious  meetings,  made  68,426 
family  visits,  and  held  personal  religious  conversation  or  prayed  in 
54,935  families.  In  many  of  these  houses  the  sound  of  prayer  was 
heard  for  the  first  time,  and  10,085  of  them  seldom,  if  ever,  attended 
public  worship;  the  laborers  found  10,300  destitute  of  religious 
books  except  the  Bible,  and  7,285  destitute  of  the  Bible.  Surely 
there  is  much  yet  to  be  done  in  this  great  work  of  fireside  preaching, 
and  the  churches  must  furnish  the  means  while  God  is  calling  the 
men  into  this  field  of  usefulness. 

THE  FREEDMEN. 

Our  reports  are  very  encouraging  in  regard  to  the  progress  that 
is  being  made  by  freedmen.  Thousands  of  adults  have  learned  to 
read  God’s  word  in  the  Sabbath-schools  throughout  the  country,  and 
many  more,  especially  in  the  cities  and  towns,  have  learned  at  home  by 
aid  of  their  own  children,  who  have  been  taught  by  faithful,  self-deny¬ 
ing  teachers  in  the  Sabbath-schools.  Many  of  those  taught  are  quali¬ 
fied,  and  go  out  to  teach  others,  and  thus  the  leaven  of  education  has 
been  deepening  and  widening  among-  them  ;  but  truth  requires  us  to 
say  that  thousands  of  these  people  spend  their  time  in  idleness,  and 
depend  on  getting  a  living  in  an  easier  -way  than  by  working  for  it.

This  sad  condition  can  best  be  reached  by  the  colporteur  who  takes 
particular  interest  in  the  welfare  of  these  people,  both  temporal  and 
spiritual,  by  preaching  the  Gospel,  organizing  Sabbath  or  night 
schools,  and  instructing  them  whenever  they  can  get  a  sufficient 
number  together,  and  Christian-hearted  men  and  women,  to  aid  in 
carrying  them  on. 

In  some  instances  one  teacher  instructs  a  whole  school  by  the 
aid  of  the  Society’s  large  cards  for  beginners,  being  suspended  so 
that  a  hundred  may  see  them  at  one  time.  By  the  start  thus  obtained, 
and  the  use  of  the  Society’s  primers  and  readers,  many  of  them,  in  a 
few  weeks  or  months,  learn  sufficiently  to  enable  them  to  read  God’s 
Holy  Word. 

To  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  colporteur  labor  among  the 
freedmen,  the  Society,  in  addition  to  the  attention  and  labor  that  all 
of  its  colporteurs  have  given  them,  have  had  the  services  of  four 
colored  colporteurs,  who  labor  exclusively  with  and  for  the  colored 
people.

When  we  review  the  past,  it  seems  that  much  has  been  done  for 
the  freedmen,  but  when  we  remember  the  vastness  of  the  multitude 
that  was  td  be  taught,  and  Christianized,  the  many  difficulties  that 
were  to  be  overcome,  without  feeling  at  all  discouraged,  we  may  say 
the  work  is  but  begun  ;  the  increased  responsibility  to  work  for  the 
salvation  of  these  people,  and  prepare  them  to  occupy  places  of  use¬ 
fulness  in  this  life,  should  be  deeply  felt  ;  but  the  changed  condition 
of  their  relation  to  our  government  and  country,  make  it  more  im¬ 
portant  than  ever  that  they  shall  be  enlightened,  and  prepared  for 
their  duties  and  responsibilities  as  citizens  ;  and  their  condition 
appeals  to  our  patriotism,  as  well  as  our  humanity  and  Christian 
charity,  to  do  all  that  we  can  to  aid  them  in  their  efforts  to  under¬ 
stand  their  privileges  and  their  duties  toward  God  and  man.  They 
must  be  a  great  power  in  the  land  for  good  or  evil,  and  if  Christians 
will  not  come  forward  and  use  that  power,  then  the  enemies  of  the 
truth  will  secure  and  wield  it  ;  indeed,  there  are  strong  efforts  now 
being-  made  to  this  end,  and  not  altogether  without  effect. 

ROME  AT  WORK 

From  many  sources  we  are  informed  that  the  Romish  church, 
seeing  the  power  which  the  new  condition  of  things  in  the  South 
gives  to  the  freedmen,  is  holding  out  her  hands  to  them,  with  bribes 
to  win  them  to  her  fold. 

While  they  were  slaves  it  was  a  strange  thing  to  find  one  of 
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them  a  Roman- catholic,  but  matters  are  now  changed,  and  there  is 
an  object  to  be  gained  by  getting  them  into  their  fold.  Oh  !  that 
the  Protestant  church  may  see  their  duty  in  this  respect  before  it  is 
too  late.  Let  the  means  be  provided  at  once,  that  the  number  of 
special  colporteurs  to  this  portion  of  our  people  may  be  largely 
increased. 

EDUCATING  COLORED  MINISTERS. 

This  work  is  advancing.  Many  are  being  trained  in  private  clas¬ 
ses  by  the  white  ministers  of  the  South,  and  there  are  several  very 
creditable  institutions  for  this  purpose  on  this  field.  We  delight  to 
cooperate  with  this  movement  in  every  way  that  we  can,  and  would 
be  glad  if  the  Society  shall  have  placed  at  its  disposal  funds  suf¬ 
ficient  to  enable  us  to  present  each  one  of  these  students,  who  are 
striving  to  become  polished  workmen  in  the  Master’s  service,  and 
are  not  able  to  buy  them,  a  set  of  its  “  Bible  Helps.”  We  have  been 
able  to  do  something  in  this  way,  but  as  the  work  extends,  the  call 
for  aid  in  this  direction  increases  beyond  the  Society’s  ability  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  them. 

DESTITUTION. 

Although  the  Society  and  its  friends  have  done  and  are  doing  a 
great  work,  yet  when  we  look  over  this  vast  field  for  missionary 
labor,  we  must  exclaim,  “Who  is  sufficient  for  these  things  !”  We 
are  cheered  by  the  reflection  that  thus  far  the  Lord  has  led  us  on 
from  one  field  of  usefulness  to  another,  until  there  are  thousands  who 
praise  him  for  what  he  has  wrought  in  them  through  this  agency  ; 
but  the  cry  still  comes  from  thousands  more,  “Help  us  !  Help  us  !” 
We  have  many  letters  showing  that  unless  the  church  shall  continue 
this  work,  and  increase  the  number  of  laborers,  thousands  must 
perish  in  our  own  land  without  the  gospel. 

It  is  a  lamentable  fact  that  a  majority  of  our  reports  speak  of 
this  want  among  the  professors  of  religion  ;  they  do  not  seem  to  feel 
their  individual  responsibility  in  this  great  work  of  saving  souls,  and 
there  are  but  few  systematic  plans  for  carrying  forward  the  great 
work  of  saving  those  that  are  perishing  for  the  want  of  this  effort. 

A  gentleman  from  one  of  the  best  counties  of  Virginia,  says  : 
“  We  have  preaching  only  once  a  month  at  the  most  favored  of  our 
churches  in  this  part  of  the  country,  and  when  it  is  stormy  the  nature 
of  our  roads,  and  the  want  of  conveyances  prevent  us  frequently 
from  having  this  privilege.  Thus  it  is  months  together,  that  we  are 
debarred  the  pleasure  of  attending  public  worship  ;  \vc  have  but  few 
books.  Send  a  colporteur  to  distribute  the  truth,  and  preach  around 
our  firesides.” 
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COLPORTEUR  CONVENTIONS. 

During  the  past  Summer  three  meetings  of  colporteurs,  with 
two  officers  from  New  York,  the  District  Secretary  from  Philadelphia, 
General  Agent  from  Rochester,  and  Superintendent  of  Richmond 
Agency,  were  held  at  convenient  points  on  this  field  ;  these  meet¬ 
ings,  we  think,  were  productive  of  much  good  to  those  who  attended 
them,  and  no  doubt  have  been  of  benefit  to  the  work,  and  the  people. 

The  meetings  were  held  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  those  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  work  rather  than  for  making  a  public  impression. 
Yet  our  sessions  being  held  with  open  doors,  we  were  pleased  to 
have  many  friends  of  the  cause  to  visit  us,  and  give  us  the  benefit 
of  their  counsel  and  advice.  The  hospitalities  of  the  places,  Golds¬ 
boro,  and  Charlotte,  N.  C.,  and  Staunton,  Va.,  were  extended  to  the 
meetings,  the  houses  of  the  citizens  were  thrown  open  to  the 
brethren,  and  every  provision  made  for  our  comfort  while  temporarily 
sojourning  among  them.  We  take  pleasure  in  gratefully  acknowl¬ 
edging  this  kindness,  and  believe  that  it  is  but  a  faint  expression  of 
the  feeling  that  occupies  the  heart  of  every  one ‘who  attended. 

Statements  weie  freely  made  in  regard  to  the  personal  ex¬ 
perience  of  those  engaged  in  the  work,  the  providences  by  which 
they  were  brought  into  it,  the  character  of  their  fields,  and  methods 
of  their  labors. 

While  the  fields  were  very  diverse  in  their  natural  characteristics,  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  such  an  agency  as  colportage  was  universally  claimed  and  clearly  recog¬ 
nized,  not  only  by  those  who  had  so  earnestly  devoted  life  and  labor  to  it,  but  by 
the  intelligent  Christian  residents  who  were  familiar  with  the  moral  wants  de¬ 
scribed,  and  with  the  methods  and  results  of  this  unpretending  agency  for  their 
removal. 


FIVE  YEARS’  SUMMARY. 

In  reviewing  the  work  for  the  past  five  years,  we  find  great  reason 
for  encouragement.  The  cause  has  been  gaining  on  the  affections 
and  confidence  of  the  people,  and  the  business  of  the  agency  has 
gradually  improved.  The  first  year  we  had  fifteen  colporteurs,  this 
year  we  have  eighty,  and  yet  hardly  one  fourth  of  the  field  has  been 
occupied. 

The  Society  has  circulated  publications  to  the  value  of  §117,149  87 
of  which  amount  §28,249  53  were  gratuitously  distributed  to  the 
poor  and  destitute.  The  great  good  that  the  circulation  of  such  an 
amount  of  religious  truth  will  do,  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  ;  but 
we  rejoice  to  know  that  it  is  not  without  immediate  results.  No 
less  than  3,557  Sabbath  or  secular  schools  have  been  organized  or 
aided,  during  the  five  years,  with  an  aggregate  of  about  200,000  scholars 
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many  of  whom  have  been  taught  to  read  the  word  of  God,  and  many 
have  found  the  way  of  life,  and  connected  themselves  with  the  vari¬ 
ous  branches  of  the  church.  Over  9,000  souls  have  been  reported  as 
having  professed  faith  in  Christ  through  the  influence  of  the  truth 
thus  circulated  by  the  Society’s  workers,  and  those  with  whom  they 
have  cooperated. 

With  such  continued  evidence  of  God’s  blessing,  we  close  an¬ 
other  year’s  labor.  Taking  courage  from  the  past,  we  look  to  the 
future  with  renewed  hope,  calling  on  all  who  love  the  Saviour  to 
unite  with  us  in  the  circulation  of  His  truth,  and  to  aid  us  by  their 
prayers  for  its  success.

The  Superintendent  reports : 

The  circulation  of  publications  by  this  Agency  the  past  year 
amounts  to  $25,200  ’IS.  Thirty  colporteurs  have  been  employed,  one 
third  of  whom  were  students.  In  looking  over  the  reports  of  these 
colporteurs  I  have  been  greatly  interested  in  the  evidence  which  they 
furnish  of  the  divine  blessing  upon  missionary  colportage,  and  that 
the  good  seed  sown  by  colporteurs  twenty-five  or  thirty  years  ago  is 
bearing’  fruit. 

As  an  Illustration. — In  1853,  the  native  converts  of  the  Sandwich 
Islands  sent  a  contribution  of  $400  for  the  benefit  of  the  home  mis¬ 
sionaries  of  Ohio.  One  of  these  missionaries,  whose  ministry  up  to 
that  period  had  been  fruitless,  or  nearly  so,  received,  as  his  portion  of 
the  donation,  “The  Religious  Library,”  of  25  volumes,  published  by 
the  American  Tract  Society.  One  of  these  volumes  (Owen,  on  For¬ 
giveness)  gave  him  such  views  of  God  and  comfort  of  hope  as  he 
bad  never  had  before.  Soon  after,  his  ministry  began  to  be  at¬ 
tended  with  new  life  and  power.  Within  the  last  five  years  he  has 
been  blessed  with  three  revivals,  and  he  now  gladly  acknowledges 
that  the  serenity  of  his  own  hope  and  his  usefulness  as  a  minister  of 
Christ  are  due  in  large  measure,  under  God,  to  the  native  converts  of 
the  Sandwich  Islands  and  the  Tract  Society. 
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A  colporteur  in  Ohio  writes  :  “I  am  laboring  on  a  field  I  went  to  over  twenty 
years  ago,  and  find  many  books  in  families  that  I  sold  or  granted  at  that  time. 
One  woman  inquired  if  I  was  not  the  man  that  gave  hdr  a  book  twenty-five  years 
ago.  She  said  she  was  the  girl  that  wanted  a  novel  then.  I  had  given  her  a 
hook  of  Flavel’s,  On  Keeping  the  Heart,  and  she  hoped  that  she  had  given  her 
heart  to  the  Lord.  An  old  lady  said  she  purchased  Jay’s  Morning  Exercises  of  me, 
and  it  has  been  her  daily  companion  ever  since.  It  was  well  worn.” 

A  colporteur  in  Ohio,  who  has  been  recently  commissioned,  reports  that  he  has 
visited  393  families  in  two  months,  with  all  of  whom  he  conversed  on  personal 
religion  or  prayer.  He  writes  : 

“  At  the  close  of  my  report  of  last  month  I  promised  you  further  information 
concerning  our  little  boys  and  girls  to  whom  I  have  given  tracts.  We  have  or¬ 
ganized  a  juvenile  prayer  meeting.  At  my  request  they  handed  in  their  names  on 
slips  of  paper,  twenty-nine  the  first  night,  and  fifty-one  last  Friday  evening. 
Some  of  them  have  gone  to  the  pastor’s  study  for  conversation  and  prayer,  and  give 
evidence  of  saving  conversion.  These  are  some  of  the  beginnings  of  a  good  work 
among  the  youth  as  the  fruits  of  the  distribution  of  the  Society’s  publications. 
On  last  Friday  I  gave  each  of  them  the  tract,  ‘  We  would  see  Jesus.’  ” 

A  colporteur  in  Indiana  writes :  “I  have  assisted  in  organizing  two  Sabbath- 
schools  during  this  quarter,  one  of  them  in  a  neighborhood  nearly  destitute  of  all 
religious  instruction,  from  the  fact  that  most  of  those  residing  there  are  not  in  the 
habit  of  attending  any  church.  Some  good  has  been  done  already,  and  much  seed 
sown  that,  I  trust,  will  yet  bring  forth  fruit  unto  everlasting  life. 

“  One  woman  whom  I  visited  said,  she  had  been  considering  the  importance  of 
giving  her  heart  to  Christ  for  some  time.  She  asked  me  for  a  Bible,  and  as  she  had 
none,  I  gave  her  one,  and  she  promised  to  read  it  and  pray  for  a  new  heart.  As 
I  talked  and  prayed  with  her  the  tears  streamed  down  her  face.  She  said  that 
when  she  was  a  little  girl  living  with  her  mother  in  Virginia,  a  man  stopped  there 
with  just  such  books  as  I  had.  He  gave  her  a  little  book,  and  earnestly  invited 
her  to  come  to  Jesus.  She  read  the  book  many  times,  but  at  last  lost  it.  A  few 
days  before  I  saw  her,  while  in  the  garden  by  herself,  the  invitation  and  the  look 
of  earnestness  which  accompanied  it,  came  back  to  her  mind  with  all  the  freshness 
of  an  occurrence  of  yesterday,  although  more  than  thirty  years  had  passed.  As  I 
endeavored  to  show  her  the  sin  of  striving  against  the  Spirit  I  felt  greatly  cheered. 
Here  was  seed  that  had  been  sown  by  a  colporteur  more  than  thirty  years  ago,  and 
yet  was  bringing  forth  fruit. 

“Another  family  which  I  visited  was  destitute  of  a  Bible.  I  gave  them  one 
and  prayed  with  them.  Afterwards,  as  I  was  passing,  the  woman  came  out  and 
said  she  wanted  to  thank  me  again  for  talking  and  praying  with  them,  and  for  the 
tracts  which  I  had  given  her.  She,  wanted  to  he  a  true  C  hristian.  I  have  found 
many  warm  friends  who  are  anxious  for  me  to  remain  longer,  and  labor  in  this 
glorious  work.” 

Another  colporteur,  in  Indiana,  writes  :  “I  have  found  pastors  and  Christians 
more  ready  to  cooperate  than  formerly,  and  have  noticed  that  in  all  cases  where 
they  do,  the  results  are  more  satisfactory.  I  am  convinced  that  the  pastor  has  no 
better  helper  than  a  faithful  colporteur.  For  the  last  two  months  I  have  been  in 
continued  revival  scenes,  and  as  far  as  I  could,  have  aided  both  publicly  and  from 
house  to  house.  I  have  preached  and  spoken  in  thirty- seven  meetings  during 
that  period. 

&  I  spent  three  weeks  at  K - ,  where  the  pastor  wrote  you  for  a  colporteur  ; 
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sold  nearly  $200  worth  of  books,  and  distributed  a  good  many  tracts.  I  preached 
and  talked  in  their  meetings,  and  assisted  in  their  daily  prayer-meetings.  There 
are  many  awakened,  hut  it  is  a  hard  place.  The  minister  most  cordially  com¬ 
mended  my  work  to  the  people,  and  before  I  left,  many  Christians  came  to  me  and 
expressed  their  thanks  for  my  visit,  and  their  regret  that  I  could  not  stay  longer.” 

A  colporteur  in  Tennessee  writes  :  “  I  am  much  encouraged  by  the  evidence  of 
good  results  from  colporteur  labor.  Quite  a  number  of  families  whom  I  have 
visited  are  making  arrangements  to  attend  church  and  Sabbath-school.  There 
have  been  three  hopeful  conversions  where  I  labored,  and  others  have  been 
awakened  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  publications  which  I  have  dis¬ 
tributed.” 

Another  colporteur  in  East  Tennessee  writes  :  “I  am  glad  to  sit  down  and 
write  a  sketch  of  my  labors  the  past  quarter.  I  have  been  trying  to  sow  the  seed. 
So  far  my  work  has  been  entirely  among  the  hills.  I  have  not  visited  a  single 
family  in  any  of  the  towns,  of  which  there  are  fifteen  in  my  district,  neither  have 
I  spent  more  than  a  week  in  the  valleys  on  the  rivers  which  run  through  the  two 
counties  assigned  me.  This  will  account  for  the  small  sales  and  large  proportion 
■of  grants.  The  number  of  families  visited  is  very  small,  because  of  the  ruggedness 
of  the  country  and  sparseness  of  the  population.  I  also  prefer  to  spend  sufficient 
time  with  each  family  to  interest  them  in  the  object  of  my  mission.  Two  weeks 
ago  I  canvassed  a  section  of  country  five  miles  square,  in  which  I  found  three  fami¬ 
lies  with  no  Bible,  fifteen  with  no  other  book,  and  thirty  with  no  money.  I  gave 
away  five  times  as  much  as  I  sold  that  week,  and  much  of  it  on  my  own  personal 
account.  Otic  month  ago  I  organized  a  Sabbath-school  at  Mill  Spring  Creek,  to 
which  all  those  people  are  being  drawn.  The  school  commenced  with  twenty- 
eight  scholars,  and  now  numbers  seventy-five.  I  have  found  it  neccessary  to  make 
them  liberal  grants  on  account  of  their  poverty. 

“  1  have  resuscitated  five  schools  which  were  in  a  dying  condition,  and  they 
seem  much  encouraged  by  the  impulse  of  new  scholars  whom  I  have  enlisted.  The 
Tract  Society’s  work  is  the  most  available  instrumentality  of  reaching  the  des¬ 
titute  in  these  mountain  districts.” 

At  a  later  date  he  writes  :  “  I  now  begin  to  see  the  fruits  of  my  work  last 
Summer.  Fifteen  of  the  Mill  Spring  Sabbath-school  are  now  members  of  the 
Church,  who  knew  nothing  of  Christ  last  Autumn.  Thank  God  for  it.  I  am  now 
going  to  organize  a  Sunday-school  in  my  old  home  Church,  the  place  where  I 
found  the  Saviour,  and  where  there  has  not  been  a  Sabbath-school  for  twenty-four 
years.

REPORT  OF  REY.  GLEN  WOOD. 

In  reviewing  the  year  that  has  just  closed,  I  have  to  report  a 
period  of  extraordinary  embarrassments  and  trials,  and  consequently 
diminished  results  in  some  respects,  accompanied  with  increased 
relative  expense.  The  floods  and  storms  have  greatly  embarrassed 
the  colporteurs  in  travelling.  And  the  confusion  in  regard  to  the 
finances  of  the  country,  and  the  depression  in  the  prices  of  produce, 
have  made  the  sale  of  books  difficult,  and  increased  the  necessity  for 
grants. 

Yet  these  very  difficulties  have  developed  the  earnest  persever¬ 
ance  of  the  colporteurs  in  their  evangelical  missionary  labors.  While 
tempted  to  close  their  agency,  because  of  so  little  apparent  suc¬ 
cess  in  sales,  they  at  the  same  time  expressed  ardent  devotion  to  it, 
as  affording  the  opportunity  for  preaching  the  gospel  to  multitudes 
who  else  would  never  hear  it. 

The  continued  destitutions  of  the  word  of  God  and  of  religious 
books  reported,  should  not  surprise  us.  One  generation  passeth 
away  and  another  generation  cometh.  These  destitutions  cannot  be 
permanently  removed.  Canvass  any  given  district  thoroughly,  so 
that  there  shall  not  be  a  family  in  that  district  destitute  of  a  Bible 
and  of  religious  books,  and  go  over  that  ground  again  in  twelve 
months  thereafter,  and  you  shall  probably  find  from  one-thirtieth  to 
one-tenth  of  the  families  destitute,  not  that  the  books  left  on  the 
former  visit  have  been  destroyed,  but  some  families  have  moved 
away,  new  families  have  been  formed,  and  many  others  have  moved 
in.  In  this  Western  field  the  changes  by  removals  and  immigration 
can  hardly  be  appreciated  by  those  who  have  lived  in  well-settled 
districts,  where  changes  are  comparatively  few.  Here  our  population 
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is  entirely  new.  Often  a  town  or  a  county  multiplies  its  inhabitants 
from  a  few  scores  to  hundreds  or  even  thousands  in  a  year.  And 
this  state  of  things  must  continue  for  many  years  to  come.  Hence 
colportage — “a  ministry  settled  on  horseback,”  is  the  plan  exactly 
adapted  to  meet  the  ever-changing  destitutions  of  this  country. 

The  unscctarian  feature  of  this  enterprise  is  of  great  importance  in 
this  field.  While  there  is  ample  scope  for  the  utmost  exertions  of 
all  classes  of  religionists,  every  one  of  which  is  sure  to  command 
success  in  proportion  to  the  enterprise  and  energy  manifested,  there 
is  a  wide  field  among  the  vast  irreligious  masses  for  an  agency 
unprejudiced  by  sectarian  names.  Alienated  by  the  strifes  of  pro¬ 
fessing  Christians,  offended  by  priestcraft  under  the  garb  of  religion, 
and  embittered  by  the  delusions  and  false  representations  of  infi¬ 
delity,  multitudes  repudiate  all  religion,  and  think  they  hate  all 
Christians  ;  but  when  met  by  an  earnest  colporteur  coming  in  the 
name  of  those  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus  without  respect  to  parties, 
and  in  the  fulness  of  the  gospel  telling  the  story  of  the  cross,  and 
persuading  men  to  be  reconciled  unto  God,  many  are  constrained 
to  seek  unto  the  Lord,  and  find  salvation. 

Thus  we  are  constantly  assured  that  our  labors  are  not  in  vain  in 
the  Lord. 

The  demand  for  laborers  and  for  grants  of  publications  is  ceaseless 
and  extending.  As  the  population  extends  into  “the  regions  beyond,” 
Christians  and  Christian  ministers  find  their  way  into  new  and 
desolate  places.  Some  become  absorbed  in  the  pursuit  of  wealth, 
some  realize  the  destitutions  and  are  constrained  to  make  efforts  to 
meet  them.  From  these  there  come  numerous  and  earnest  appeals 
for  grants  of  tracts  and  books  for  general  circulation,  and  for  Sun¬ 
day-school  libraries.  These  also  call  loudly  and  earnestly  for  a 
helper  to  come  among  them  as  a  colporteur ;  or  from  successful 
personal  efforts  in  their  own  communities,  they  are  led  to  inquire 
what  they  can  do  to  extend  the  work  into  the  neighboring  settle¬ 
ments.  Then  comes  the  appeal  that  they  themselves  may  be  em¬ 
ployed  as  colporteurs. 

From  every  state  and  territory  in  the  Northwest  we  have  appli¬ 
cations  for  men  in  different  denominations  desiring  to  be  engaged  in 
this  service.  The  tests  applied  by  the  committee  are  severe,  but  we 
find  enough  to  bear  those  tests,  and  I  doubt  not  our  number  might  be 
quadrupled  within  a  year,  if  we  were  able  to  pay  a  satisfactory  com¬ 
pensation  and  employ  all  who  could  bring  sufficient  recommendation. 

The  average  number  of  family  visits  made  by  each  colporteur 
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was  2,664,  in  1,920  of  which  successful  efforts  were  made  to  intro¬ 
duce  the  subject  of  personal  practical  godliness.  The  largest  num¬ 
ber  of  visits  made  by  one  man  was  4,442,  in  4,214  of  which  conver¬ 
sation  was  had  on  the  subject  of  religion. 

The  average  number  of  religious  meetings  attended  and  ad¬ 
dressed  was  96,  making  an  aggregate  of  over  1,300. 

Every  fifteenth  family  visited  was  a  Protestant  family  destitute 
of  all  religious  books  except  the  Bible,  and  every  thirty-eighth  family 
visited  was  a  Protestant  family  having  no  Bible.

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  all  contributions  received  still  continue 
to  be  invested  in  the  missionary  work  and  grants  ;  and  this  year 
with  nearly  a  hundred  per  cent,  added,  exclusive  of  all  agencies 
employed  in  superintendence  and  the  collection  of  funds. 

We  beg  leave  to  say  to  our  friends,  and  all  who  love  the  Lord 
Jesus,  and  desire  his  coming,  that  our  greatest  trials  come  from  the 
necessity  to  limit  all  applications  for  grants  because  of  the  inad¬ 
equacy  of  the  means  put  at  our  command  to  cover  them. 

Why  should  thousands  starve  for  the  bread  of  life,  and  perish 
while  there  is  bread  enough  in  the  Father’s  house  and  to  spare  ;  and 
his  children  are  authorized  to  dispense  it  abroad,  and  so  many  are 
at  the  door  to  distribute  it  judiciously.  “Ye  men  of  Israel,  help  !” 

The  encouragements  in  this  work  are  so  many  and  so  great,  that 
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we  cannot  but  feel  that  it  is  designed  of  God  to  use  it  yet  more 
extensively  for  the  diffusion  of  the  knowledge  of  salvation  among 
the  millions  of  this  country  and  of  the  world. 

The  humility  and  zeal  of  the  men  who  constitute  the  corps  of 
permanent  colporteurs,  are  hopeful  for  the  future  results  of  their 
labors.  Some  have  been  in  the  work  for  five,  ten,  fifteen,  and  a  few 
for  nearly  twenty  years.  They  begin  their  reports  by  sayingj 
“Praise  the  Lord  for  all  his  goodness  to  me,  and  for  his  blessings 
during  the  past  year.”  Unwilling  to  claim  any  thing  for  themselves, 
they  say,  “  I  am  nothing,  Christ  is  all,”  “  I  often  wonder  that  He 
can  use  me  as  an  agent  for  his  holy  cause.”  Though  laboring  all  the 
time  in  the  midst  of  revivals,  and  seeing  hundreds  hopefully  con¬ 
verted  on  their  fields  within  the  year,  and  churches  erected  in  their 
sight,  they  only  say,  “  The  children  of  the  Lord'1'1  have  done  thus  and  so, 
“The  cause  of  the  Lord  is  prospering  here.” 

Another  striking  encouragement  in  this  work  is  the  almost  uni¬ 
versally  kind  reception  these  men  meet  especially  after  they  have 
been  once  over  the  ground.  It  is  truly  wonderful  to  those  not 
accustomed  to  such  experiences,  how  people  supposed  to  be  wholly 
indifferent  to  religion  and  even  violent  haters  of  Christians,  sit 
down  with  these  men  and  lay  open  their  hearts,  revealing'  the 
fact  that  for  many  long  and  weary  years  they  have  been  groaning 
within  themselves,  and  longing  for  an  opportunity  to  disclose  their 
burdens  to  a  sympathizing  heart.  We  know  the  land  is  full  of  such 
people,  and  the  unexpected  kindness  and  cordiality  with  which  they 
receive  faithful  judicious  men,  inspires  us  with  an  earnest  longing  to 
see  a  sufficient  corps  of  men  at  work  to  search  out  every  one  of 
them  at  least  once  in  a  year,  and  point  them  to  the  Lamb  of  God 
who  taketh  away  the  sins  of  the  world. 

The  frequent  occurrence  of  conversions  and  revivals  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  labors  of  these  brethren,  affords  the  most  substantial 
and  satisfactory  encouragements.  Without  this,  whatever  else  might 
be  realized,  we  could  not  regard  the  enterprise  so  highly.  The  com¬ 
mission  of  Christ’s  servants  is  to  “disciple  the  nations ,”  to  “go  into  the 
highways  and  hedges  and  compel  them  to  come  inf  “pulling  them  out 
of  the  fire.”  This  visitation  from  house  to  house  talking  with  the 
people,  and  exhorting  them,  brings  many  to  decide  for  Christ  on  the 
spot.  What  if  all  cannot  be  persuaded,  some  may  be  saved,  must  be 
saved,  will  be  saved.  God  in  his  great  mercy  sends  to  us  the  men 
whom  he  has  prepared  to  go  as  “fishers  of  men.”  The  success  of 
these  fishermen,  sometimes  drawing  their  nets  full  to  breaking, 
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affords  us  ample  encouragement  to  continue  our  work  of  instructing 
the  men  and  supplying  or  mending  their  nets. 

The  dotting  of  the  land  with  Sabbath-schools,  prayer-meetings, 
and  churches,  though  the  number  planted  by  us  may  be  but  a  very 
small  proportion  of  all  that  is  done,  is  nevertheless  so  large  in  com¬ 
parison  with  the  investment  made,  that  we  praise  the  Lord  and  take 
courage.

REPOET  OF  REV.  CHARLES  PEABODY. 

In  all  branches  of  the  Tract  Society’s  work  considerable  progress 
has  been  made  during  the  year  just  closed.  The  results  are  all  lar¬ 
ger  and  more  favorable  than  in  any  year  since  the  commencement  of 
the  late  war.  In  behalf  of  my  fellow-laborers  it  gives  me  pleasure  to 
state,  that,  with  very  few  exceptions,  faithfulness,  diligence,  activity! 
and  Christian  zeal  have  characterized  their  labors. 

The  total  circulation  of  publications  and  periodicals  from  the  St.  Louis 
Agency  during  the  year  has  been  about  $21,700.  Of  this  sum  $4,000 
have  been  soldfrom  the  depository,  and  periodicals  amounting  to  $1,200 
have  been  furnished  to  families,  churches,  and  Sunday-schools.  The 
amount  sold  by  colporteurs  in  the  field  is  nearly  $12,800.  The  amount 
of  grants  of  tracts  and  books  made  by  colporteurs  to  destitute  families 
has  been  $2,000.  Besides  these  grants  over  $400  worth  of  most  valua¬ 
ble  tracts  have  been  sent  direct  from  the  Superintendent’s  office  to  the 
destitute  and  needy  families,  Sunday-schools,  and  churches,  in  Ar¬ 
kansas,  Missouri,  Texas,  Louisiana,  and  Mississippi.  Nor  have  the 
United  States  army  among  the  savages  on  the  frontier,  or  the  litera¬ 
ry,  humane,  and  criminal  institutions  in  different  parts  of  the  field 
been  neglected.  The  good  seed  has  been  scattered  far  and  wide. 

The  total  number  of  colporteurs  in  the  field  has  been  twenty-jive 
and  the  total  amount  of  the  service  rendered  is  about  thirteen  years. 
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They  have  visited  25,640  families,  and  have  been  able  in  20,000 
of  these  families  to  hold  religious  conversation  or  offer  prayer. 

Much  the  largest  number  of  these  colporteurs  are  plain  men,  ac¬ 
customed  to  private  labors  and  private  conversations,  and  yet  they 
have  held  and  addressed  about  1,000  public  or  prayer  meetings,  and 
have  organized  a  large  number  of  Sunday-schools,  where  none  exist¬ 
ed  before. 

Mr.  D.  M.  Smith  in  Southern  and  Western  Kansas,  and  Rev.  H. 
M.  Stevens  in  Western  Missouri  and  Eastern  Kansas,  have  continued 
their  efficient  labors  as  colporteurs  at  large. 

The  correspondence  of  the  year  with  my  fellow-laborers  has 
brought  to  light  a  vast  number  of  facts,  all  going  to  illustrate  the 
value  and  importance  of  colportage  for  the  new  settlements  along 
our  vast  Western  frontier.  You  cannot  afford  a  sufficient  space  in 
your  report  for  even  a  partial  detail  of  these  colporteur  toils,  trials, 
and  triumphs.  That  the  gospel  seed  has  been  thoroughly  scattered 
all  along  our  great  Western  thoroughfares,  accompanied  by  earnest 
labor  and  prayer,  is  a  fact  fitted  of  itself  to  awaken  in  the  mind  of 
every  disciple  emotions  of  gratitude  and  praise. 

Since  I  wrote  my  last  annual  report  the  Pacific  railroad  has  been 
completed,  and  has  become  a  great  highway  of  commerce.  Settle¬ 
ments  are  springing  up  all  along  this  line.  As  yet  no  colporteurs 
have  entered  the  field  west  of  Omaha,  although  one  has  labored  over 
half  the  year  among  the  mountains  of  Colorado,  where  he  has  circulated 
along  the  valleys  and  among  the  miners  over  $900  worth  of  your 
choicest  publications. 

The  depression  of  business,  and  especially  of  agriculture  by  the 
fall  of  prices  during  the  last  half  of  the  year,  has  somewhat  interfered 
with  our  work.  But  we  feel  encouraged  by  the  experience  and  suc¬ 
cesses  of  former  years  to  press  forward,  confident  that  earnest  faith¬ 
fulness  in  the  work  will  bring  the  Divine  blessing  upon  our  efforts.

Every  year,  since  the  opening  of  California  and  the  Western  Coast 
to  Protestant  evang'elizing  effort,  the  Executive  Committee  have  done 
something  there  in  the  diffusion  of  printed  truth,  but  not  until  within 
the  year  now  closed  did  they  see  the  way  clear  for  fully  inaugura¬ 
ting  the  agencies  of  the  Society  upon  the  Pacific  slope. 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Society,  one  year  ago  the 
Rev.  Cf.  L.  Shearer,.  Assistant  Secretary,  and  John  E.  Yassar,  mis¬ 
sionary  colporteur,  were  appointed  a  delegation  to  explore  the  field, 
ascertain  its  necessities,  secure  the  cooperation  of  Christians,  and 
organize  an  agency  for  prosecuting  this  work. 

They  left  New  York  July  21,  and  within  a  few  days  reached  the 
Missouri,  at  Omaha.  Thence  they  continued  westward  along  the 
line  of  the  Pacific  railroad,  in  the  mountains  and  plains  of  Colorado, 
in  the  valley  of  Utah,  among  the  treasure  districts  of  Nevada,  and 
over  much  of  California  and  Oregon,  travelling  more  than  twelve 
thousand  miles,  visiting  the  principal  cities,  and  many  of  the  more 
remote  agricultural  centres,  and  making  careful  personal  observations 
of  the  necessities  and  opportunities  for  Christian  effort. 

Mr.  Y  assar  having  labored  zealously  for  weeks  in  some  of  the 
places  visited,  was  permitted  to  rejoice  over  Christians  edified  and 
souls  converted,  especially  in  Central  City,  Colorado  ;  Yirginia  City, 
Nevada  ;  Sacramento,  Oakland,  and  San  Francisco. 

RICH  YET  POOR. 

The  immense  natural  resources  of  the  Pacific  slope  are  a  sure 
basis  of  its  prospective  commercial  greatness.  Its  mines  have  yielded 
nine  hundred  million  dollars  of  gold  and  silver  ;  and  while  the  present 
annual  product  of  the  precious  metals  is  large,  it  is  exceeded  by  that 
of  both  agriculture  and  manufactures.  Recently  increased  means  of 
communication  promise  an  immediate  and  rapid  development  of  this 
wealth,  and  large  additions  to  the  population. 
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But  in  another  sense  that  part  of  the  country  is  not  rich.  While 
the  position  and  influence  of  the  churches  of  California  and  Oregon 
attained  in  twenty  years  are  encouraging,  and,  considering  the  cir¬ 
cumstances,  compare  favorably  with  the  growth  of  the  older  states, 
the  general  spiritual  destitution  of  the  Pacific  coast  is  appalling. 
The  evangelical  church  membership,  which  in  the  whole  United  States 
constitutes  seventeen  per  cent,  of  the  population,  is  in  these  states 
and  territories  only  three  and  half  per  cent.,  and  beyond  a  very  few 
localities  is  only  two  per  cent.  In  one  state  of  more  than  50,000 
inhabitants,  it  is  less  than  one  per  cent. 

In  one  city  visited,  of  10,000  inhabitants,  the  evangelical  church 
members  numbered  only  one  hundred  and  eighty-five ;  and  in  a  town 
of  fifteen  hundred  inhabitants,  the  church  was  found  to  consist  of  but 
one  man  and  about  twenty  women.  Another  town  with  a  population 
of  five  hundred,  has  neither  Protestant  church  nor  Sabbath-school, 
though  some  of  its  people  seem  desirous  for  both,  and  say  they  would 
welcome  a  missionary.  An  Idaho  judge  of  probate,  formerly  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  a  church  in  the  East,  says,  that  during  a  residence  of  seven¬ 
teen  years  on  the  Pacific  coast,  he  has  not  heard  seventeen  sermons, 
and  that  within  the  past  three  years  not  a  sermon  has  been  preached 
in  the  county  in  which  he  resides. 

In  a  district  five  miles  square,  containing  a  population  of  3,000, 
there  is  neither  stated  preaching  nor  any  other  means  of  Christian 
instruction. 

The  result  of  these  destitutions  is  apparent  in  the  open  denial  of 
the  word  of  God,  the  Sabbath  desecration,  and  the  abounding  and 
shocking  profanity. 

A  prominent  and  highly  esteemed  clergyman,  for  twenty  years  a 
resident  of  California,  describes  the  prevailing  wickedness,  as  com¬ 
prising  “Infidelity  in  every  conceivable  form  and  degree  of  virulence, 
indifferentism,  grown  stiff  and  solid  as  masses  of  ice,  in  the  long 
absence  of  many  from  the  means  of  Christian  instruction,  and  an 
intense  haste  to  be  rich,  with  all  jts  snares.”  He  adds,  “  Help  us  ; 
give  us  Bibles,  good  books,  and  Christlike  missionaries,  that  we  be 
not  overborne  with  difficulties,  numerous  and  unusual  in  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  our  American  states.” 

THE  MINING  POPULATION. 

The  miners  arc  an  enterprising,  energetic,  and  generally  well- 
educated  class  of  Americans,  with  a  considerable  element  of  Welsh 
and  other  nationalities.  Drawn  together  almost  wholly  by  a  desire 
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for  gold,  few  make  any  Christian  profession.  No  homes  afford  them 
the  rest  of  *night  or  Sabbath.  Saloons,  the  abodes  of  gambling, 
intemperance,  and  kindred  vices,  stand  open,  offering  amusements, 
and  spreading  out  their  temptations  for  every  hour  of  leisure.  The 
Sabbath,  whenever  labor  in  the  mines  is  suspended,  frequently  be¬ 
comes  the  busiest  day  of  the  week  for  trading. 

The  few  churches  of  these  communities  are  of  small  membership, 
and  are  usually  sustained  by  missionary  societies.  The  pastors  are 
faithful,  devoted,  and  self-denying  ;  but  they  are  burdened  with  many 
of  the  secular  duties  of  their  congregations  and  the  community,  are 
expected  to  preach  able  sermons,  and  it  is  impossible  for  them  to 
extend  their  personal  labors  to  the  multitudes  scattered  far  and  near 
for  miles  around,  but  habitually  neglecting  the  house  of  God. 

This  mining  population  is  accessible.  No  formal  introduction  is 
necessary.  Unusually  frank  and  open-hearted,  when  visited  by  the 
colporteur  and  kindly  addressed  upon  personal  religion,  they  con¬ 
verse  freely,  and  readily  hear  Christian  counsel.  In  his  labors  of 
months  among  them,  Mr.  Yassar  reports  no  instance  of  rude  repul¬ 
sion,  many  grateful  expressions  in  return  for  his  words  of  reproof 
and  some  souls  moved  to  repentance  and  faith.  While  they  do  not 
frequent  the  churches,  they  listen  attentively  to  the  word  preached 
in  the  streets  or  other  public  places  ;  and  though  of  rough  exterior, 
by  allusions  to  home  and  early  Christian  instruction,  they  have  fre¬ 
quently  been  moved  to  tenderness  and  tears.  In  connection  with 
such  services,  tracts  and  the  American  Messenger  distributed,  were 
eagerly  taken,  and  read  with  pleasure  and  profit. 

What  a  field  is  this  for  Union  Missionary  Colporteurs,  coopera¬ 
ting  with  the  pastors  and  strengthening  their  hands,  visiting  families, 
miners’  cabins,  and  saloons,  pressing  the  gospel  upon  each  individ¬ 
ual,  distributing  suitable  religious  reading,  and  inviting  attendance 
on  the  preaching  of  the  Word. 

So  migratory  are  the  miners,  that  Christian  effort  among  them 
resembles  the  army  work  of  the  late  war.  In  the  newer  districts, 
towns  of  several  thousand  inhabitants  are  often  settled  and  aban¬ 
doned  within  one  or  two  years — sometimes  within  as  many  months. 
From  this  changeable  character  they  are  usually  termed  “mining- 
camps.”  Congregations  have  thus  been  disintegrated  and  disbanded, 
and  the  church  buildings  deserted.  One  of  these  districts  that  a 
few  years  ago  cast  eighteen  hundred  votes,-  now  cannot  poll  one- 
tenth  of  that  number  ;  the  church  organizations  have  been  broken  up 
and  the  members  scattered.  A  gentleman  having  some  responsibility 
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in  a  leading  denominational  missionary  work  for  the  coast,  regrets 
the  losses  incurred  in  erecting  churches  for  a  population  so  change¬ 
able. 

In  such  localities,  where  it  is  manifestly  inexpedient  to  erect 
churches  and  sustain  a  missionary  for  each  denomination,  a  colpor¬ 
teur  of  the  American  Tract  Society,  as  an  embodiment  of  the  unity 
of  the  church  of  Christ,  may  gather  believers  of  different  names  into 
union  prayer  meetings,  and  aid  them  in  inaugurating  and  sustaining 
such  stated  services  as  will  conserve  their  spiritual  life,  and  strengthen 
them  for  defensive  and  aggressive  Christian  warfare.  Such  labors 
would  prepare  the  way  for  the  organization  of  churches,  whenever 
the  communities  become  sufficiently  permanent  to  warrant  it. 

APPRECIATION  OF  COLPORTAGE  BY  THE  ECCLESIASTICAL 

BODIES. 

The  Baptist  and  Congregational  Associations,  three  Presbyterian 
Synods,  representing  as  many  different  branches  of  that  denomina¬ 
tion,  and  a  Methodist  Conference,  all  in  session  during  their  visit,  cor¬ 
dially  welcomed  the  delegation  as  representatives  of  the  Society,  and 
after  hearing  full  statements  of  the  principal  features  of  their  work, 
passed  resolutions  commending  the  Society  to  the  sympathy  and 
cooperation  of  the  churches.  One  of  the  synods,  after  many  earnest 
words  from  its  members,  and  some  tears  of  joy  at  the  prospect  of  the 
increase  of  missionary  helpers  in  the  field,  all  rose  to  their  feet  in 
voting  upon  their  expressions  of  sympathy  and  cooperation. 

Of  these  resolutions,  those  of  the  Congregational  General  Associ¬ 
ation  of  California  are  presented,  as  embodying  the  spirit  of  the 
action  of  the  several  bodies  mentioned. 

‘ 1  Resolved,  I.  That  we  regard  California,  with  its  many  neglected  and  unstable 
mining  settlements,  and  its  scattered  valley  population,  extending  over  so  vast  a 
territory,  as  a  field  peculiarly  in  need  of  colportago  ;  and  that  we  rejoice  to  know 
that  the  strong  desire  so  often  expressed  by  this  Association  in  its  resolutions  of 
former  years  in  regard  to  this  work,  is  now  in  a  fair  prospect  of  realization, 
through  the  efforts  of  the  American  Tract  Society. 

1  ‘  Resolved,  II.  That  we  have  listened  with  great  interest  to  the  statements  of 
Rev.  G.  L.  Shearer,  Assistant  Secretary  of  that  Society,  and  Mr.  John  E.  Vassal-, 
one  of  its  colporteurs,  in  reference  to  the  proposed  work  of  Union  Missionary  Col- 
portage  in  this  state  ;  that  we  cordially  welcome  them  to  this  new  field,  and  heart¬ 
ily  recommend  them  and  other  agents  and  colporteurs  that  may  be  employed  by 
the  Society,  to  the  sympathy  and  support  of  our  churches,  as  needed  and  valuable 
auxiliaries  in  the  Master’s  cause. 

“  We  would  also  recommend  to  our  churches  that  they  encourage  any  suitable 
young  men  of  their  membership,  to  enter  the  service  of  the  Society  as  colpor¬ 
teurs.” 
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AMONG  THE  CHURCHES. 

The  interest  of  individual  churches  was  manifested  in  the  large 
congregations  assembled  to  hear  statements  of  the  plans  and  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  Society,  in  the  warm-hearted  addresses  of  welcome,  and 
in  the  freewill  offerings  of  the  people.  In  Oregon,  Rev.  Drs.  Atkinson 
and  Lindsley  of  Portland,  and  Rev.  P.  S.  Knight  and  Governor  Wood 
of  Salem,  greatly  aided  the  work.  In  Sacramento,  Rev.  Dr.  Dwindle, 
pastor  of  the  Congregational  church,  said,  at  a  large  public  meeting-, 
“that  the  evangelization  of  the  mining  towns  was  an  unsolved 
problem  for  the  churches ;  that  the  usual  ecclesiastical  machinery 
had  been  tried,  but  found  too  slow  to  reach  a  population  that  shoots 
and  darts  in  every  direction  with  astonishing  speed ;  but  that  he 
considered  the  Union  Missionary  Colportage  of  the  American  Tract 
Society,  which  is  practically  ‘Christianity  upon  wheels,’  adapted  to 
meet  this  want ;  and  he  bespoke  for  its  support  the  sympathy  and 
contributions  of  California  Christians. 

No  less  emphatic  were  the  words  of  Rev.  Dr.  Stone,  of  San  Francisco. 
At  a  general  meeting  of  nearly  all  the  evangelical  churches  of  San 
Francisco,  he  described  these  miners  as  a  moving  population,  “here 
to-day  and  there  to-morrow,”  running  away  from  any  minister  settled, 
or  house  of  worship  erected.  Californians,  more  than  any  other 
people,  needed  the  warm  grasp  of  the  hand,  and  the  sympathizing 
Christian  words  of  a  missionary  colporteur  ;  and  to  many  thousands, 
nothing  could  be  sent  but  these  laborers  and  their  books  and  tracts 
In  the  name  of  the  churches  assembled,  he  expressed  the  intense 
interest  with  which  they  were  watching  the  progress  of  this  work, 
and  their  readiness  to  labor  and  pray  for  its  success. 

THE  CHINESE. 

Of  the  80,000  Chinese  on  this  coast,  about  one  thousand  are 
under  Sabbath-school  instruction.  Others  are  taught  in  families 
in  which  they  are  employed.  Their  desire  to  learn,  and  the  rising 
interest  among  Christians  in  their  behalf,  give  hope  of  extended 
effort. 

To  labor  among  these,  Chen  Chong,  a  member  of  the  Chinese  mis¬ 
sion  church  of  Rev.  Mr.  Loomis  at  San  Francisco,  has  been  commis¬ 
sioned.  Publications  from  the  mission  press,  long  aided  by  this 
Society,  at  Shanghai,  China,  have  been  procured  for  distribution  by 
Chong  among  his  countrymen.  With  him  an  American  colporteur 
cooperates.  Together  they  visit  the  mining  camps,  each  speaking 
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and  furnishing’  relig’ious  reading  to  those  of  his  own  tongue,  the 
American  colporteur  enlisting  teachers,  and  the  other  gathering  the 
scholars  for  Chinese  Sabbath-schools. 

Occasional  converts  from  these  strangers  are  reported.  Within 
a  few  weeks  one  has  been  brought,  through  the  labors  of  Chong,  to 
profess  faith  in  the  doctrines  of  Jesus. 

Another,  employed  by  a  clergymen,  found  the  Saviour  by  hear¬ 
ing  the  Bible  read  in  the  family  at  the  morning  and  evening  wor¬ 
ship.  Subsequently,  this  Chinaman  became  the  means  of  the  con¬ 
version  of  a  German  employed  in  the  same  household,  and  also  of 
the  clergyman’s  grand-daughter.  Still  another  was  led  to  Christ 
through  a  sermon  on  the  text,  “The  kingdom  of  God  is  come  nigh 
unto  you.” 

For  the  efficient  directions  of  these  laborers,  for  enlargement  and 
aggression  in  the  work,  and  for  maintaining  and  increasing  the 
interest  and  support  of  the  churches,  it  was  deemed  of  vital  impor¬ 
tance  that  an  agency  of  the  Society  be  established  at  San  Francisco. 

I K  W.  McLeod,  a  former  colporteur  of  the  Society,  was  appointed 
Depositary.  Colporteurs  were  commissioned  for  California,  Oregon, 
and  Washington  Territory,  and  subsequently,  Rev.  F.  E.  Shearer, 
was  appointed  District  Secretary.  The  Pacific  Agency  is  now  in 
successful  working  order. 

WHO  WILL  SUPPORT  THIS  WORK? 

The  expense  of  these  operations  for  the  year  will  exceed  twelve 
thousand  dollars.  It  is  clear  that  only  a  small  portion  of  this  sum 
can  be  raised  in  California.  The  wealth  is  not  in  the  hands  of  the 
churches,  nor  is  much  of  it  available  for  evangelizing  purposes. 
They  have  responded  heartily,  according  to  their  ability,  to  appeals 
in  behalf  of  colportage ;  but  the  erection  of  houses  of  worship,  the 
support  of  the  stated  ministry,  and  of  humane  and  educational  insti¬ 
tutions,  all  of  -which  are  endowed,  exhaust  the  benevolence  of  the 
small  percentage  of  church  members,  and  of  those  cooperating  with 
them. 

Knowing  that  these  cannot  bear  this  additional  burden,  we  con¬ 
fidently  appeal  to  patriots  and  Christians  elsewhere.  California,  as 
the  mother  of  states  on  our  western  borders,  holds  a  position  similar 
to  that  once  occupied  by  New  England  and  Virginia  in  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  East,  and  her  type  of  civilization  will  surely  be  im¬ 
pressed  upon  the  younger  states  formed  and  in  prospect. 

With  the  Romish  church,  the  only  religion  tolerated  in  that  coun- 
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try  previous  to  1846,  now  strong'  and  wealthy ;  with  an  infidelity 
outspoken  and  aggressive  ;  with  a  growing  pagan  element  constitu¬ 
ting  one-seventh  of  the  male  adults  ;  and  with  a  surprisingly  small 
percentage  of  evangelical  believers,  these  struggling  Christians  feel 
that  they  labor  at  fearful  odds ;  and  while  they  freely  devote  their 
time  and  give  their  money,  they  turn  imploringly  to  all  Americans 
loving  our  common  country,  and  to  all  Christians  owning  allegiance 
to  our  common  Lord,  that  they  may  be  aided  in  bringing  these  mul¬ 
titudes  to  Christ. 


“THE  RELIGIOUS  TRACT  SOCIETY,”  L0YD0Y. 

This  Society,  formed  in  London,  1799,  by  George  Burder,  Row¬ 
land  Hill,  and  others,  has  held  on  its  steady  course  for  seventy  years. 
Constituted  of  Christians  of  different  denominations,  the  “  unity  of  the 
spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace”  has  continued,  and  the  high  evangelical 
character  of  all  its  issues  has  been  faithfully  maintained.  It  began 
with  the  announcement,  “There  should  be  some  account  of  the  way 
of  a  sinner’s  salvation  in  every  tract”— of  “the  method  of  a  sinner's 
recovery  from  guilt  and  misery  by  the  atonement  and  grace  of  the 
Redeemer  ;”  and  is  still  faithful  to  its  trust. 

The  proceedings  of  the  seventieth  anniversary,  held  May  7,  have  “  the 
right  ring,”  and  would  be  highly  appropriate  to  the  pages  of  this  Re¬ 
port.  It  printed  the  last  year,  including  five  periodicals,  850,000,000 
pages.  Its  total  receipts  were  £119,170,  or  $595,850  in  gold;  and 
the  donations  received  amounted  to  $50,442  ;  its  total  grants  exceed¬ 
ing  its  total  benevolent  receipts. 

The  Earl  of  Shaftsbury  presided,  and  in  a  full,  appropriate  ad¬ 
dress,  gave  the  Society  his  warmest  sanction  as  next  to  the  British 
and  Foreign  Bible  Society  among  the  benevolent  institutions. 

He  dwelt  first  on  the  distinctly  evangelical  character  of  its  publi¬ 
cations  issued  through  seventy  years,  and  the  influence  they  had  ex¬ 
erted  through  all  that  period  in  elevating  the  tone  of  evangelical  sen¬ 
timent  and  piety  throughout  Christendom.  He  marvelled  that,  in  all 
the  changes  that  must  have  occurred  in  the  Committee  in  that  period, 
they  had  neither  veered  to  Ritualism  on  the  one  hand  nor  Rational¬ 
ism  on  the  other.  “  You  have  had  threescore  years  and  ten ;  and  I 
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trust  that,  like  Moses,  you  will  reach  the  age  of  120  ;  and  that,  as 
then  ‘his  eye  was  not  dim  nor  his  natural  force  abated,’  so  this  So¬ 
ciety  will  be  stamped  in  the  same  mint  of  love  and  wisdom,  faithful¬ 
ness  and  gospel  grace.” 

He  then  dwelt  on  the  astonishing  variety  of  the  Society’s  publi¬ 
cations,  and  their  adaptation  to  all  classes  of  men — to  the  most  ma¬ 
tured  and  cultivated  intellect,  and  to  the  most  wretched  and  ignorant ; 
noticing  in  the  latter  class  “  Jessica’s  First  Prayer,”  as  inimitably 
touching  and  beautiful. 

He  next  noticed  the  “sensational  literature”  pervading  the  com¬ 
munity,  and  which,  beginning  with  the  highest,  goes  down  to  the 
lowest.  When  he  was  young,  this  detested  literature  was  so  gross 
and  extreme  that  it  gave  warning  of  its  approach  ;  now  it  is  insid¬ 
ious,  fascinating,  dexterous— much  of  it  is  illustrated  by  striking  en¬ 
gravings,  and  sold  at  a  half-penny.  These  publications  were  bought 
by  tens  of  thousands,  and  their  contents  drunk  in  with  an  appetite 
seemingly  never  satisfied.  The  effect  of  this  literature  will  yet  crop 
out  in  glaring  and  hideous  forms.  He  believed  such  works  as  are 
issued  by  this  Society — works  resembling  “the  Christian  Workman,” 
etc. — were  the  best,  if  not  the  only  means  of  counteracting  this 
deadly  and  all-pervading  evil. 

In  this  Society  we  had  set  up  a  noble  standard  of  levelling  up  to 
a  point  of  “  true,  real,  hnest,  permanent,  moral,  religious  equality.” 

Archdeacon  Hunter,  from  Rupert’s  Land  Mission,  in  the  most 
distant  British  dominions  in  Northwest  America,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Muir- 
head  from  China,  concurred  in  all  that  had  been  said,  and  showed 
how  the  influence  of  the  Society  was  felt  in  their  respective  portions 
of  the  world  ;  Mr.  John  Ashworth  spoke  in  behalf  of  Spain,  Italy, 
Hungary,  and  other  parts  of  Europe  ;  and  Mr.  Fleming  showed  the 
wide  influence  of  the  Society’s  periodicals,  and  the  firm  support  it 
gives  to  the  cause  of  temperance. 
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FOREIGN  AND  PAGAN  LANDS. 

The  press  is  daily  becoming  more  and  more  a  power  in  the 
world.  At  every  mission  station,  as  soon  as  the  language  can  be  ac¬ 
quired,  tracts  and  books  must  be  prepared,  that  the  benighted  may 
read  in  an  embodied,  tangible  form,  as  well  as  hear  the  glad  tidings 
of  salvation  through  the  crucified  Redeemer.  There  is  no  exception. 
In  every  land  and  in  every  language  and  dialect,  if  the  gospel  is  to 
be  introduced,  it  is  indispensable  that  Scripture  truth  be  embodied, 
presented  to  the  eye,  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  all  who  are  to  be 
benefited. 

The  Executive  Committee,  on  receiving  the  report  of  a  special 
Committee  to  consider  the  more  immediate  wants  of  foreign  missions 
and  stations,  have  appropriated  $6,000  as  the  Society’s  foreign  cash 
appropriations  for  the  Society’s  year  ending  April  1,  1870,  as  follows 
after  the  tabular  list  of  the  Society’s  total  cash  grants  to  the  present 
time  :

Included  in  the  above  sum  of  $6,000  is  $215  25,  the  expense  of 
printing  in  the  Society’s  house  4,500  copies  of  eight  cards  from  Pil¬ 
grim’s  Progress  (36,000  separate  cards)  in  Armeno-Turkish.  The 
Society  have  also  printed  in  Armenian,  for  the  Turkey  mission,  10,000 
Tract  Primer,  (5,000  now  bound,)  1,000  Bible  Text-book,  and  500 
Pilgrim’s  Progress,  amounting  to  $1,902  32,  of  which  $905  24  have 
been  received  in  cash. 

The  Society  have  also  printed  600  Dakotah  Indian  Hymns  amount¬ 
ing  to  $112  04  to  be  paid  for  by  the  mission  of  the  American  Board, 
and  500  copies  of  the  same  for  the  Episcopal  Dakotah  mission,  $82  41, 
of  which  $50  was  contributed  by  a  friend,  and  $32  41  a  grant.  Also 
500  new  edition  of  Gilbert  Islands’  Bible  Stories,  $16  53,  and  500 
Sabbath  Tract  in  Creek  Indian,  $2  98,  printed  on  account  of  those 
missions. 

The  $300,  appropriated  for  Mexico,  was  sent  to  that  city  in  print¬ 
ing  paper,  to  aid  Kev.  Henry  C.  Riley,  who,  with  the  advantage  of 
familiarity  with  both  English  and  Spanish  from  childhood,  is  devoting 
his  untiring  energies  for  the  salvation  of  Mexico  and  the  Spanish 
race  ;  preparing  valuable  publications  and  making  the  press  a  pow¬ 
erful  auxiliary  both  by  the  issues  of  this  Society,  and  printing  done  in 
Mexico.  The  bearings  and  success  of  this  great  and  good  work  are 
fully  given  in  another  part  of  this  report ;  as  is  also  the  preparation 
of  the  Chinese,  and  English  Reader  edited  by  Rev.  Mr.  Loomis,  a  Chinese 
pastor  at  San  Francisco,  which  is  sent  to  the  mission  press  at  Shang¬ 
hai,  China,  to  be  electrotyped,  but  is  to  be  printed  at  the  Society’s 
house  and  illustrated  by  beautiful  engravings. 

A  clear  view  of  all  that  is  doing  by  the  press  for  foreign  and 
pagan  lands,  would  cheer  every  Christian  heart.  It  is  one  of  the 
signs  of  the  times,  indicating  a  brighter  day.  Find  a  language  ex¬ 
tensively  spoken  in  the  darkest  corner  of  the  earth,  and  you  will 
probably  there  find  the  humble  missionary,  having  reduced  the  lan¬ 
guage  to  writing,  and  already  issuing  leaves  of  the  tree  of  life,  in  the 
faith  that  the  gospel  of  Christ  shall  spread  and  finally  fill  the  earth. 
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Not  to  allude  to  the  press  in  Burmah,  Northern  India,  Turkey,  and 
other  foreign  lands,  two  American  printing  establishments  claim  es¬ 
pecial  admiration — -one  at  Shanghai,  for  the  400,000,000  of  China  and 
Japan  ;  the  other  at  Beyroot,  Syria,  for  the  100,000,000  of  the  Arabic 
race.  Those  two  printing  establishments  will  compare  well  with  any 
in  Christian  lands. 

The  proud  Arabs  have  utterly  rejected  every  attempt  of  the  press 
to  imitate  their  beautiful  written  language.  The  Koran,  printed  with 
all  care  and  skill  in  Europe,  they  utterly  reject.  But  the  labors  of 
Dr.  Eli  Smith,  the  accomplished  Arabic  scholar,  with  the  mechanical 
skill  of  Homan  Hallock,  who  gave  much  of  their  lives  exactly  to  imi¬ 
tate  the  written  Arabic,  have  resulted  in  Arabic  printing  acceptable  to 
the  best  Arabic  scholars,  and  these  Arabic  fonts  are  now  in  demand 
for  all  Arabic  printing. 

The  whole  number  of  publications  approved  by  the  Publishing 
Committee  for  circulation  abroad  at  the  Society’s  expense,  is  3,95  5; 
including  568  volumes  ;  and  the  Society  and  the  institutions  it  aids 
have  issued  publications  in  the  following  one  hundred  and  forty-one  lan¬ 
guages  and  dialects  :  namely,

lachian,  Croatian,  Danish,  Norwegian,  Icelandic,  Greenlandish,  Esquimaux,  Swed- 
ish-Polish,  Judeo-Polisli,  Finnish,  Lappish,  Russ,  Rival-Estonian,  Dorpat-Estonian, 
Mongolian,  Lettish,  Tartar-Turkish,  Thibetan,  Bulgarian,  Turkish,  Armenian,  Ar- 
meno-Turkish,  Hebrew,  Hebrew-German,  Hebrew-Spanish,  Modern  Greek,  Greco- 
Turkish,  Arabic,  Syriac,  Nestorian,  Persian,  Koordisli,  Armeno-Koordish,  Greco- 
Koordish,  Grebo,  Mpongwe,  Benga,  Dikele,  Bakali,  Bassa,  Caffcr,  Zulu,  Sessuto- 
Wanika,  Kinika,  Timneh,  Mahratta,  Goojuratee,  Latin,  Tamul,  Cingalese,  Teloogoo,

Several  of  these  languages  are  printed  in  two  characters,  as  the  Mahratta  in 
Balbud  and  Mord,  the  Urdu  in  native  and  Roman,  the  Hindui  in  Nagari  and 
Kaitlii,  the  Tai  in  Tai  and  Burman.  The  compound  languages  consist  chiefly  of 
the  words  of  one  in  the  letters  of  the  other  ;  thus  the  Armeno-Turkish  consists  of 
common  or  familiar  Turkish,  with  a  few  Armenian  terms,  printed  in  Armenian 
type.

“4.  Original  tracts  in  foreign  languages,  faithful  translations  of  which  into 
English  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Publishing  Committee. 

1  ‘  The  above  rules  are  not  considered  as  presenting  any  obstacle  to  putting  to 
press  at  a  foreign  station  original  tracts  not  bearing  the  Society’s  imprint,  as  soon 
as  prepared ;  and  placing  the  expense  of  so  many  of  such  tracts  as  shall  be  sanc¬ 
tioned  by  the  Publishing  Committee,  to  the  account  of  funds  from  this  Society.”

MEXICO  AND  SOUTH  AMERICA. 

MEXICAN  EVANGELIZATION. 

The  reformation  in  Mexico,  from  an  effete  formalism  to  a  living-, 
working-  faith  in  Christ,  is  assuming  a  most  encouraging  phase.  The 
American  ancl  British  Bible  Societies  maintain  agents  in  that  land, 
who  circulate  freely  the  word  of  God  in  Spanish  ;  the  American  and 
Foreign  Christian  Union  have  missionaries  and  colporteurs  at  various 
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points,  who  are  laboring  with  great  efficiency  and  constantly  increas¬ 
ing  success  in  arousing  the  attention  of  the  people  and  in  bringing 
many  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth  ;  and  the  American  Tract  Society, 
through  both  these  agencies  and  in  many  other  channels,  is  circula¬ 
ting  throughout  the  republic  vast  numbers  of  books  and  tracts, 
which  are  read  with  avidity,  producing  a  deep  and  widespread  im¬ 
pression. 

“A  holy  fire  has  now  been  kindled  in  this  republic,”  writes  afaitji- 
ful  worker  at  the  capital,  “  which  bids  fair  to  destroy  the  accumulated 
rubbish  of  centuries.  Not  only  have  priests,  lawyers,  and  school¬ 
masters  fallen  under  its  purifying  influences,  but  also — and  which  to 
us  is  of  much  more  importance — the  uneducated  native,  the  great 
body  of  the  nation,  now  enter  into  the  question  of  religion  with  the 
greatest  ardor.” 

After  gratefully  acknowledging  a  grant  of  $500  worth  of  Spanish 
publications,  he  adds,  “  Could  you  supply  us  with  say  twenty  thou¬ 
sand  of  eacli  of  the  above  works,  you  would  presently  hear  of  hun¬ 
dreds  of  evangelical  congregations  formed  in  this  country.  Mexico 
is  open  for  Christian  efforts  through  the  press.” 

In  speaking  of  the  introduction  of  singing  in  their  meetings, 
through  hymns  and  music  furnished  by  this  Society,  he  says  :  “  This 
has  proved  a  great  success,  and  together  with  your  recent  tracts  dis¬ 
tributed,  is  the  immediate  cause  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
attendants  and  of  the  enthusiasm  which  now  exists  among  them. 
Your  hymns  are  now  sung  in  all  parts  of  the  city,  not  only  in  the 
meetings  for  worship,  but  in  the  homes  of  those  who  attend  with  their 
little  ones,  as  children  who  cannot  even  read  may  quickly  pick  up 
those  sweet  hymns,  carry  them  away  in  their  heads,  and  sing  them 
joyfully  in  their  houses.  About  twelve  hundred  persons  come  to¬ 
gether  in  and  near  the  city  on  Sundays  to  edify  one  another  by 
reading  the  gospel,  singing  hymns  of  praise  to  God,  and  preaching 
his  word. 

“The  cause  we  are  now  engaged  in  has  become  the  subject  of 
general  conversation,  and  I  am  told  this  whole  city  is  in  quite  a  fer¬ 
ment.  A  little  extra  zeal  on  the  part  of  the  American  churches  at 
this  moment  might  greatly  contribute  to  the  spread  of  divine  truth 
among  a  people  where  this  inestimable  treasure  has  not  been 
diffused. 

“  The  most  famous  schoolmaster  in  this  city  is  anxious  to  intro¬ 
duce  your  work,  ‘Barth’s  Bible  Stories,’  into  his  establishment- 
Would  like  to  have  one  hundred  copies  in  each  of  the  following  lan- 
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guages — English,  French,  German,  Italian,  and  Spanish.  If  you  can, 
please  send  them  by  the  next  opportunity.” 

At  a  later  day  in  sending  for  more  publications,  he  adds  : 

“  There  is  now  in  Mexico  one  of  the  grandest  opportunities  ever 
offered  to  evangelize  a  people  that  have  to  a  great  degree  thrown  off 
the  yoke  of  Rome.  Your  publications  are  of  untold  value  to  us  in 
this  crisis.  The  great  American  Tract  Society  ought  in  a  very  special 
manner  to  be  working  in  this  long-neglected  and  neighboring  repub¬ 
lic.  Spiritualists  are  at  work  here,  and  floods  of  infidel  books  are  in 
circulation. 

“  Mexico  is  now  wonderfully  open  to  the  circulation  of  a  Christian 
literature.  You  have  churches  by  your  side  where  to  raise  funds  ;  I 
have  not.  A  Mexican  lawyer  who  has  given  the  parlor  of  his  house 
iu  a  neighboring  town,  and  a  large  room  of  his  house  in  this  city 
for  regular  evangelical  preaching  and  services,  and  who  constantly 
preaches  the  Word  himself,  and  whose  mothers  and  sisters  have  been 
publicly  excommunicated  in  consequence,  said  to  me,  ‘  If  the  tracts 
only  hold  out  we  are  all  right.’  But  they  are  not  holding  out,  but  on 
the  contrary  are  giving  out.” 

In  this  work  the  Agent  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society 
and  many  native  helpers  gladly  cooperate.  The  people  are  found 
ready  to  receive  tracts  and  books,  and  read  them  with  deep  interest. 
The  books  are  given  at  the  doors  of  the  theatres,  to  the  members  of 
Congress  as  they  leave  the  Congressional  Hall,  to  prisoners  and 
market-men,  and  sent  by  mail  to  every  part  of  the  republic.  So 
pleased  was  a  prominent  officer  in  one  of  the  states  distant  from  the 
capital,  with  a  tract  sent  to  him  by  post,  that  he  had  it  reprinted,  and 
sent  to  the  towns  and  villages  throughout  the  state.  More  than  a 
score  of  congregations  in  and  around  the  city  of  Mexico  meet  every 
Sabbath  to  study  the  Word  of  God  and  engage  in  worship,  though 
there  is  there,  so  far  as  we  know,  but  one  ordained  Protestant  min¬ 
ister.  In  other  parts  of  the  republic  a  remarkable  awakening  is 
reported. 

Miss  Melinda  Rankin,  the  long-tried  laborer  in  Mexico,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  American  and  Foreign  Christian  Union  whose 
colporteurs  receive  their  publications  from  the  American  Tract  Society, 
one  half  being  granted,  makes  the  following  important  statement  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Tract  Society. 

“  Our  colporteurs  are  still  out,  some  of  them  in  the  state  of  Zaca¬ 
tecas,  some  four  hundred  miles  northwesterly  of  the  city  of  Mexico-; 
others  are  laboring  nearer.  The  work  is  going  on,  and  receiving 
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marks  of  the  special  blessing1  of  God.  Souls  are  given  us  as  fruits 
of  our  efforts.  Some  fifteen  Mexicans  have  given  evidence  of  conver¬ 
sion  during  the  past  few  months.  A  great  thirst  for  the  publications 
of  your  Society  continues  to  be  manifested,  but  many  are  the  instances 
where  all  must  be  given.  The  people  desire  books,  but  have  no  money 
to  pay.  Poverty  still  prevails.  It  is  the  poor  generally  who  are 
most  eager  for  the  truth,  and  such  we  cannot  turn  empty  away. 

“  Your  Society  has  always  manifested  a  spirit  of  liberality,  and  I 
shall  still  presume  to  make  such  use  of  books  as  God’s  providence 
seems  to  demand.  You  must  fall  back  upon  the  churches  to  supply 
the  means  for  furnishing  ‘those  leaves  which  are  for  the  healing  of 
the  nations.’ 

“The  nations  who  have  so  long  sat  in  darkness  are  now  open  for 
the  dissemination  of  truth;  light  is  beginning  to  dawn,  and  nothing 
on  the  part  of  God’s  people  should  be  left  undone  for  meeting  those 
pressing  demands.  Mexico  is  waiting  for  the  gospel.  How  long 
shall  her  people  wait  for  the  churches  to  believe  that  there  are,  in 
this  long-neglected  country,  millions  of  souls  for  whom  Christ  died 
perishing  for  lack  of  knowledge  ?  The  present  agencies  employed 
in  Mexico  are  greatly  inadequate  to  the  present  demands.  Instead 
of  one  dozen  colporteurs,  we  ought  to  have  one  hundred  to-day.  In¬ 
deed,  I  think  the  men  might  be  found  who  would  gladly  go  out  to 
scatter  light  and  truth.  Several  good  men  have  offered  their  ser¬ 
vices  since  my  return,  but  I  have  been  obliged  to  say,  ‘  I  have  not 
money  to  employ  you.’  Could  the  churches  see  what  I  see  of  the 
moral  wants  of  this  country,  I  am  sure  they  could  not  remain  at  ease 
while  in  possession  of  the  means  which  might  cause  these  deserts 
to  ‘rejoice  and  blossom  as  the  rose.’  May  God,  in  his  infinite  mercy 
awaken  his  people  to  a  full  sense  of  their  duty  and  responsibility.” 

We  can  add  nothing  to  the  force  of  this  appeal. 

From  other  parts  of  Mexico — Metamoras,  Monterey,  Zacatecas, 
Puebla — come  equally  cheering  accounts  of  the  work  of  grace  ; 
showing  that  the  Spirit  of  God  is  moving  mightily  upon  the  Mexican 
mind,  and  that  now  is  the  opportunity  for  her  conversion  to  a  pure 
Christianity. 

Another  laborer  who  has  been  many  years  in  Mexico  engaged  in 
circulating-  the  Holy  Bible,  gives  the  following  graphic  picture  of  the 
superstition  of  the  native  Mexican  mind,  and  a  rather  unusual  “  Act 
of  Faith,”  to  use  the  language  of  the  old  inquisitors,  recently  perform¬ 
ed  in  the  very  centre  of  Mexico. 
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A  fine  opportunity  now  presents  itself  for  doing  a  great  work  for  Christ  in  this 
country  ;  the  circulation  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  and  of  your  works,  for  the  one 
should  not  he  named  without  the  other,  have  already  done  much  good,  hut  more, 
much  more  remains  to  he  done  ;  I  wish  you  could  hear  the  calls  from  all  parts, 
that  are  continually  being  made  upon  us  for  hooks  and  tracts,  and  the  wonderful 
effects  produced  wherever  they  are  read  ;  for  instance  : 

Who  ever  heard  of  the  burning  in  Mexico  of  those  figures ,  called  saints,  till  the 
circulation  here  of  the  Bible,  and  of  works  treating  of  the  same.  Now  such  in¬ 
stances  are  continually  being  reported  to  me.  I  have  just  returned  from  an  “  auto 
de  fe”  with  pictures,  not  living  men,  which  until  recently  were  held  in  high  venera¬ 
tion,  and  supposed  by  many  to  be  capable  of  working  miracles.  As  this  is  a  fact 
in  which  you  may  feel  some  interest,  resulting,  as  it  does,  from  the  circulation  of 
books  of  which  you  have  supplied  no  insignificant  a  portion,  I  shall  give  you  here 
some  of  the  particulars  thereof. 

Said  ‘‘auto  de  fe”  took  place  at  a  town  lying  about  six  miles  from  this  city,  at 
the  house  of  a  gospel  friend.  I  was  requested  to  attend  and  carry  with  me  as  many 
friends  as  I  desired.  Accordingly  the  evening  before  the  day  appointed  for  the 
burning,  I,  in  company  with  eight  others,  all  Mexicans,  arrived  at  a  farmhouse 
lying  on  this  side  the  said  town,  where  one  of  the  most  zealous  of  our  gospel  friends 
resides,  in  the  capacity  of  steward  of  the  farm,  who  is  also  of  pure  Indian  blood,  a 
particular  friend  of  mine,  and  to  whose  exertions  is  mainly  due  the  evangelization 
thus  far,  of  the  part  where  he  lives.  He  not  only  has  public  worship  in  the  farm¬ 
house  every  Sunday,  but  every  night  in  the  week  he  calls  the  hands  together  for 
the  reading  of  the  Scriptures  and  singing  hymns,  he  himself  acting  as  teacher  and 
preacher,  which  he  does  with  apostolic  zeal  and  apostolic  success. 

The  next  morning  we  passed  to  the  town,  our  number  being  now  augmented  to 
about  twenty-five.  Entering  the  house  where  the  burning  was  to  take  place,  we 
found  the  wrood  already  in  order,  in  the  courtyard,  and  the  family  awaiting  our 
arrival ;  many  of  the  townspeople  now  arrived  at  the  house,,  and  it  was  agreed  that 
worship  should  first  be  held  in  the  great  parlor,  where  the  congregation  usually 
meets ;  for  the  same  work  goes  on  at  this  house  as  at  the  farmhouse  just  mention¬ 
ed.  I  was  the  only  foreigner  among  them  ;  their  worship  consisted  in  singing 
hymns,  reading  the  Holy  Scriptures,  extemporary  prayers  and  preaching,  the  chief 
speaker  being  friend  R - P - himself,  who  read  from  the  Bible  the  ten  com¬ 

mandments  and  those  other  parts  of  the  Scriptures  which  most  strongly  denounce 
image  worship,  enforcing  what  he  read  by  his  own  pointed  observations.  About 
two  hours  were  occupied  in  this  way  when  orders  were  given  to  light  the  fire. 
Paintings  of  saints,  in  great  numbers,  some  of  them  being  of  considerable  dimen¬ 
sions,  were  now  brought  into  the  parlor  where  we  were  met ;  the  congregation 
seizing  hold  of  them,  marched  out  into  the  courtyard,  and  then  forming  a  circle 
round  the  fire,  they  cast  their  late  idols  into  the  flames ;  much  enthusiasm  was 
manifested.  While  the  pictures  were  burning  the  congregation  sung  with  much 
animation  hymns  of  praise.  Among  those  who  burnt  their  saints  was  an  old  lady, 
I  suppose  nearly  eighty,  who,  I  hope,  understands  savingly  the  religion  of  Jesus. 

After  a  thrilling  account  of  the  arrest  of  the  image  burners  and  their  discharge 
by  the  judge,  with  a  severe  reproof  to  the  persecutors,  the  writer  adds:  “The 
town  where  the  1  auto  de  fe’  took  place  is  only  about  three  miles  from  Guadalupe 
where  the  Virgin  Mary  is  believed  to  have  appeared  and  declared  herself  the  patro¬ 
ness  of  the  nation,  especially  of  the  native  or  Indian  portion  of  it.  She  is  said  to 
have  been  seen  by  an  Indian  named  Juan  Diego,  to  whom  she  gave  her  likeness, 
and  charged  him  with  a  message  to  the  Bishop  of  Mexico,  expressing  her  desire 
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that  a  temple  to  her  honor  should  be  built  on  the  spot  where  she  then  stood.  This 
story,  absurd  as  it  may  seem  to  you,  was,  until  the  aforesaid  works  began  to  cir¬ 
culate  here,  believed  in  by  every  Mexican  as  sincerely  as  he  believed  there  was  a 
God  in  heaven.  I  use  this  as  a  strong  expression,  but  the  belief  in  the  Virgin  of 
Guadalupe  has  been  incomparably  stronger  than  their  belief  in  the  Father,  Son, 
and  Holy  Ghost.  The  sanctuary  at  Guadalupe  where  the  painting  is  deposited  is 
one  of  the  most  gorgeous  temples  of  this  nation ;  annually  a  great  feast  is  held 
there  to  which  the  Indians  flock  by  the  thousand,  none  of  them  doubting  the  story 
of  the  apparition  of  the  Virgin  Mary.” 

I  send  you  herewith  two  copies  of  the  original.

SOUTH  AMERICA. 

The  truth  appears  to  be  making  progress  in  South  America  more 
rapidly  than  in  any  former  year,  especially  in  the  form  of  religious 
liberty. 

The  official  paper  of  New  Grenada  has  published  a  resolution  of 
the  government,  in  answer  to  a  memorial  of  the  Protestant  missiona¬ 
ries,  Messrs.  Wallace  and  Pitkin,  claiming  exemption  from  taxation 
for  their  church  at  Bogota.  The  government  not  only  granted  the 
memorial,  but  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  it  presented,  to 
make  an  unequivocal  declaration  of  its  adherence  to  the  constitutional 
principles  guaranteeing  civil  and  religious  liberty.  It  declares  that 
it  protects  the  legal  rights  of  the  Presbyterian  ministers,  not  only 
because  the  law  places  them  on  the  same  footing  with  the  Roman- 
catholic  ministers,  who  have  enjoyed  the  exemption  they  claim  ;  but 
because  it  is  persuaded  that  the  guarantees  of  perfect  religious  liber¬ 
ty  will  not  be  effective  until,  in  front  of  the  dominant  worship  of  the 
Roman-catholic  church,  “other  Christian  sects,  sprung  from  the  great 
religious  reform  of  the  sixteenth  century,  have  been  established.” 

CHILI. 

In  the  republic  of  Chili  the  truth  continues  to  make  rapid  progress. 
Colportage  carries  the  Word  of  God  and  evangelical  books  and  tracts 
into  the  families,  and  great  interest  is  awakened  in  thousands  of 
minds.  From  Rev.  Dr.  Trumbull  we  hear  cheering  accounts  of  the 
spread  of  education  and  religious  teaching’  in  Valparaiso,  Santiago, 
and  Talca.  The  Chilian  people  are  waking  to  the  claims  of  the  gospel 
of  Christ :  are  beginning  to  call  for  the  separation  of  church  and 
state,  and  making  substantial  advance  in  national  progress.  Give 
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them  the  light,  and  they  will  in  time  become  a  Protestant  Christian 
nation. 

To  prevent  the  circulation  of  tracts  and  books,  a  curate  in  one 
village  offered  to  purchase  with  a  brass  image  of  St.  Benedict  any 
tract  and  paper  circulated  by  Protestants.  A  rush  was  made  for  the 
house  of  the  tract-man ;  but  learning  the  object,  he  suspended  the 
distribution.  Tracts  are  worth  more  than  brass  images  of  dead  saints, 
and  too  many  inquiring  minds  are  longing  to  receive  them  to  have 
them  perish  in  the  hands  of  wicked  priests. 

From  other  South  American  republics  and  from  Brazil  come  equally 
encouraging  words  to  Christians  of  the  United  States  who  are  aiding 
to  send  the  truth  in  printed  form  to  these  millions.  But  how  inad¬ 
equate  are  the  means  to  meet  the  constant  calls  ! 

WEST  INDIES. 

A  letter  from  a  distinguished  Christian  lady  in  Sx.  Domingo,  ex¬ 
pressing  thanks  for  a  grant  of  Spanish  publications,  gives  a  gratify¬ 
ing  statement  of  the  educational  and  evangelizing  work  carried  for¬ 
ward  there  under  the  agency  of  freedmen.  As  they  are  very  poor, 
they  need  grants  of  books  to  enable  them  to  expand  their  work. 
The  remarkable  awakening  in  the  minds  of  the  multitudes  in  South 
America  and  in  the  West  India  islands  formerly  under  the  control 
of  the  Romish  priesthood,  and  their  readiness  to  receive  the  pure 
gospel,  call  for  prompt  and  vigorous  measures  for  their  thorough 
enlightenment. 

RELIGIOUS  READING  ON  FOREIGN  VESSELS. 

The  thirty  gunboats  built  in  New  York  for  the  Spanish  govern¬ 
ment,  with  the  Spanish  vessels  of  war  that  recently  visited  New  York 
to  convoy  them,  were  visited  by  the  efficient  marine  agent  of  the  New 
York  City  Bible  Society,  and  furnished  with  a  liberal  supply  of  Span¬ 
ish  volumes  and  tracts  for  the  use  of  the  officers  and  crew.  With  a 
single  exception  they  were  favorably  received. 

During  December  no  less  than  105  vessels,  bound  to  fifty-eight 
distinct  Roman-catholic  ports,  were  supplied  with  about  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  thousand  pages  of  Spanish,  Portuguese,  French 
and  Italian  publications,  a  larger  supply  than  in  any  previous 
month. 
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SPAIN. 

•No  country  has  drawn  to  itself  the  attention  of  the  world  during 
the  past  year  more  than  Spain,  on  account  both  of  its  protracted 
political  struggles,  and  its  remarkable  welcoming  of  the  gospel. 
Though  the  nation’s  progress  towards  a  free  and  stable  government 
seems  slow,  and  its  political  future  is  yet  uncertain,  its  friends  are 
persuaded  that  there  will  be  no  serious  loss  from  the  liberties  already 
gained,  but  that  holding  fast  to  freedom  of  speech,  of  worship  and  of 
the  press,  it  will  at  length  secure  to  its  people  their  rights.  In  reli¬ 
gious  liberty  amazing  advances  have  been  made,  and  cannot,  it  is 
believed,  ever  again  be  lost. 

During  the  year  1869  seven  large  grants  of  the  Society’s  publica¬ 
tions  have  been  sent  to  different  ports  and  cities  of  Spain,  together 
with  stereotype  plates  of  our  “  Castilla,”  or  Tract  Primer,  to  print 
from  at  Madrid  ;  and  all  have  been  eagerly  welcomed.  An  American 
gentleman  lately  resident  in  Spain  writes  from  Seville  : 

“  I  have  despatched  books  and  tracts  given  by  your  Society  to 
every  ‘province  of  Spam.”  “Ten  millions  of  Spaniards  are  to-day  will¬ 
ing  to  leave  all,  and  listen  quietly  to  the  reading  of  one  of  your  books 
or  tracts  from  the  beginning  to  the  end.  I  wish  I  could  say  that  ten 
millions  could  read  any  one  of  them.  But,  alas,  so  cruel  has  been  the 
sway  of  Popery  that  not  one-tenth  of  this  number  can  either  read  or 
write.  Bibles  and  Testaments  are  in  process  of  printing  at  Madrid ; 
but  Spain  will  not  in  twenty  years  have  facilities  for  issuing  such 
rich  and  varied  books,  tracts  and  papers  as  those  published  by  your 
Society.  Both  English  and  Scotch  acknowledge  the  superiority  of 
your  Spanish  publications.  Not  in  all  Spain  have  I  seen  so  happy 
persons  as  those  who  have  been  so  fortunate  as  to  gain  one  or  more 
of  your  tracts  or  books.  The  possessor,  after  reading,  hastens  to 
call  around  him  a  group  to  whom  he  rereads  ;  and  all  listen  as  if 
the  ‘glad  tidings  of  good  joy’  were  for  the  first  time  being  brought 
to  them.” 

Similar  testimony  comes  from  many  sources  as  to  the  interest 
with  which  Christian  publications  are  welcomed.  Rev.  H.  Grattan 
Guinness,  on  a  recent  tour  throughout  Spain,  says  : 

“The  eager  reception  of  tracts  by  the  people  throughout  the  country  I  never 
saw  paralleled.  It  may  be  accounted  for  partly  by  the  novelty  of  any  gratuitous 
religious  effort  in  Spain,  and  partly  by  the  present  recoil  from  Popery  predispo¬ 
sing  the  minds  of  the  people  to  the  examination  of  Protestant  teaching.  When  I 
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have  given  tracts  in  the  train,  people  have  come  out  of  the  other  carriages  and 
crowded  round  the  window  to  obtain  them.  At  the  stations,  they  have  made  their 
way  into  the  waiting-room,  when  I  had  done  giving,  to  ask  for  more.  And  I  have 
seen  many,  on  receiving  tracts,  sit  down  on  the  nearest  bank  to  read  them  then 
and  there.” 

Mr.  Lawrence,  from  New  York,  now  circulating  God’s  word  at  Barcelona,  says, 
‘  ‘  The  desire  of  the  people  throughout  Spain  for  Christian  instruction  is  intense.  I 
very  much  question  if  a  greater  eagerness  ever  existed  in  any  country.  We  need 
earnest  men  of  God  here.  We  need  funds.  We  need  the  prayers  of  all,  especially 
that  the  dear  children  and  young  people  may  be  fitted  for  great  influence  in  the 
church  of  Christ.’  ’ 

During  the  past)rear  he  has  sold,  at  a  nominal  price,  more  than  300,000  copies 
of  the  Bible,  in  whole  or  in  part,  equal  to  nearly  one-third  of  the  number  put  in 
circulation  in  all  India  in  ten  years,  by  2,000  missionaries. 

“  During  Christmas,”  he  adds,  “  I  had  my  tent  in  front  of  the  City  Hall,  Bar¬ 
celona.  I  cannot  describe  the  excitement  it  caused  in  the  city.  From  the  moment 
we  commenced,  seven  o’clock,  a.  m.  ,  to  nine  o’clock,  r.  m.,  we  could  barely  supply 
the  many  hands  held  out  for  the  Word  of  Life.  I  have  with  me  six  helpers  whom 
I  have  to  care  for.  In  two  and  a  half  days  we  sold  from  our  tent  over  60,000  copies 
of  God’s  word  or  portions  of  it.”  He  asks  for  a  large  supply  of  this  Society’s  books 
and  tracts,  which  are  “in  great  demand.” 

A  Scotch  traveller  in  Spain  writes,  ‘  ‘  The  change  in  Spain  during  the  past  year 
is  marvellous.  The  places  of  worship  on  the  Sabbath  are  crowded,  and  the  week¬ 
day  services  are  largely  attended.  There  are  openings  now  for  the  diffusion  of  the 
Scriptures  in  every  possible  way.  The  agent  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  So¬ 
ciety  has  opened  no  less  than  eighty  places  in  different  cities  for  the  sale  of  the 
Bible.  The  country  is  lying  at  the  feet  of  the  Christian  church.” 

Already  about  fifty  men  are  reported  as  engaged  in  this  field  as 
preachers,  evangelists,  and  colporteurs.  Several  of  these  are  Ameri¬ 
cans,  a  large  proportion  are  English  and  Scotch,  and  not  a  few  con¬ 
verted  Spaniards — some  of  them  men  of  marked  ability.  A  still 
larger  number  are  assisting  them  as  teachers,  Bible  readers  and 
visitors. 

In  eighteen  places  at  least,  the  names  of  which  are  given,  evan¬ 
gelists  are  stationed,  and  gospel  services  sustained — in  many  cases 
in  chapels,  some  of  which  will  hold  five  hundred  persons,  and  are 
full  to  overflowing.  Madrid  and  Seville  are  the  chief  centres  of 
evangelical  operations  in  Spain,  and  in  each  of  them  the  growth  and 
success  are  exceedingly  cheering.  In  Seville ,  is  the  evangelist  Cabre¬ 
ra,  an  able  preacher,  and  editor  of  “El  Christianismo  f  with  Alonzo, 
another  Spaniard,  well-known  to  many  in  New  York.  Here  also  are 
Messrs.  Tugwell  and  Clough,  with  numerous  assistants,  chapels,  a 
Bible  kiosk,  a  male  and  a  female  training  college,  and  thirty  young 
men  preparing  for  missionary  work. 

In  Madrid  are  Carrasco,  one  of  the  very  best  Spanish  writers  and 
preachers,  Vizcarrendo,  and  the  veteran  Ruot.  Here  too  is  our  coun- 
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tryman  Rev.  Wm.  J.  Knapp,  under  whose  supervision  are  three  chapels 
and  three  schools,  in  which  a  thousand  persons,  old  and  young1,  are 
daily  taught,  the  Bible  being  one  of  the  text-books.  About  1,000 
are  enrolled  as  open  followers  of  Christ ;  and  recently,  a  church  has 
been  organized,  in  which  are  exemplified  a  liberty  and  charity  as 
rare  as  they  are  delightful.  Thirty  of  the  members  of  this  church, 
having  divided  the  city  into  ten  districts,  are  actively  engaged  in 
visiting,  and  organizing  little  circles  for  Bible-reading-  and  prayer, 
some  of  which  may  expand  into  churches.  Other  laborers  in  Madrid 
are  Messrs.  Green,  Armstrong,  Campbell,  Gould,  Gladstone,  and 
Jamieson,  the  latter  an  agent  of  the  British  Bible  Society. 

Mr.  Knapp  is  editor  in  part  of  a  paper  called  “  El  Libre  Examen,” 
a  very  useful  instrument  for  his  work.  He  makes  an  urgent  appeal 
for  help  in  money  and  in  publications  for  his  various  operations  ;  and 
manifestly  feels  far  more  deeply  than  at  this  distance  we  can  do,  that 
God  is  calling  us  to  this  work,  and  we  cannot  draw  back  without 
g'uilt  and  loss. 


FRANCE  — BELGIUM. 

Rev.  Eugene  Bersier,  Secretary  of  the  Paris  Religious  Tract  So¬ 
ciety,  has  reported  the  progress  of  their  operations  ;  and  Rev.  N.  Cyr, 
who  commenced  operations  for  the  Paris  Society  by  labors  and  dis¬ 
tributions  in  the  “  Great  Exposition,”  on  his  return  to  this  country 
continued  his  agency  for  some  months  by  raising  funds  here  ill  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Paris  Society. 


ITALY. 

Rev.  James  B.  Will,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  “Italian 
Evangelical  Publication  Society”  located  at  Florence,  of  which  Rev. 
Hr.  Revel  is  President,  has  fully  reported  the  Catholic  spirit  and  effi¬ 
cient  operations  of  that  Society.  Thej7  issued  the  last  year  editions 
of  81  books  and  tracts,  besides  the  “Eco  della  Verita,”  a  weekly 
evangelical  journal ;  and  a  Christian  Almanac,  “Arnico  di  Casa,”  of 
which  they  circulated  85,000  ;  their  receipts  for  the  year  being  about 
49,000  francs,  near  $10,000.  The  most  important  work  issued  is  the 
first  edition  of  Deodati’s  translation  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament, 
with  the  references  prepared  by  him.  They  also  issued  Dr.  Desanctis’ 
treatises  on  Tradition,  The  Celibacy  of  the  Priests,  and  Purgatory ; 
Gossner’s  Golden  Treasury,  History  of  the  Reformation  in  Italy  in  the 
16th  Century,  and  other  highly  excellent  and  evangelical  works — 
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170,850  copies  of  books  and  tracts  having  been  circulated  the  last 
year. 

In  1861  the  census  showed  16, 999, 701  Italians  who  could  neither 
read  nor  write  ;  893, 3s8  who  could  read  but  not  write  ;  and  3,884,245 
who  could  both  read  and  write.  In  the  rural  districts  805  out  of 
1,000,  and  in  the  towns  708  out  of  1,000,  could  neither  read  nor 
write — such  was  the  condition  of  Italy,  the  seat  of  Popery. 

A  very  favorite  object  with  the  Italian  Publication  Society  was 
the  issuing-  of  Dr.  Desanctis’  great  work  in  preparation  on  the  Errors 
of  Popery,  he  having  once  been  a  devoted  priest  in  Rome,  and  having 
peculiar  qualifications  to  prepare  such  a  work.  But  in  the  mysteri¬ 
ous  Providence  of  God,  Dr.  Desanctis  has  suddenly  fallen,  apparently 
by  an  affection  of  the  heart,  and  is  removed  from  this  scene  of  error, 
confusion  and  conflict,  to  be  with  his  glorious  Redeemer,  and  “see 
Him  as  he  is.”  It  is  hoped  that  the  rich  materials  he  had  been  long 
collecting  may  yet  be  advantageously  used  by  others. 

From  the  “  Felix  Neff  Valleys”  comes  also  the  sad  intelligence  of 
the  death  of  Mr.  E.  Milsom,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Protestant 
Committee  at  Lyons,  France,  for  the  work  of  the  gospel  in  these  val¬ 
leys.  Rev.  David  Simpson,  English  Chaplain  at  Lyons,  the  present 
Chairman  of  this  Committee,  reporting  the  departure  of  Mr.  Milsom, 
gives  cheerful  encouragement  for  the  prosecution  of  this  work,  in 
♦which  all  evangelical  Christians  must  feel  a  deep  interest.  They  re¬ 
port  twenty-two  pastors,  evangelists,  teachers  and  colporteurs  en¬ 
gaged  in  this  labor  of  love — their  expenditures  last  year  exceeding 
18,000  francs. 

Communications  have  also  been  received  from  J.  Mullen  of  the 
mission  in  Basle,  Switzerland,  with  a  view  to  the  circulation  of  their 
publications  in  this  country;  and  from  Rev.  J.  L.  Giiger  of  Nurem¬ 
berg,  Bavaria,  requesting  funds  to  print  tracts  to  counteract  prevail¬ 
ing-  neology  and  infidelity,  and  a  grant  of  the  Society’s  publications 
on  Systematic  Benevolence. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  J.  H.  Merle  D’Aubigne  of  Geneva,  has  also  request¬ 
ed  of  the  Executive  Committee  some  appropriate  consideration  as 
copyright  of  his  five  volumes  of  the  History  of  the  Gi'eat  Reformation, 
of  which  the  Society  has  circulated  in  all  upwards  of  470,000 
volumes  ;  with  which  request  the  Committee  felt  it  their  duty  to 
comply  by  remitting  to  him  the  sum  of  $1,500. 
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BOHEMIA— THE  LAND  OF  HUSS. 

So  blessed  was  the  Reformation  in  Bohemia  that,  in  the  year  1600, 
almost  the  whole  population  had  become  Protestant ;  but  she  was 
subjected  to  horrid  persecutions,  reducing  the  population  from  4,000,000 
to  800,000,  and  destroying  almost  all  the  Bibles  and  Protestant  books 
in  the  land.  Under  the  late  more  lenient  rule  of  Austria,  Protestant¬ 
ism  is  now  reviving  in  Bohemia,  and  a  delegation  of  two  devoted 
pastors  visited  the  United  States  to  interest  our  churches  in  the  re¬ 
vival  of  religion  among  that  interesting  people,  and  applied  to  the 
American  Tract  Society  to  aid  them  in  reproducing  an  evangelical 
literature.  Rev.  L.  B.  Kaspar,  of  that  delegation,  appealing  to  the 
Society,  says  : 

The  Bohemian  language  is  spoken  in  Bohemia  and  Moravia  by  about  5,000,000 
people,  of  whom  but  129,000  are  Protestants. 

In  times  past  we  had  a  great  and  excellent  evangelical  literature.  That  time 
is  still  called  with  us  “  the  golden  age”  of  Bohemian  literature.  But  after  the 
year  1621,  when  the  Romish  party  had  gained  a  decisive  victory,  and  through  fraud 
and  perjury  had  accomplished  the  long-desired  anti-reformation,  a  special  object  of 
the  Jesuits  was  the  destruction  of  the  Scriptures  and  evangelical  book3  in  the  Bohemian 
tongue. 

This  object  they  pursued  in  the  course  of  two  centuries  so  energetically  that 
most  of  those  books  are  exceedingly  scarce,  and  a  number  of  them  totally  lost.  There  has 
been  as  yet  no  possibility  to  repair  the  damage.  Protestants  were  merely  tolerated 
until  recently,  without  being  allowed  to  organize  themselves  to  any  practical  work. 
They  are  poor  ;  their  pastors,  as  a  rule,  live  in  remote  villages,  scattered  from  each 
other,  and  assailed  by  the  cares  of  daily  life.  They  are  destitute  of  schools,  except 
the  elementary  village  schools,  and  these  not  very  efficient. 

Thus  it  comes  that  while  the  general  literature,  with  its  various,  often  demor¬ 
alizing  secular  tendencies,  has  again  revived  in  our  country,  very  little  has  been 
done  for  religious  instruction  and  the  spread  of  the  gospel.  Resides  the  Bible, 
a  few  prayer-books,  catechisms,  hymn-books  and  sermons  represent  almost  the 
whole  of  our  people’s  library.  Of  late  years  some  stray  publications  have  appeared, 
a  religious  paper,  a  few  tracts  ;  but  it  seems  to  be  but  the  thousandth  part  of  what 
should  be  done.  We  have  no  Bible  commentary,  no  books  for  family  reading,  no 
books  for  children,  none  for  Sunday-schools ;  so  that,  however  great  be  our  people’s 
material  poverty,  the  spiritual  destitution  is  greater  still ;  yea,  it  is  such  as  a  for¬ 
eigner,  accustomed  from  youth  to  have  at  his  reach  abundant  treasuries  of  litera¬ 
ture,  is  scarcely  able  to  conceive.  Help  is  most  urgently  needed,  and  through  the 
Lord’s  grace  the  time  has  come  when  help  may  be  given  us. 

In  answer  to  this  appeal,  the  Executive  Committee  appropriated 
$100  in  cash  in  aid  of  the  work  in  Bohemia,  and  granted  a  copy  of 
the  Society’s  best  books  for  translation  into  Bohemian  to  the  amount 
of  sixty  dollai's ;  and  electrotypes  of  cuts  to  be  used  in  Bohemia  in 
new  works  that  may  be  issued  to  the  amount  of  fifty  dollars. 
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SWEDEN. 

Rev.  Mr.  Wiberg,  at  Stockholm,  continues  his  faithful  labors  ;  and 
the  Missionary  Union  report  160,000  publications  issued,  costing 
$213  33,  and  eighteen  laborers  in  different  parts  of  Sweden,  who  have 
been  greatly  blessed  by  the  attending  operations  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
Since  the  formation  of  that  Union  in  1856,  it  has  circulated  1,362,000 
books  and  tracts,  and  expended  on  missionary  colportage  $4,158. 

Under  the  labors  of  one  of  the  missionaries  in  a  field  where  whis¬ 
key  drinking  and  great  darkness,  had  prevailed,  “  scarcely  a  meeting 
was  held  without  some  one  confessing  to  have  been  enabled  to  trust 
hi  Christ;”  and  after  a  few  weeks  “about  sixty  professed  to  have 
found  peace  in  believing,  besides  many  who  were  awakened.  The 
presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  was  widely  and  powerfully  felt.  ’ 

Another  missionary  reports  preaching  at  “  85  meetings  in  every 
one  of  which  there  was  evidence  of  the  Divine  presence  and  blessing.” 


RUSSIA. 

The  tract  friends  at  St.  Petersburg  report  102,294  Russian  tracts 
sold,  and  the  acceptableness  of  the  German  books  and  tracts  granted 
by  this  Society,  to  which  a  new  grant  of  German  books  to  the  amount 
of  $25,  has  been  added  and  recently  shipped.  They  gratefully  ac¬ 
knowledge  the  notice  of  the  death  of  the  lamented  William  Ropes, 
E.sq.,  in  this  Society’s  last  Annual  Report.  Full  reports  of  their  ope¬ 
rations  the  last  year  have  been  made  to  the  Religious  Tract  Society 
in  London  to  which  this  Society  is  referred  as  they  may  be  published 
by  that  Society.

WESTERN— CENTRAL  -EASTERN. 

APPEAL  FROM  THE  MISSION. 

Dear  Brethren  :  As  we  come  together  again  at  our  annual  meeting,  and  the 
panorama  of  this  vast  empire  is  spread  out  before  us  with  all  its  wants  and  woes, 
its  bondage  to  false  religions,  to  empty  forms  and  ceremonies,  and  its  sad  destitu¬ 
tion  of  the  word  of  life,  we  are  more  impressed  than  ever  before,  with  the  great¬ 
ness  and  importance  of  the  work  of  giving  the  gospel  to  these  benighted  millions. 
This  is  by  no  means  the  work  of  a  single  generation.  The  variety  of  languages  in 
which  the  Word  of  Life  must  he  circulated,  and  the  gospel  preached  ;  the  worldli¬ 
ness  and  untruthfulness  of  a  people  whose  whole  training  has  been  in  the  line  of 
deceit  and  wrong  :  the  power  of  the  Mohammedan  religion,  and  what  is  even  more 
to  be  feared,  the  rapidly  increasing  tide  of  infidelity  which  comes  in  with,  or  in 
advance  of  European  progress  and  refinement,  upon  a  people,  who,  having  lost  all 
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confidence  in  tlieir  own  systems  of  religion,  eagerly  catch  at  whatever  may  quiet 
the  conscience,  and  encourage  a  life  of  worldliness  and  sin  :  these  are  some  of  the 
obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  rapid  progress  of  the  truth  in  this  land. 

Y  et,  in  the  face  of  all  these  obstacles,  the  good  work  is  making  progress.  At 
important  centres  of  influence  throughout  both  European  and  Asiatic  Turkey,  the 
standard  of  the  cross  is  erected,  and  faithful  men  are  laboring  with  a  good  degree 
of  success,  to  spread  the  knowledge  of  the  truth  among  the  masses  of  the  people. 
Among  the  agencies  employed  in  this  work,  the  press  is  one  of  the  most  prominent 
and  efficient,  and  in  this  department  the  works  published  by  the  American  Tract 
Society,  translated  into  the  Turkish,  Armenian,  Greek,  and  Bulgarian  languages, 
circulated  in  every  direction,  and  read  by  thousands  of  persons,  many  of  whom 
thus  receive  their  first  knowledge  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  are  exerting  a  power 
for  good  which  cannot  be  estimated. 

Those  tracts  and  books  which  the  Holy  Spirit  has  so  greatly  blessed  as  the 
means  of  salvation  to  many  souls,  when  read  in  our  native  tongue,  are,  as  we  have 
reason  to  believe,  also  owned  and  blessed  by  the  same  divine  Agent  to  the  salva¬ 
tion  of  many  who  read  them  in  the  languages  we  have  mentioned,  all  of  which  are 
extensively  used  in  our  mission.

APPEAL  FROM  THE  CENTRAL  MISSION,  AINTAB  AND  MARASH. 

Dear  Brethren  :  Concerning  the  special  work  of  your  Society  in  this  country 
let  me  call  your  attention  to  two  important  facts,  viz. :  the  constant  and  rapid 
growth  of  Protestantism  here,  and  a  demand  for  Christian  literature  commensurate 
with  that  growth. 

What  are  some  of  the  facts  concerning  the  spread  of  Christianity  in  Central  Turkey  ? 
The  work  of  evangelizing  this  field  was  feebly  commenced  about  twenty-two  years 
ago,  1847,  in  the  midst  of  a  faithless  and  perverse  generation.  Being  surrounded 
not  only  with  superstitious  and  persecuting  Armenianism,  but  with  the  stronger  and 
more  intolerable  enemy,  Mohammedism,  the  preaching  of  Christ  seemed  to  savor 
more  of  weakness  than  of  strength  ;  but  the  triumph  of  the  gospel  is  not  by  might 
nor  by  power  ;  neither  is  the  growth  of  the  kingdom  like  Jonah’s  gourd,  but  like 
leaven  which,  slowly  perhaps,  but  surely  works  till  the  whole  is  leavened. 

In  1854  (six  years  after  the  opening  of  the  work  which  commenced  in  Aintah ) 
there  were  8  organized  churches  with  147  members,  and  6  common  schools  with 
897  pupils.  In  1860  (six  years  after)  the  number  of  churches,  of  church  members, 
and  of  common  school  scholars,  had  increased  more  than  threefold,  and  now  as  I 
look  over  the  statistics  of  1868,  I  find  a  larger  number  of  church  membership  in 
one  station  alone  than  there  were  in  1860  in  the  entire  field. 

About  the  year  1851  the  light  of  the  Sun  of  Righteousness  penetrated  the  spiritual 
gloom  of  Marash — a  city  two  days’  journey  from  Aintab.  The  persecution  was  so  great 
at  first  that  the  cause  seemed  hopeless  ;  but  four  years  afterwards  by  the  preaching 
of  Brother  B.  S.  Schneider  and  one  of  the  brethren  of  the  church  at  Aintah,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  hitter  persecution  of  all  who  avowed  Christ,  and  the  combined  oppo¬ 
sition  of  the  enemies  of  the  cross  both  in  Aintah  and  Marash,  the  light  entered  : 
and  now  you  will  see  by  the  tabular  view  of  this  mission  for  1868,  1  theological 
seminary,  2  self-supporting  churches,  with  upwards  of  500  members,  an  average 
Sabbath  congregation  of  900,  and  870  pupils  in  the  Sabbath-schools.  Ten  years 
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ago  there  were  in  the  entire  mission  728  pupils  under  instruction  in  our  common 
schools,  hut  now  there  are  in  the  Sabbath-schools  of  Aintab  alone  a  larger  number  than 
this  by  one-third.  These  few  brief  statements  show  the  constant  and  rapid  growth 
of  Protestantism  in  the  Central  Turkey  mission — increasing  more  than  threefold 
every  ten  years. 

And  now  follows  of  course,  the  demand  for  a  Christian  literature  commensurate  with 
this  growth.  Without  such  a  literature  what  is  going  to  absorb  the  attention  of 
the  1458  church  members  on  the  Sabbath,  and  especially  in  the  summer  when 
many  are  away  in  their  vineyards,  separated  from  the  Sabbath  services  and  public 
worship.  What  is  there  to  encourage  the  multitudes  who  are  almost  persuaded  to 
become  Christians  ?  What  is  going  to  furnish  spiritual  and  intellectual  nourish¬ 
ment  for  the  3,000  Sabbath-school  scholars,  and  lead  them  up  to  heaven  ?  Mind, 
here,  as  in  America,  is  active,  and  needs  the  stimulus  and  the  benefit  of  books. 
They  have  now  the  Bible,  and  some  other  very  valuable  books,  such  as  “Sin  and 
Salvation,”  “Daily  Meditations,”  “Rules  of  Faith,”  etc.,  and  every  day  Dodd¬ 
ridge,  and  Bunyan,  and  Baxter,  though  dead,  are  preaching  the  everlasting  gospel 
through  the  publications  of  the  American  Tract  Society.  That  these  books  are 
appreciated  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  out  of  their  great  poverty  they  purchased 
from  one  station  alone,  books  to  the  amount  of  upwards  of  $300  the  last  year. 

But  many  other  books  of  practical  truth  are  now  needed.  In  the  whole  Turk¬ 
ish  empire  there  is  not  a  Commentary  on  the  Bible,  or  any  portion  of  the  Bible  in  the 
Turkish  language,  except  an  imperfect  exposition  on  Matthew.  This  subject  has 
been  long  contemplated  and  now  we  hope  that  when  the  new  revision  of  the 
Scriptures  is  completed,  a  commentary  on  the  same  will  be  also  completed  ;  and 
why  will  not  the  American  Tract  Society  give  us  a  brief  commentary  like  that  it  is 
circulating  so  widely  in  the  United  States? 

It  is  the  custom  in  this  mission  on  every  New  Year’s  Sabbath  to  distribute  tracts 
through  the  congregation  as  New  Year’s  gifts,  and  they  are  now  expected  and 
eagerly  sought.  In  the  first  church  in  Marash  this  year  there  were  no  tracts  to 
distribute  and  the  disappointment  was  great. 

Had  you  been  here  to  see  the  distribution  of  those  cards  prepared  by  Miss  Proc¬ 
tor  and  published  by  your  Society,  it  would  amply  have  paid  you  and  our  friends 
at  home  for  all  the  cost  of  these  very  beautiful  and  impressive  little  tokens  of 
Christian  interest.  So  great  was  the  demand  that  it  required  violence  almost  to 
restrict  their  distribution  to  the  children  of  the  Sabbath-school  for  whom  they 
were  especially  intended. 

That  tracts  are  a  powerful  agency  in  impressing  truth  upon  the  mind  needs  no 
proof,  and  had  we  these  heavenly  messengers  to  send  out  as  skirmishers  into  places 
where  the  living  preacher  cannot  go,  and  to  scatter  by  the  way  as  we  journey,  as 
well  as  in  the  congregations,  who  can  tell  the  results  ? 

To-day  a  brother  was  telling  me  of  one  into  whose  hands  a  tract  had  fallen,  and 
who  thereby  had  been  led  to  the  fountain  of  living  waters,  and  is  numbered 
among  those  we  hope  will  be  saved.  “The  Swearer’s  Prayer,”  which  has  been 
blessed  to  so  many,  is  appropriate  here,  and  how  greatly  do  we  desire  it,  and  many 
more,  such  as  “Remember  the  Sabbath-day,  ”  “  The  Sin  of  Falsehood,”  “TheNew 
Birth,”  etc.,  to  scatter  among  this  people.  And  may  our  common  Lord  give  us 
earnestness  of  spirit  and  cooperation  of  eflbrt  that  we  may  raise  the  more  souls  to 
him.

1,000  Bible  Test-book,  and  500  Pilgrim’s  Progress,  costing  $1,902  32, 
of  which  $905  24  has  been  received ;  and  have  also  printed  for  Mrs. 
A.  Proctor  of  the  Central  mission,  Aintab,  in  Armeno-  Turkish,  4,500 
copies  of  eight  cards  (30,000)  from  the  Pilgrim’s  Progress,  costing 
$215  25. 

From  the  Eastern  Turkey  Mission,  Harpoot,  Rev.  C.  H.  Wheeler 
writes :  “  You  will  be  glad  to  hear  that  the  aid  rendered  by  your  Society 
is  telling  effectively  upon  the  work  here.  The  beautiful  Armenian  Primer 
is  a  universal  favorite,  and  is  fast  finding  its  way  into  houses  where 
nothing  else  could  gain  access.  Its  beauty  and  the  story  of  its  origin, 
together  with  its  cheapness,  overcome  prejudice,  and  thus  prepare 
the  way  of  the  Lord  by  teaching  the  ignorant  to  read  his  word. 

“  I  cannot  tell  you  how  welcome  to  our  pastors  was  your  gift  of 
the  Family  Bible  with  notes  and  Dictionary  of  the  Bible.  The  latter 
they  are  now  using  as  a  text-book  in  the  English  lessons  which 
thirteen  of  them  are  taking.  They  desire  me  to  express  their  thanks 
for  the  gift.” 

Mr.  Wheeler  proceeds  to  request  more  books  for  “  the  forty  stu¬ 
dents  of  the  theological  seminary  ”  at  Harpoot.  Besides  these  students, 
there  are  fifteen  pastors  and  eight  licensed  preachers — 63  persons 
who  all  want  the  Society’s  Bible  Atlas  and  other  Bible  helps ;  and 
also  twelve  pastors’  wives,  and  75  pupils  in  the  schools.  To  meet 
this  pleasing  and  urgent  request,  and  aid  the  wonderful  work  of  God 
at  Harpoot  under  the  refreshings  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  Committee 
granted  select  publications  to  the  amount  of  $91,  which  were  duly 
shipped  and  forwarded,  they  to  bear  the  heavy  expense  of  inland 
transportation  from  the  Black  sea  to  Harpoot  near  the  Euphrates  on 
the  backs  of  mules. 

Rev.  A.  N.  Andrus  at  Harpoot  has  written  the  Society  requesting 
a  special  appropriation  for  Mardin,  the  Eastern  Arabic  station ,  which 
is  supplied  with  Arabic  publications  from  the  Syrian  mission  at 
Beirut. 


SYRIA. 

Rev.  Henry  II.  Jessup,  at  Beirut,  reports  the  issuing  of  the  “Bible 
Hand  Book,”  a  valuable  manual  or  companion  of  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
about  650  pages,  12mo,  (for  which  this  Society  furnished  casts  of  the 
250  cuts  in  the  Bible  Dictionary.)  A  valuable  Arabic  Concordance 
of  the  Bible  is  also  in  progress,  and  new  editions  of  Pilgrim’s  Prog¬ 
ress,  Bogatzky’s  Golden  Treasury,  and  other  valuable  works,  inclu¬ 
ding  D’Aubigne’s  History  of  the  Reformation,  are  issued  or  in 
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preparation.  lie  reports  the  expenditure  of  $872  22  on  this  Society’s 
account. 

Besides  the  monthly  paper  of  the  mission,  three  weekly  papers  and 
one  fortnightly  magazine  are  now  issued  in  Beirut :  one  of  the  week¬ 
lies  is  a  Jesuit  organ ;  and  another  the  government  official  paper,  one 
side  Arabic  and  the  other  French. 

“The  year,”  he  says,  “  has  been  one  of  intense  activity  on  the  part 
of  the  enemies  of  truth.  Jesuits  have  printed  several  books  against 
Protestants,  full  of  bitterness  ;  and  Moslems  have  published  a  second 
book  against  Christianity,”  summoning  the  supporters  of  the  truth  to 
constant  and  wakeful  activity. 

“  The  type  of  the  Beirut  press,”  he  says,  “is  becoming  more  and 
more  widely  regarded  as  the  lest  Arabic  type  in  the  world.  The  dis¬ 
tinguished  Arabic  scholars  in  Germany,  who  have  hitherto  printed  the 
Koran  and  many  other  Arabic  books  in  the  type  made  in  Germany, 
have  recently  written  to  Dr.  Van  Dyck  as  to  the  prices  of  the  various 
fonts  of  our  Arabic  type,  as  they  have  decided  to  use  only  the  Beirut 
Arabic  type  hereafter.  Such  testimony  confirms  the  wisdom  and 
skill  of  Dr.  Eli  Smith  and  Mr.  ITallock  in  basing  the  Beirut  type  on 
the  best  specimens  of  Arabic  caligraphy.” 

Mr.  J essup  also  states  that  Arab  congregations  are  crowded,  and  bne  cannot  but 
feel,  as  he  stands  in  the  pulpit  before  such  a  multitude  of  young  people  of  both 
sexes,  that  it  is  a  work  of  solemn  responsibility  to  preach  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

“  Our  literary  institutions,”  he  adds,  “are  flourishing.  The  press  is  worked 
to  its  utmost  capacity.  The  Jesuits,  too,  are  using  the  press.  They  have  recently 
printed  a  book  attacking  Protestantism  and  the  missionaries  in  the  most  virulent 
and  obscene  language,  so  that  all  respectable  men  of  the  Maronite  and  Greek- 
catholic  sects  disown  and  repudiate  the  book.  The  Jesuits  now  propose  to  print 
an  Arabic  Bible  from  the  Vulgate.  Even  that  is  better  than  their  recent  work  of 
Bible-burning  in  Mt.  Lebanon.  We  shall  have  done  a  good  work  if  we  can  force 
the  Jesuits  to  print  and  distribute  the  Scriptures,  even  if  they  wear  the  veil  of  the 
Vulgate.” 

“  In  Syria,”  one  has  well  said,  “  our  work  reaches  not  so  much  a  country  as  a 
race,  and  not  so  much  a  race  as  the  multitudinous  populations  that  speak  the 
Arabic  language,  from  the  shores  of  Liberia  and  the  banks  of  the  Zambesi  to  the 
gates  of  Peking.’  ’ 

THE  NESTORIANS  OF  PERSIA. 

For  thirty-six  years,  (since  September,  1833,)  Rev.  Dr.  Justin  Per¬ 
kins  has  been  identified  with  the  history  of  the  mission  to  this  inter¬ 
esting  people,  who  in  early  times  carried  the  gospel  through  the  heart 
of  Asia,  but  had  grievously  fallen  from  their  first  love. 

“  At  first,”  says  Rev.  Dr.  Treat,  “  he  had  no  ordained  associate  in 
the  mission  ;  but  he  was  joined  from  time  to  time  by  men  of  singular 
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ability  and  worth.  And  the  Lord  was  pleased  to  bless  these  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  churches.  Nearly  twenty  revivals  of  religion  have 
been  enjoyed  by  them,  some  of  which  were  of  extraordinary  interest 
and  power.  Nearly  eighty  preachers  of  the  gospel,  raised  up  among 
the  Nestorians,  well  educated,  some  of  them  eloquent  and  mighty  in 
the  Scriptures,  have  become  1  fellow- workers  unto  the  kingdom  of  God’ 
with  our  missionaries. 

“  Possessed  of  what  has  been  called  an  iron  constitution,  I)r.  Per¬ 
kins  was  admirably  qualified  for  the  diversified  efforts  which  he  was 
called  to  put  forth  during  the  thirty-six  years  of  his  missionary  life. 
His  chief  service,  however,  was  rendered  in  the  department  of  the 
press  ;  and  it  was  a  grateful  reflection  when  he  turned  his  face  toward 
the  setting  sun  a  few  months  ago,  that  the  Nestorians  had  a  Chris¬ 
tian  literature,  which  would  furnish  libraries  of  eighty  volumes,  large 
and  small,  for  their  households.” 

Born  in  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  March  12,  1805,  at  the  age  of 
eighteen  he  became  a  disciple  of  Christ,  graduated  at  Amherst  col¬ 
lege  in  1829,  studied  theology  at  Andover,  and  September,  1883, 
sailed  for  Persia  where  he  labored  till  May,  1869,  when  in  prostrated 
health  he  left  his  field  for  America,  and  December  31,  “  passed  into 
the  presence  of  his  Saviour  and  entered  upon  his  endless  rest.” 

In  his  last  two  letters  addressed  to  this  Society,  February  18  and 
March  6,  1869,  Dr.  Perkins  wrote  these  cheering  words  : 

“Allow  me  to  thank  you  for  the  cheerful  and  effective  cooperation 
which  you  and  your  Society  have  extended  to  our  missionary  work, 
more  than  a  generation.  In  the  course  of  this  long  period,  you  have 
enriched  the  infant  literature  of  the  Nestorians  with  very  precious 
religious  treasures,  too  numerous  to  mention  by  name.  These  price¬ 
less  treasures,  with  other  means,  under  the  divine  blessing,  have  ef¬ 
fected  marvellous  and  glorious  changes  in  this  dark  land,  and  are 
still  multiplying  such  changes.  Permit  me  to  bespeak  the  continued 
cooperation  of  your  Society  in  the  work  of  our  mission.  The  church 
has  yet  to  learn  the  power  of  a  steady  Christian  light.  The  world  is 
not  to  be  converted  bjr  random,  spasmodic  efforts,  but  by  faithful, 
patient  continuance  in  well-doing. 

“Accept  my  thanks  for  the  many  words  of  encouragement  which 
I  have  so  often  received  from 'you  in  your  letter's.  Wishing  you  and 
your  hallowed  enterprise  every  blessing,  I  am,  etc.” 

“  March  6.  Among  the  most  delightful  of  my  missionary  duties 
has  been  the  preparation  of  matter  for  our  press,  as  almoner  of  the 
bounty  of  your  Society  ;  and  such  will  continue  to  be  the  case. 
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Growing  bodily  infirmities  admonish  me  that  my  remaining  span 
must  be  brief  for  engaging  in  such  labors.  I  am  thankful  that  I  have 
been  spared  to  toil  so  long — that  so  many  gospel  nails  have  been 
driven  in  sure  places  here  ;  and  the  prospective  rest  of  heaven  is 
grateful,  much  in  proportion  to  the  life  of  activity  there  which  shall 
never  cease  and  never  tire.” 

Copies  of  the  Nestorian  periodical,  “Rays  of  Light,”  and  the  Per¬ 
sian  Christian  Almanac,  just  received,  are  pleasant  memorials  of  the 
efficiency  and  success  of  this  cherished  mission. 

Rev.  George  W.  Coan,  who  succeeds  Dr.  Perkins  at  Ooroomiah, 
writes  January  11  :  “We  have  been  at  work  most  of  the  last  six 
months  for  the  American  Tract  Society,  and  have  just  printed  ‘The 
Night  of  Toil,’  which  promises  to  be  very  useful.  The  mission  are 
also  anxious  to  publish  the  Society’s  ‘  Bible  Text-book’  for  our  help¬ 
ers  and  Sunday-school  teachers.  Among  the  Nestorians  no  book  is 
so  popular  as  the  Bible,  and  all  commentaries  and  helps  for  the  un¬ 
derstanding  of  the  Divine  word  are  sought  with  avidity.” 

The  Nestorians  are  not  so  numerous  a  people  as  the  Armenians,  nor  is  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  readers  among  them  so  great,  hut  we  hope  they  are  destined  to  exert  a 
great  influence  in  turning  the  millions  of  Mohammedans  about  them  to  the  truth 
as  it  is  in  Jesus. 

I  was  much  interested  to-day  and  encouraged  by  the  report  of  our  book  agent 
in  the  city  who  has  a  store  where  he  sells,  and  receives  calls  from  all  classes. 

There  are  many  Mussulmans  who  are  inquiring  with  apparent  honesty  after  the 
truth.  A  few  evenings  since  in  our  little  prayer-meeting  which  is  held  in  Turkish, 
a  Mussulman  publicly  prayed  and  confessed  Christ  to  be  his  Saviour,  the  Son  of 
God.  He  was  the  only  Mussulman  present,  all  the  rest  being  Nestorians.  There 
is  a  longing  and  a  feeling  after  something  better,  among  many,  than  can  be  found 
in  the  Koran.  Three  years  ago  I  sent  two  colporteurs  to  the  south  of  Persia,  to 
Ispahan,  and  beyond.  They  found  a  Mussulman  to  whom  they  sold  the  word  of 
God.  He  read,  and  God  gave  the  understanding  heart.  He  believed,  and  asked 
for  baptism.  They  were  neither  of  them  ministers,  and  of  course  could  not  admin¬ 
ister  the  ordinance  had  they  possessed  the  courage.  Rev.  Robert  Bruce,  a  mis¬ 
sionary  of  the  Church  of  England,  has  been  sent  out  to  Tehran  this  last  season- 
We  sent  for  his  assistance  one  of  these  same  colporteurs,  who  accompanied  him  to 
Ispahan,  and  there,  last  November,  the  first  Mussulman  professed  Christ  in  Persia 
in  these  later  centuries.  We  have  yet  to  hear  if  he  has  suffered  persecution  or  death, 
for  it  is  death  for  a  follower  of  the  false  prophet  in  Persia  to  profess  faith  in 
Christ.  With  great  love  to  your  dear  children,  affectionately  yours,

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INDIA. 

GREAT  CHANGES  IN  INDIA  IN  FORTY  YEARS. 

Rev.  George  Pierce,  for  forty-three  years  an  English  Baptist  Missionary  in  India, 
says  that  idolatry  was  never  more  vigorous  than  when  he  went  to  India.  The 
East  India  Company  met  the  expense  of  idol  festivals,  and  government  officers 
headed  idol  processions.  The  government  police  protected  the  suttee,  1 ,200  widows 
being  burned  every  year  in  Bengal.  Now  the  bloody  rites  have  been  suppressed, 
and  the  superstitions  of  heathenism  are  losing  their  hold. 

The  whole  Bible  is  now  published  in  fourteen  of  the  principal  languages  of 
India ;  the  whole  New  Testament  in  five  others ;  and  some  books  of  the  Old  or 
New  Testament  in  seven  more ;  so  that  the  word  of  God,  in  whole  or  in  part,  is 
printed  in  no  less  than  twenty-five  of  the  living  languages  of  India. 

Never  was  more  attention  paid  to  education  in  general,  and  especially  to  the 
training  of  a  native  ministry.  Our  missionaries  are  employed  in  the  oversight  of 
the  native  churches,  in  street  and  bazaar  preaching,  in  teaching  and  superintend¬ 
ing  schools  of  various  grades,  in  missionary  itinerancy  through  the  towns  and  vil¬ 
lages,  and  in  the  preparation  of  books  for  the  purposes  of  the  missions.  The  actual 
number  of  church  members  is  not  the  standard  by  which  we  must  estimate  the 
amount  of  their  success.  Public  opinion  has  been  to  some  extent  affected  by  the 
publication -of  gospel  truth.  Idolatry  is  losing  its  grasp  upon  the  population. 

One  of  the  noteworthy  changes  now  taking  place  in  India,  where  the  supersti¬ 
tious  customs  introduced  and  enforced  by  an  intolerant  priesthood,  that  seemed 
fixed  and  unalterable,  are  giving  way  before  the  light  of  reason  and  true  religion, 
was  witnessed  at  Bombay  in  June.  It  was  the  first  public  marriage  of  a  Hindoo 
widow,  and  took  place  in  the  presence  of  numerous  spectators,  several  of  whom 
were  Europeans,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Hindoo  Widow  Marriage  Association. 
Both  of  the  parties  were  Brahmins,  the  bridegroom  being  twenty-five  years  of  age 
and  the  bride  seventeen.  A  strong  feeling  against  the  cruel  law  forbidding  the 
marriage  of  widows  is  growing  up  throughout  India. 

Railways  in  India.  Nearly  4,000  miles  of  railway  have  been  completed  in 
India,  and  about  1,700  miles  are  under  contract.  A  great  part  of  the  material  for 
thsir  construction  had  to  be  conveyed  from  England,  amounting  to  5,339  ship  loads 
of  goods.  Last  year  nearly  fourteen  millions  of  passengers  were  conveyed  over 
them,  more  than  thirteen  millions  of  whom  were  third-class  passengers.  The  rail¬ 
roads  are  effecting  a  wonderful  social  change,  bringing  into  close  contact  those 
whom  caste  has  rigidly  separated.  At  first  there  were  separate  accommodations 
provided  for  women  and  the  different  castes  ;  but  all  is  now  changed,  and  the  loco¬ 
motive  is  breaking  down  the  distinctions  which  have  been  the  curse  of  India  and 
one  of  the  greatest  barriers  to  the  spread  of  the  truth. 

The  Leaven  Working.  Rev.  R.  G.  Wilder,  missionary  in  India,  states  that, 
instead  of  encountering  the  virulent  defenders  of  Hindooism  as  formerly,  a  great 
change  is  perceptible  on  the  part  of  the  people  generally,  who  now  better  under, 
stand  and  respect  the  missionaries.  In  more  than  five  hundred  villages  his  audi¬ 
ences  have  expressed  approval  of  his  addresses,  and  in  over  two  hundred,  intelli¬ 
gent  and  responsible  men  have  assured  him  that  they  would  cast  away  their  idols 
and  become  Christians,  if  government  would  protect  them  in  it,  and  cease  to  sup¬ 
port  the  idols.  An  Irish  Presbyterian  missionary  writes  that  the  hopelessness  of 
keeping  up  Hindooism  is  every  year  becoming  more  manifest  to  the  Hindoos  thenr 
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selves.  A  high-class  Brahmin  recently  told  him  that  no  class  of  Hindoos  now  have 
any  faith  in  their  religion. 

Power  of  the  Press.  All  the  missionaries,  in  every  language  and  dialect  of 
the  pagan  world,  and  of  all  evangelical  denominations,  unite  in  claiming  the  press 
as  indispensable  to  the  establishment  of  Christianity  in  their  respective  fields.  It 
is  a  great  triumph  to  get  the  Lord’s  prayer,  or  a  single  chapter  of  the  Bible,  or  page 
of  a  tract  printed  in  the  native  tongue.  What  would  Christian  nations  be  without 
any  thing  printed  or  written  ?  Every  mission  proceeds  as  early  as  possible  to  ac¬ 
quire  not  only  the  spoken  but  the  written  language.  The  whole  world  seems  open¬ 
ing  for  the  press,  giving  accuracy,  definiteness,  diffusion,  and  permanency  to  the 
Divine  word.  In  many  pagan  languages  the  press  has  already  a  power  comparing 
favorably  with  its  power  in  Christian  lands.  It  is  the  right  arm  of  missions,  and 
every  voice  from  abroad  testifies  to  its  efficacy  under  the  blessing  of  the  Holy 
Spirit. 

B 0  M B  A  Y—  KOLA  P 0  0  R . 

Rev.  S.  B.  Fairbaxk,  at  Bombay,  reports  the  labors  of  native 
preachers  and  the  press,  and  the  expenditure  of  $154  56. 

Rev.  R.  G.  Wilder,  at  Kolapoor,  reports  the  circulation  in  1869  of 
4,171  books,  or  319,852  pages  ;  making  the  total  circulation  since 
1861,  29,949  volumes,  comprising  2,894,462  pages.  Mr.  Wilder  had 
also  just  completed  a  Mahratta  translation  of  the  Gospel  by  Mark,  to 
be  published,  as  was  his  translation  of  Matthew,  by  the  Bombay  Book 
and  Tract  Society,  works  highly  acceptable  and  promising  extensive 
usefulness.  Of  the  above  distribution  Mr.  Wilder  says  : 

“  In  the  above  amount  of  Christian  truth  scattered  so  widely  over 
a  region  of  country  150  miles  broad  by  200  miles  in  length,  embra¬ 
cing  1,770  cities,  towns  and  villages,  in  which  I  have  personally  preach¬ 
ed  the  gospel  and  distributed  most  of  these  pages  with  my  own  hand, 
we  have  seen  the  certainty  of  much  precious  seed  sown,  which  needs 
only  to  be  nurtured  with  toil  and  watered  with  tears,  accompanied  by 
God’s  own  Spirit,  to  gather  in  a  glorious  harvest  of  precious  souls  to 
Christ.  Iu  1565  of  these  cities  no  missionary  had  ever  been  seen  or 
heard  before  :  the  people,  so  far  as  I  could  learn,  living  wholly  igno¬ 
rant  of  Christ  and  the  way  of  salvation  by  Him.” 


MADURA. 

Rev.  T.  B.  Penfield,  of  the  Madura  mission  among  the  Mahrattas, 
reporting  the  expenditure  of  $458  71,  gives  a  calm  intelligent  view  of 
the  influence  of  printed  gospel  truth  on  the  heathen  mind  and  heart. 
He  says  : 

“We  have  had  some  proofs  of  the  Master’s  presence  and  blessing  as  we  have 
gone  forth  sowing  the  good  seed  of  the  kingdom  this  year.  We  have  striven  to 
‘  sow  beside  all  waters,’  and  have  left  many  a  little  messenger  to  preach  in  the  vil- 
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I  ages  after  we  had  turned  to  other  parts  of  our  field.  We  cannot  expect  here,  more 
than  in  our  own  land,  that  every  tract  or  hook  given  away,  or  even  sold,  will  ho 
read  and  remembered.  But  here  and  there  one  proves  to  he  1  fastened  as  a  nail  in 
a  sure  place.’ 

“  The  power  of  the  heathen  literature,  with  so  much  culture  as  exists  in  India, 
is  very  striking.  The  people  will  sit  still  in  vast  assemblies  far  into  the  night  list¬ 
ening  to  some  one  who  can  recite  or  sing  their  poems  and  puranas  in  commemora¬ 
tion  of  the  absurd  and  often  indecent  exploits  of  their  gods,  compared  with  which 
they  consider  the  Bible  very  prosaic.  Still  our  books  are  sought  and  sold,  and  that 
increasingly,  as  they  come  to  he  known. 

“We  have  sold  the  little  Mango  story  by  the  hundred,  and  there  are  two  or 
three  more  of  like  nature  which  will  doubtless  have  a  run  just  as  soon  as  they 
are  known. 

“One  man  who  received  a  tract  at  the  medical  dispensary  began  to  read  it, 
supposing  it  contained  some  directions  about  his  medicine  and  diet,  and  ended  by 
ultimately  coming  over  to  Christianity.  We  have  given  away  many  hundred 
handbills  in  our  itinerancy  this  year,  besides  selling  a  very  good  amount.  ’  ’ 

CEYLON. 

Interesting  communications  have  been  received  from  Rev.  Levi 
Spaulding,  the  oldest  surviving  missionary  of  the  Armenian  Board  and 
yet  active  in  the  good  work,  reporting  nine  new  approved  tracts  issued, 
and  from  Rev.  Messrs.  Saunders  and  Smith,  showing  that  the  Socie¬ 
ty’s  appropriations  for  Ceylon  had  been  wholly  expended,  and  request¬ 
ing  a  renewed  grant  of  funds. 

A  RCOT. 

Rev.  William  W.  Scudder,  Vellore,  Treasurer  of  the  Arcot  mission, 
reporting  the  expenditure  of  $685  45,  says:  “We  have  purchased 
books  and  tracts  from  the  Madras  Tract  and  Book  Society  to  the 
amount  of  $233,  and  have  expended  $210,  in  our  colporteur  distribu¬ 
tions  and  labors.  We  have  also  printed  1,000  copies  of  the  English 
version  of  the  Bazaar  Book,  making  13,000  separate  tracts  and  about 
268,000  pages.  They  have  been  printed  for  distribution  among 
natives  who  have  studied  the  English  language.  Many  of  them  will 
read  an  English  tract  when  they  would  reject  a  vernacular  one,  and 
we  trust  much  good  may  be  accomplished  through  their  instrumen¬ 
tality. 

“  Quite  a  number  of  our  tracts  are  exhausted  and  we  cannot  reprint 
them  until  your  Society  place  it  in  our  power  to  do  so  ;  and  I  have 
been  directed  by  the  mission  earnestly  to  solicit  from  the  American 
Tract  Society  a  grant  of  $1,000  for  the  year  1870.  We  do  hope  that 
they  may  be  able  to  secure  us  this  grant.  Never  was  our  field  in  a 
more  interesting  state,  and  many  are  the  inquirers  after  the  truth. 
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We  are  therefore  very  anxious  to  supply  them  with  Christian  books 
and  tracts  in  order  that  they  may  be  brought  to  the  truth  as  it  is  in 
Jesus.  A  great  change  seems  to  be  taking  place  in  our  field.  Per¬ 
sons  who  formerly  opposed  us  have  laid  aside  their  opposition 
and  listen  attentively  to  the  gospel.  The  story  of  Jesus’  wonderful 
love  which  formerly  was  heard  with  indifference,  now  attracts  and 
often  fixes  the  attention  of  the  audiences  whicli  we  address.  Often 
too  do  we  hear  from  the  most  respectable  men  the  conviction,  that 
Christianity  is  true  and  that  it  must  eventually  prevail.  All  this  is 
very  interesting  and  encouraging  to  us  who  have  labored  long  and 
sometimes  wearily  in  this  field.  God  grant  that  these  first  indica¬ 
tions  of  the  dawn  may  soon  brighten  into  the  full  glories  of  the 
gospel  day.  Help  us  all  you  can,  dear  brethren,  to  hasten  the  happy 
consummation.  Give  us  the  means  of  distributing  widely  among  these 
inquiring  people  the  precious  truths  of  redemption.  We  are  working 
for  the  same  blessed  cause.  You  in  xVmerica  supply  the  pecuniary 
means  and  the  effectual  fervent  prayer  ;  while  we  in  these  ends  of  the 
earth  go  among  the  heathen  masses  with  the  earnest  desire  of  throw¬ 
ing  among  them  that  gospel  leaven  which  will  leaven  the  whole  lump. 
We  beg  again  that  you  will  help  us  all  you  can,  and  give  us  the 
grant  we  ask.  We  are  truly  grateful  for  all  the  aid  your  Society  has 
hitherto  given  us,  and  we  trust  that  at  the  last  day  it  may  appear 
that  many  souls  have  been  brought  to  Christ  through  the  tracts 
which  you  have  enabled  us  to  distribute  in  this  land.” 

TELOOGOOS  — GUNTOOE. 

Rev.  E.  Unangst,  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Mission,  acknowl¬ 
edging  appropriation  of  $100,  gives  full  and  interesting  reports  of 
tract  distribution  and  labors  in  a  wide  field,  where  the  darkness  of 
heathenism  is  slowly  giving  way  to  the  light  of  the  gospel,  and  the 
call  is  loud  for  active  and  enlarged  missionary  labors.  Only  devoted 
catechists,  native  preachers  or  other  itinerant  laborers  are  needed 
greatly  to  extend  the  gospel  among-  multitudes  of  the  perishing. 

Rev.  Mr.  Unangst  says,  “You  will  observe  by  our  Catechist’s  report,  that 
many  of  the  heathen  assent  to  the  truth,  and  buy  tracts  in  order  to  read  about  the 
plan  of  salvation.  This  desire  seems  to  be  growing  among  the  people.  The  most 
violent  objectors  not  unfrequently  calm  down  and  accept  a  tract.  If  we  had  a 
staff  of  efficient  colporteurs,  and  funds  to  sustain  them  and  also  to  procure  an  ade¬ 
quate  supply  of  publications,  I  have  no  doubt  whatever  that  much  good  would  be 
the  result,  and  many  heathen  be  brought  to  worship  and  serve  the  ‘  living  and 
true  God.’  May  the  richest  blessing  from  on  high  abide  on  you  in  your  great  and 
good  work  of  sending  the  light  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  into  all  the  world.” 
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T  ELO  0  GO  0 S— N  E  L  L  0  RE. 

Rev.  L.  Jewett,  of  the  Baptist  Mission,  reports  the  expenditure  of 
$292  73  and  rich  blessings  of  the  Holy  Spirit  resting  on  the  mission. 
The  number  of  villages  visited  during  tlie  year  is  six  hundred;  the 
number  of  converts  admitted  to  the  church  on  profession  of  their 
faith  is  fifty-five.  The  number  of  tracts  and  books  distributed  by  the 
faithful  laborers  among  the  villages  is  4,820.  Among  the  converts 
are  five  young  men  near  Alloor,  heads  of  families,  who  in  relating 
their  experience  referred  back,  some  ten  years,  to  the  time  when  they 
received  the  poetic  tract,  “  Jewel  Mine  of  Salvation,”  which  has  been 
so  widely  blessed,  as  to  them  the  first  source  of  spiritual  knowledge  ; 
and  the  visits  of  the  colporteurs  and  catechists  were  blessed  in  ripen¬ 
ing  their  convictions  into  a  well-grounded  hope  in  the  Lord  Jesus.  A 
new  Teloogoo  hymn  book,  prepared  by  Mrs.  Jewett  and  Mrs.  Clough, 
was  greatly  needed,  and  is  highly  valued.  Rev.  Mr.  Jewett  adds  : 

“  The  field  of  operations  is  greatly  extended,  and  the  laborers  are  entering  it 
with  sickle  in  hand.  Eighteen  miles  north  of  Nellore  is  Alloor,  where  we  are 
making  a  purchase  of  a  mission  house.  Twenty-eight  miles  more  takes  us  to  Ram- 
apatarn,  where  buildings  for  two  families  have  just  been  secured.  Thirty-five  miles 
farther  north  brings  us  to  Ongolc,  and  seventy-five  miles  northwest  of  Ongole, 
brings  us  to  Oumbrum  which  we  hope  is  soon  to  become  a  mission  station.  We 
shall  then  have  five  great  central  stations.  How  shall  we  man  them  ? 

“We  have  three  missionaries,  Jewett,  Timpany  and  Clough,  and  another  oil 
his  way  to  us.  Canakiah  is  also  ordained  and  well  qualified  with  a  devoted  wife 
to  stand  at  the  head  of  one  station.  The  number  of  native  helpers  is  increasing  ; 
and  we  are  lifting  up  the  cry  to  ‘  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send  forth  laborers  into 
his  harvest.’ 

“  Brother  Clough  reports  new  converts  all  the  way  from  Ongole  to  Cumbrum. 
Since  January  1,  he  has  baptized  nearly  six  hundred,  low  down  in  the  scale  of  hu¬ 
man  being  ;  but  the  word  of  the  Lord  has  gone  forth  among  them  and  awakened 
them  into  a  new  life.  They'  now  ask  for  schools,  preachers,  and  books.  For 
Nellore,  Itamapatam  and  Ongole  we  need  $200,  for  each  station  for  the  current  year. 
I  know  you  will  do  your  best  to  meet  our  wants.’  ’ 

ORISSA. 

Rev.  John  Buckley,  at  Cuttack,  has  sent  the  Society,  (through 
Rev.  J.  C.  Pike,  Leicester,  England,  Secretary  of  the  General  Baptist 
Missionary  Society,)  a  full  communication,  showing  the  rich  blessing 
that  has  rested  on  the  labors  of  that  mission  especially  in  connection 
with  the  influence  of  the  press.  His  field  is  hard  by  the  bloody  temple 
of  Juggernath,  which  the  missionaries  visit  at  every  festival.  Mr. 
Buckley  says  : 

“  It  is  now  thirty-six  years  since  your  Society,  moved  by  the  earnest  pleadings 
of  our  dear  brother  Sutton,  first  sent  help  to  Orissa.  Very  highly  has  your  bounty

from  year  to  year  been  appreciated  by  the  brethren  here,  and  to  many  benighted 
idolaters  have  the  precious  pages  you  have  enabled  us  to  print  conveyed  the  light 
of  life. 

“  In  asking  continued  aid,  I  would  remind  you  of  the  wide  extent  and  vast  im¬ 
portance  of  the  field  committed  to  our  cultivation  by  the  Lord  of  the  harvest. 
The  Orissa-speaking  population  (though  greatly  reduced  by  the  direst  of  famines)  is 
about  four  millions  and  a  half,  most  of  whom  can  only  be  reached  by  speaking  and 
printing  in  their  own  tongue  the  wonderful  works  of  God ;  and  when  we  think  of 
the  value  of  one  soul,  the  priceless  ransom  paid  for  its  redemption,  the  endless  du¬ 
ration  of  joy  or  woe  awaiting  it  in  the  world  to  come,  how  weighty  is  our  trust, 
how  high  our  responsibility.” 

He  proceeds  to  say  that  they  have  twenty-one  male  and  female  missionaries, 
and  twenty-four  native  preachers;  that  tracts  judiciously  distributed  in  a  field 
three  hundred  miles  long  and  two  hundred  miles  wide,  have  been  “extensively 
read,  and  blessed  in  spreading  abroad  the  knowledge  of  Christ  among  the  people.  ” 
He  then  fills  two  sheets  with  cheering  facts,  reported  by  devoted  laborers,  showing 
how  printed  truth  has  been  blessed  in  bringing  souls  to  Christ. 

Orissa,  as  to  the  influence  of  the  press,  is  indeed  a  bright  spot  in  the  vast  range 
of  the  heathen  world.  Being  but  about  two  hundred  miles  west  of  Calcutta  and 
Serampore,  the  wisdom  of  Carey  and  Marshman  and  Ward,  who  so  highly  appre¬ 
ciated  the  press  from  the  beginning ,  has  there  long  been  successfully  tested,  and 
produced  blessed-fruits  in  the  Rama  Chundras  and  others,  raised  up  to  be  burning 
and  shining  lights.  Their  poetic  tracts  have  a  charm  that  penetrates  the  heart  of 
the  native  and  wins  him  to  Jesus  who  died  for  him  ;  and  he  catches  the  strain,  and 
reiterates  it  among  his  fellows,  and  many  are  turned  from  dumb  idols  to  the  living 
God. 

Juggernatii  declinixg.  Mr.  Buckley  says : 1  ‘  The  great  festival  of  Juggernath  was 
held  at  Pooree,  July  9.  One  of  our  missionaries  and  several  native  preachers  were 
present,  and  day  by  day  for  about  a  week  made  known  the  word  of  Christ  near  the 
great  temple  of  the  hideous  idol  ‘  where  Satan’s  seat  is.’  The  attendance  was  un¬ 
usually  small,  there  being  not  more  than  eight  thousand  distant  pilgrims,  and  a 
marked  absence  of  any  enthusiasm  in  Juggernath’s  worshippers.  The  Lord  hasten 
the  day  when  the  pure  light  of  the  gospel  shall  dispel  this  hoary  superstition.” 

Rev.  Mr.  Phillips,  the  oldest  American  Missionary  in  Northern  Orissa,  writes  : 
“  We  enjoy  excellent  opportunities  for  preaching  the  blessed  gospel  daily,  and  find 
the  people  ready  to  listen,  and  little  disposed  to  dispute.  It  is  quite  manifest  that 
a  very  great  change  has  taken  place  in  the  feelings  of  the  Hindoos  on  the  subject 
of  religion  during  the  last  twenty-five  years  ;  and  I  cannot  but  feel  confident  that 
the  day  of  India’s  redemption  draws  near.” 

NORTHERN  INDIA. 

Rev.  E.  M.  Wherry  is  the  successor  of  Rev.  A.  Rudolph,  in  charge 
of  the  large  and  efficient  mission  press  at  Lodiana.  He  encloses  a 
list  of  the  publications  issued  the  last  year,  including  eleven  volumes; 
The  Prodigal  Son,  The  Sacrifice  of  Isaac,  The  Rich  Leper,  The  Adven¬ 
tures  of  a  Bible,  The  True  Picture,  The  Marriage  Supper,  Barth’s 
Scripture  History,  Ellen  and  Mary,  The  Flood,  and  two  with  native 
titles,  all  in  accordance  with  the  Catholic  principles  of  this  Society, 
costing  3,951  rupees,  or  $1,915  50. 
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Mr.  Wherry  says  :  “  The  numerous  publications  issued  by  this 
mission  are  not  only  distributed  over  the  large  territory  occupied  by 
our  widely  extended  mission  but  over  that  occupied  by  other  denom¬ 
inations.  Yet,  after  all,  what  we  do  for  the  multitudes  around  us  is 
but  as  the  throwing  of  a  pail  of  water  into  the  ocean.  God  grant 
that,  by  his  blessing,  our  ‘  five  loaves  and  two  fishes’  may  be  made  to 
fill  a  multitude  of  souls.” 


BUEMAH. 

The  statistical  reports  of  the  press  in  this  large  heaven-blessed 
mission  for  the  last  year  have  failed  to  reach  this  Society.  Several 
of  the  standard  volumes  issued  by  their  efficient  press  at  Rangoon 
have  been  presented  to  this  Society’s  library,  through  the  kindness  of 
Rev.  C.  Bennett,  viz. :  The  Sgau  Karen  Bible  and  hymn-book  ;  The 
Burman  New  Testament,  Scripture  Digest,  History  of  the  Creation, 
Astronomy  and  Geography  by  Dr.  Judson,  and  Scripture  Alphabet 
of  Animals  ;  the  Karen  gospel  by  John,  and  One  God  and  the  Bible 
his  own  Word,  and  several  tracts  in  these  languages. 

The  progress  of  the  gospel  among  the  Karens  of  Burmah  is  one  of 
the  most  remarkable  in  the  history  of  modern  missions.  The  conver¬ 
sion  of  a  Karen  slave  in  Rangoon  first  brought  Dr.  Judson  in  contact 
with  that  people,  more  than  ten  years  after  his  arrival  in  that  country. 
They  then  had  no  written  language.  Now  they  have  the  Bible  trans¬ 
lated,  several  commentaries  on  portions  of  it,  with  several  theological 
works,  a  beautiful  hymn-book  containing  over  four  hundred  choice 
hymns,  and  a  complete  set  of  school-books  for  use  in  their  schools. 
There  have  been  340  churches  formed,  with  18,500  members,  whose 
liberality  is  most  striking,  as  they  provide  at  least  two-thirds  of  the 
cost  of  the  mission.  They  have  350  native  pastors  and  preachers, 
and  eighty  promising  young  men  now  in  the  theological  school. 


ASSAM. 

Rev.  William  Ward,  at  Sibsagor,  reports  the  issuing  of  various 
portions  of  Scripture  and  of  tracts,  including  The  Holy  Incarnation 
52,000  pages,  Way  of  Salvation  24,000,  Pundit  and  Preacher  48,000, 
in  which  all  the  Society’s  appropriations  have  been  expended  ;  and 
asks  for  a  grant  of  $500,  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  current  year,  $200, 
having  now  been  sent  to  Rev.  E.  W.  Clark,  who,  in  Mr.  Ward’s  ab¬ 
sence,  will  be  in  charge  of  the  mission  press. 

Air.  Ward  savs :  “The  demand  for  tracts  in  Assam  is  a  growing 
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one  ;  there  being  new  and  interesting  openings  among  the  Garos  and 
other  hill  tribes.  It  was  a  simple  tract  that  first  arrested  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  Omed,  the  excellent  native  Garo  pastor,  whose  conversion 
was  the  beginning  of  the  now  promising  interest  in  the  Garo  field.” 


Rev.  Dr.  Dean,  the  veteran  Baptist  missionary,  gives  a  bird’s  eye  view  of  the 
gospel  work  for  China  :  1  ‘  Christian  churches  among  the  Chinese  have  been  plant 
ed  at  Bangkok,  Hongkong,  Swatow,  Amoy,  Foochow,  Ningpo,  Shanghai,  Kuikiang 
Hangchow,  Chifoe,  Tangch.au,  Tientsin,  Kalgan,  Pekin,  and  other  places.  The 
sacred  Scriptures  have  been  translated  for  the  four  hundred  million  of  people  who 
have  a  common  written  language  ;  schools  for  Christian  learning  established  ;  na¬ 
tive  preachers  proclaiming  in  their  own  language  the  wonderful  works  of  God  ; 
Christian  men  in  the  various  walks  of  life  exerting  a  redeeming  influence  upon 
their  countrymen  ;  heavenly  light  shining  into  many  a  dreary  hut ;  and  from  many 
a  humble  cottage,  where  before  was  a  pagan  altar  and  its  attendant  darkness  and 
discord,  now  ascends  the  song  of  praise  and  daily  prayer  to  the  living  God.  China 
is  not  yet  converted;  but  its  feasibility  has  been  proved,  and  the  end  is  sure, 
though  her  swarming  millions  may  be  unconscious  of  the  glory  that  awaits  them 
and  their  Redeemer. 

“It  is  stated  that,  since  1807,  when  Dr.  Morrison  arrived  in  China,  338  Prot¬ 
estant  missionaries  have  labored  there.  Among  the  results  of  their  labors,  490 
works  have  been  printed  in  Chinese,  of  which  28  were  translations  of  Scripture  or 
portions  of  Scripture,  30  commentaries  on  portions  of  the  Bible,  232  theological 
works,  and  74  educational  or  scientific  works  ;  232  were  printed  in  English,  9  in 
Malay,  8  in  German,  6  in  Dutch,  2  in  Japanese,  1  in  Mongolian,  and  1  in  Siamese. 
Eleven  of  the  missionaries  published  more  than  twenty  volumes  each  in  Chinese, 
English,  and  other  languages,  the  entire  number  being  432. 

China  Selling  Out.  Bishop  Kingsley,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church  in 
China,  says  :  *•  The  oldest  and  most  imposing  temples  of  China  are  going  to  decay. 
It  is,  moreover,  evident  that  the  Chinese  religion  everywhere  is  going  to  decay. 
Even  the  temples  are  now  offered  for  sale,  some  of  them  that  the  copper  composing 
the  idols  may  be  turned  to  pecuniary  account.  Public  opinion  will  not  exactly 
tolerate  the  desecration  of  the  temple  by  native  Chinese,  hut  they  will  allow  for¬ 
eigners  to  buy  the  temples  and  dispose  of  the  copper,  and  they  will  buy  it  of 
them.  A  temple  is  now  offered  to  our  mission  in  this  way,  and  the  owner  will  buy 
back  the  copper,  paying  forty  dollars  more  for  that  than  he  gets  for  the  temple, 
grounds,  idols,  and  all.” 


CANTON. 


Eev.  R.  H.  Graves,  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Mission',  reports  8,452 
tracts  printed  and  most  of  them  circulated.  He  had  written  a  valu¬ 
able  tract,  “The  True  Doctrine  of  Rewards  and  Punishments,”  based 
on  Romans  2  :  5-11,  for  which  the  blocks  had  been  cut  ;  and  having 
opened  a  new-  chapel  in  Canton,  had  been  unable  to  make  extensive 
tours  in  the  country  for  tract  distribution  and  missionary  labors  as  in 
past  years.  “  Christianity,”  he  says,  “  is  beginning  to  excite  attention 
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in  China,  and  the  officials  and  gentry  are  beginning  to  show  opposi¬ 
tion  to  its  progress.  The  Christian  world  may  be  assured  that  Satan 
will  not  readily  give  up  this  vast  empire,  his  last  great  stronghold  on 
earth,  without  a  severe  struggle  ;  but  we  must  count  the  cost  and 
prepare  for  a  severe  contest  ere  China  shall  be  won  for  Christ.” 

Rev.  C.  F.  Preston,  of  the  Presbyterian  Mission  at  Canton,  (in  the 
absence  of  Rev.  J.  C.  Nevin,)  reports  some  books  published  in  the 
local  dialect,  and  wished  to  put  to  press  the  Bible  History  translated 
by  Mrs.  Collins,  daughter  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Ball,  in  six  small  vol¬ 
umes.  He  takes  a  brighter  view  of  the  gospel  work  in  China. 

“We  cannot  complain  that  China  is  not  open.  There  is  encour¬ 
agement  enough  in  sober  facts  to  make  the  churches  wonder  ;  and 
they  ought  to  know  that  the  present  efforts  for  China  are  sadly  behind 
the  openings  of  Divine  Providence.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  realize  the 
extent  and  rapidity  of  the  changes  now  in  progress  among  the  people 
and  the  rulers  of  this  great  empire.” 

FOOCHOW. 

Rev.  S.  F.  Woodin  reports  the  expenditure  of  $216  55,  and  an 
edition  of  five  sheet  tracts  printed  :  Reject  the  False  and  Return  to 
the  True,  Filial  Piety,  Nature  of  Man,  God  alone  is  the  Lord  of 
Heaven  and  Earth,  and  a  Five  Character  Tract  ;  also  a  tract  against 
opium-smoking,  revised  and  printed.  “  A  colporteur,  with  an  asso¬ 
ciate,  selling  books  and  tracts  and  conversing  with  the  people,  has 
visited  some  eighty  villages.  The  large  village  of  Kang  Tong',  about 
17  miles  southeast  of  Foochow,  has  been  the  centre  of  his  operations, 
and  he  has  generally  been  received  without  much  opposition.  The 
Lord  still  adds  his  blessing  to  our  labors,  and  leads  some  souls  to 
Christ  from  the  ranks  of  the  heathen.  We  need  the  prayers  of  all 
God’s  children.” 


HANGCHOW. 

Rev.  C.  T.  Kreyer,  Baptist  Missionary  at  Hangchow,  the  promi¬ 
nent  seat  of  the  mission  formerly  located  at  Ningpo,  writes  : 

“  There  is  a  grand  work  yet  to  be  done  by  the  American  Tract  Society  in  China. 
The  Scriptures  in  many  respects,  no  matter  how  perfect  the  translation,  are  a  closed 
book  to  this  people.  This  people  are  accustomed  to  books  of  a  different  style,  and 
as  we  cannot  cast  the  Scriptures  into  the  mould  suited  to  the  Chinamen,  without 
destroying  their  accuracy  which  has  been  for  thousands  of  years  guarded  with 
jealous  care,  we  must  put  into  their  hands  tracts  and  commentaries  on  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  in  the  style  current  here. 

•‘The  Scriptures  will  do  a  work  by-and-by.  Not  that  they  are  not  doing  a  work 
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now,  far  be  it  for  me  to  make  such  a  statement.  What  I  mean  is,  for  general  dis¬ 
tribution  Tract  Society  works  will  do  better  than  the  Scriptures,  and  the  Scriptures 
for  the  church  and  anxious  inquirers. 

‘ 1  The  opposition  to  the  gospel  comes  now,  and  I  think  has  always  come  from 
the  literati.  These  are  too  proud  to  hear  the  gospel  preached  in  the  chapels,  espe¬ 
cially  as  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  is  not  done  by  men  who  come  with  excellency 
of  speech  and  the  claptrap  of  literary  style.  Our  preachers  are  not  literary  men. 
But  if  we  can  put  into  their  hands  elegantly  written  books,  setting  forth  the  ex¬ 
cellency  of  the  gospel,  they  may  read  them  in  the  quiet  of  their  study,  and  who 
shall  limit  the  Spirit  of  God  ?  They  may  thus  be  brought  to  a  knowledge  of  their 
sins,  and  be  a  help  rather  than  a  hindrance  to  our  preaching.  And  this  work — 
the  printing  and  distributing  of  such  books — is  exactly  what  your  Society  is  to  do 
for  us.  ’  ’ 


SHANGHAI. 

lit.  Ecv.  C.  M.  Williams,  Missionary  Bishop  in  China,  on  receiving 
the  Society’s  appropriation  of  last  year  replied  : 

“  Be  kind  enough  to  return  my  thanks  to  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  for  the  grant  of  $500,  for  the  purchase  of  Christian  books  and 
tracts  for  distribution  in  China.  The  money  has  been  already  receiv¬ 
ed  here,  and  will,  I  trust,  be  wisely  and  usefully  expended  in  extend¬ 
ing  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  I  shall  ask 
our  Treasurer,  a  Christian  gentleman  of  the  honored  firm  of  Messrs. 
Olyphant  &  Co.,  in  China,  to  give  me  a  statement  of  the  amount  on 
the  first  of  January  in  each  year,  and  transmit  to  you.” 

Eev.  E.  II.  Thomson,  missionary  to  China,  writes:  “The  distribu¬ 
tion  of  good  tracts  we  deem  one  of  the  greatest  works  for  the  cause 
of  Christ  in  the  vast  empire  of  China.  May  I  earnestly  ask  a 
further  appropriation  of  $500.  The  field  is  truly  great  and  daily  ex¬ 
panding.  Our  Committee  will  soon  be  sending  new  men  to  the  field, 
and  I  would  pray  that  your  Society  come  forward  to  aid  in  putting 
the  printed  tract  in  their  hands,  that  thus,  before  their  tongues  can 
tell  of  Jesus,  their  hands  may  carry  the  message  of  his  love.  May 
the  Lord  ever  continue  his  blessing  to  you  and  to  your  work.” 

Eev.  Dr.  A.  P.  Martin,  of  the  Presbyterian  Mission,  who  has 
been  appointed  professor  in  the  Government  College  at  I  eking, 
writes  :  “  The  Bible  is  indeed  indispensable  for  the  conveision  of  a 
heathen  people,  but  the  Bible  alone  is  not  sufficient.  In  China,  es¬ 
pecially,  where  the  mass  even  of  the  educated  have  never  heard  of 
the  Bible,  the  publications  of  the  Tract  Society  are  required  to  pre¬ 
pare  the  way  for  the  Book  of  God — not  to  speak  of  their  importance 
as  presenting  truth  in  a  connected  form,  and  combating  the  preva¬ 
lent  errors  of  heathen  countries.  In  a  word,  the  Bible  and  the  tract 
Societies  are  the  two  wings  of  the  mission  work  by  whose  aid  it  may 
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fly  abroad,  but  without  which  it  would  advance  but  slowly  if  at  all. 
Both  are  indispensable.”

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  AMERICAN  TRACT  SOCIETY, 

INSTITUTED  IN  NEW  TORE,  1825. 

Article  I.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  the  American  Tract  Society, 
the  object  of  which  shall  he  to  diffuse  a  knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  the 
Redeemer  of  sinners,  and  to  promote  the  interests  of  vital  godliness  and  sound 
morality,  by  the  circulation  of  Religious  Tracts  calculated  to  receive  the  approba¬ 
tion  of  all  evangelical  Christians. 

Article  II.  Any  person  paying  twenty  dollars  at  one  time  into  the  Treasury  of 
this  Society,  shall  be  a  Member  for  Life ;  and  any  person  paying  fifty  dollars  at  one 
time,  or  who  shall,  by  one  additional  payment,  increase  his  original  contribution 
to  fifty  dollars,  shall  be  a  Director  for  Life. 

Article  III.  Persons  constituted  members  of  the  Society  by  donations  not  des¬ 
ignated  by  them  to  be  applied  to  specific  objects,  shall  be  annually  entitled  to 
Tracts  to  the  value  of  one  dollar,  and  persons  so  constituted  Directors  to  the  value 
of  two  dollars ;  or,  if  preferred,  they  may  receive  tracts  at  any  one  time  to  the 
value  of  half  the  sum  given. 

Article  IY.  The  Society  shall  meet  annually,  on  Wednesday  immediately  pre¬ 
ceding  the  second  Thursday  in  May,  when  the  proceedings  of  the  foregoing  year 
shall  be  reported,  and  a  Board,  consisting  of  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secreta¬ 
ries,  a  Treasurer,  two  Auditors,  and  thirty-six  Directors  shall  be  chosen. 

Article  Y.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  annually  elect,  by  ballot,  a  Publish¬ 
ing,  a  Distributing,  and  a  Finance  Committee,  each  consisting  of  not  less  than 
three,  nor  more  than  six  members  ;  the  members  of  which  three  Committees  shall 
constitute  an  Executive  Committee  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  be,  ex-officio,  members  of  the  Board.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  enact 
By-Laws,  and  to  appoint  Honorary  Vice-Presidents,  Directors,  or  Members.  Twelve 
members  of  the  Board,  present  at  any  meeting  regularly  convened,  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

To  Article  YI.  To  promote  in  the  highest  degree  the  objects  of  this  Society,  the 
Officers  and  Directors  shall  be  elected  from  different  denominations  of  Christians  ; 
the  Publishing  Committee  shall  contain  no  two  members  from  the  same  ecclesias¬ 
tical  connection ;  and  no  Tract  shall  be  published  to  which  any  member  of  that 
Committee  shall  object. 

Article  VII.  Any  Tract  Society  formed  on  the  principles  of  this  Society,  and 
annually  contributing  a  donation  to  its  Treasury,  shall  be  considered  an  Auxiliary  ; 
and  the  President  arid  Secretary  of  such  Auxiliary  for  the  time  being,  shall  be,  ex- 
officio,  members  of  this  Society. 

Article  YIII.  That  the  benefits  of  the  Society  may  be  enjoyed  no  less  in  dis¬ 
tant  places  than  near  the  seat  of  its  operations,  the  prices  of  its  tracts  shall  be,  as 
far  as  practicable,  the  same  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States. 

Article  IX.  All  meetings  of  the  Society,  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  Exec¬ 
utive  Committee,  shall  be  opened  by  prayer. 

Article  X.  The  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Vice-President,  or  other  Officer 
first  on  the  list  in  the  city  of  New  York,  at  the  request  of  five  Directors,  may  call  special 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  causing  three  days’  notice  of  such  meetings  to  be 
given.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  call  special  meetings  of  the  Society. 

Article  XI.  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered,  except  at  an  annual  meet¬ 
ing,  and  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present ;  notice  of  the  proposed 
alteration  having  been  given  at  the  previous  annual  meeting.
